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PREFACE. 



TH E following Journal bad remamidfor 
ever in Obfcurityfrom the iiitk hctina* 
iton I have of appearing in Prints bad I net 
been intreated byfome Friends wba^ by Perfua- 
Jion^ have at laft^ convinced me of tbe Utility it 
may be of to future travellers ^ as a Guide tbef 
mery certainly refy on. For Tarernier^ from 
wbom I naturally expeSed very authentic Ac" 
coMnts^. bos fo far demoted from the true 
State of Thif^s in crqffh^ tbe Defart,^ that 
was J not aware his Voyages- were coUeSed af- 
ter be bad done traveiling*(fnejl]y ftom bisMe^ 
mory) IJhould have been fufpicious that many 
things delivered as bisj bad been the Produce 
effome of tbqfe Chamber Geographers who d^ 
fcribe whole Kingdoms^ and their different Roads ^ 
without ever having fiept out of their Mother^ 
Country^and are as little capable of judging of the 
Authors from whom they make an extract : It 
was this induced me to befo, minute indefcribing 
tbe Afferent Soils of the Defart Jpajfedov^:^ be- 
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\ Paflage through a Countrsr fo Uttfe fre- 

qucntcd by Europeans. To this I Ihall adc 
an Account of my Expences, and of th< 
Miftakes and Errors which I inadvertently 
fell into, which may ferve as a Caution foi 

i ■ others to avoid the like. 

I fliaJI begin my Account from Bensall 
but as you have probably had a Relatior 
of -my Voyage firom thence to Gombroot 
from Capt. Rabit^ony I fhall pafs that ovei 
very flightly. 

You may remember that I took my 

Leave of you November the 28th, 1749, 

and got on board the^*, Capt. Robinfon, 

the 30th, who was at Injelly^ and we weigh- 

ed from thence at feven, before Noon on the 

fame Day. We had a. quick Paf&ge from 

Aence to the lOand of Zoleatt of Ceylon, 

fcated at the South -End of the Peninfijla 

of In^a on this Side the Ganges. We madd 

it on the loth cf December, when the North 

E^ Moti^m Jeft us, and a Calm enfued : 

Howtfver we met with a Current which 

fct us round the Wand in twenty four Hours 

in a furprizing manner } infomuch that on 

the 14th, about Sunrife, we faw the Land 

about Cape Comorin being the moft Southern 

End of the Peninlula abovementioned ; 

3 and 
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and the Sea wind beginning to blow from 
the Weft South Weft, we got into Jnjango 
at half an Hourpaft ten the fame Night. 
This is a Fort belonging to the Englijh^ and 
was built at the Company's Charge in the 
Year 1695. It is naturally fortified by the 
Sea on one Side, and a little River on the 
other, but they have no good Water nearer 
than the Diftance of a League. 

Utrt we found ,his Majefty's Ship the 
Ruby^ CapL Knight^ who was bound to the 
Northward and weighed the next Morning 
with the Land-wind. We being defirous 
of his Convoy weighed likewife at eight 
before Noon, and went after him, for we 

had heard of the Lofs oi tht Rejioration 
Grab, Capt. Leakj it being taken by jin- 
gria. The Ruby had a fmall Ship, called 
the Dragon^ in tow, fo we foon came up and 
kept her company till the i8th, when vf^ 
came to an Anchor at Cochin^ a Settlement 
of the Dutcb^ on the Coaft of Malabar. 
Here we found the fmall Pox which raged 
to fo great a Degree that it was little in- 
ferior to a Plague, no lefs than 200 having 
died in a Week ; and the Man of the Houfe 
where we lodged had twenty five down of 
this Dijfeafe, at the Time of our Arrival. 

B 2 Cochin 
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Cochin is a Capital of a Kingdom of the 
fame Nafne, and is feated in about ten De- 
grees of North Latitude. It was built by 
the Portuguefe^ and was very large, but the 
Dutch becoming Matters of it, they con- 
trafted it to one tenth of the Size, info- 
much that it is now but fix hundred Paces 
long and two hundred broad. It has two 
large Baftions with Curtains fo thick, that 
two rows of large trees are planted thereon, 
which ferve for a Shade from the torch- 
ing Heat of the Sun Some of the Streets 
built by the Portuguefe are ftill ftanding, 
and a Church made ufe of by the Dutcb^ 
and the Cathedral which ferves for a Ware- 
houfe. The Houfes are covered with 
Tiles about the Breadth of one's Hand and 
are fattened to the Laths. Some make 
their Windows with a kind of Lattices^ 
others of Canes curioufly twitted together, 
and others of Mother of Pearl, made fo 
thin that they become tranfpfarent and ferve 
inttead of Glafs. The Governor's Houfe 
is the only one built after the Dutch Fattiion, 
and there is a Canal cut from the River, 
which wattles Part of the Walls by the 
Governor's Houfe, and reaches as far as 
the Middle of the City. 

The 
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The King of Cochin^ who is little more 
than a Vaflal to the Dutcb^ has a Palace 
built with Stone, and the ftraggling Vil- 
lage not far from the Palace is called old 
Cochin. It has a Bazar or Market Place 
where all the Commodities produced in the 
Country are to be fold. The Water of 
this Place is very unwholefome, and caufes 
fwelled hegs in thofc who drink conftantly 
of it, fome of which are above a Yard 
about at the Ancle. But the Dutcb^ to 
prevent this.Difeafe, fend for their Water 
from a diftant Place. The Jews were for- 
inerly very numerous here, but they are 

now much reduced^ however they ftill 
have a Synagc^ue. 

We we^hed Anchor on the 24th of D^- 
cember, and direfted our Courfe througU 
the Laccadi'^alf\sLhds^ and confidering every 
Thing, had a tolerable good Paflage; wefaw 
Cape Ras-Algate, a Promontory of Arabia 
the happy, on January the 14th, when 
it bore from us North North Weft, dif- 
tant eight Leagues. Then we Hood over 
to the Perfian Shore, which we made on 
the 2oth, to^he Eaftwardof Cape Jafguez. 
yft kept running along this Shore from 
Sun- rife till three in the Afternoon, dur-

jng which Time we got round the Cape* 
About four Leagues diftant from hence we 
found the Water to fhoal to four Fathoms^ 
though our Draught takes no notice of it- 
At three the next Morning the plcafant 
Breeze which we had brought along with 
us forfook us, and we were taken a back 
with an cxceffive hard and cold Gale of 
Wind, with thick, hazy Weather, which 
was fucceeded by drizling Rain. This 
rendred our Paflage up the P^tf» Gulph 
both unpleafant and tedious. However 
we made a (hift to work up the Ship to 
Gombroon where we anchored. Here Captt 
Rebinfon meeting with a. good Maricet for 
his Cargo, was under no Neceflity to go 
Dp as far as Bmjheery or Bowcbkr to difpofe 
of it there* < ^ 

Gombroon^ called by the Natives Bonier 
Abaffi^ is a Seaport Towa ftabdmg on a 
Bay about four leagues to the Northward 
of the Eaft End of the lOand of Kjfi>mjh^ 
called falfely in our Maps ^effimo. It is 
like wife three Leagues from the fanwus 
Ifland of Owf/5, where the Portaguife had 
formerly a Settlement. The beft Houfes 
are built with Bricks dried in the Sun, 
made with a Compofition of Clay, Sand, 

chopped 
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chopped Straw and Horfe-dung mixed to- 
gether. They ftand clofc to each other and 
are flat on the Top, and have each a iquare 
Turret which rifes confiderably higher than 
the reft of the Strufturc, having Holes on 
each Side for the free Palfege of the Wind 
and Air. Here thofe that ftay in the Town 
fleep every Night during tht Summer Sea- 
ion. The meaner Sort of People live in 
miferable Huts made with the Boughs of 
Date or Palm-trees and covered with their 
Leaves, 

The Streets are both narrow and fliorr^ 
irith maay Turnings ; and the Houjfes al* 
inoft join together at the Top, and yet 
ibflaetimes when the Weather ii^ hot one 
can hardl]^ paft along them, they are fo 
fultry. The b^ter Sort of People are clad 
ift^ the Perfian Mode^ but thofe who are 
poor can icarce get any Cloths to their 
Backs, and many of them, both Men and 
Women, go quite naked, except a Clout 
to cover what Decency requires them to 
hBe. 

The Ef^Ufi and Dutch have their Fac- 
tories here, which is a great Advantage to 
the Trade of the Place. It is in fuch a 
bad Situation, tliat all Neceflaries are want-

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ing but Mutton and Fifh. However aH 
other Provifions are brought hither in fuf- 
ficient Plenty, and are tolerably cheap : 

Nor have they any Water that is fit to 
drink, but what is brought from aPlace three 
Miles diflant, except in a few Cifterns 
which are dry one halt of the Year. The 
Hills near it are like wife barren, and the 
very Rocks have a faltifli Tafte, infomuch 
that when the Rain falls, which is but fel- 
dom, the Waters which run down the 
Hills in Rivulets, are crufted with a fine 
white Salt on the Sides, but it is bitterifh 
and not fit for ufe. Thofe who can afibrd 
it keep Camels which arc daily employed in 
fetching Water from Ajjeen^ which is fifteen 
Miles ofi^y.and is better than that which 
may be had nearer the Town. 

The Weather is fo hot in June^ July and 
Auguji^ that it renders Gombroon v^rj un- 
healthy, and has fuch an Effeft on the 
Water in the Sea, that it emits an intolera- 
ble Stench, as fome think. But I rather 
imagine it proceeds from the Putrefadion 
of the Shell- fifh which are then thrown on 
Shore in great Quantities. However the 
Air then tarnifhes Gold and Silver as much 
as the Bilge- water of a Ship. In thefe

Months the better fort of People of the 
Town, as well as thofe belonging to the 

Engli/b Fadlpry, retired to AJfeen^ where 
there are Gardens, with Plenty of Seville 
Oranges, and other Fruits, as well as^oots 
and Herbage, But though it is hot in the 
Summer, it is fo cold in the Winter that 
the Europeans ^ are obliged to wear Cloth 
Coats lined with Fun 

The Banyans from India are pretty nume- 
rous here and have fo much Influence over 
the Shamajheen or Governprs, by dint of 
Prefents, that no Cows are allowed to J)e 
publicly killed •, for thefe Animals are had 
in the higheft Veneration all over India. The 
Grapes, Melons and Mangoes which arc 
brought to Gombroon are produced in the 
Vallies beyond a very high Mountain near 
it : The Refledlion of the Sun- beams by 
this Mountain is one reafon of the exceP- 
five Heat in the Summer Months, and the 
Snow with which it is covered from A^- 
vemher till March is the principal Caufe of 
the Change of the Air to the other Extreme. 

Being now, at it were, left to rr yfelf, I 
was to determine in what manner^ and by 
what way it would be beft to purfue my 
Journey jmy Inclination was for Spahawn or 

• B5* " Jfpahdhl 
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Ifpahan^ hecaufe I could then go by the 
Way of Perfepolis^ and as I was provided 
with all things ncceffary, I was dcfirous of 
taking a Draught of the Ruins of a Place 
fo celebrated by ancient Hiftorians \ for I 
could not help thinking there might have 
been many material Alterations lince the 
Timt of Corneous te Brun. Befides, the bet- 
ter to execute my Defign, I had provided 
myfelf with his Defigns, that by compar-

ing them with the Orrginals, I might more 
readily perceive their Excellencies or De- 
feAs. But I foon found it was altogether 
imprafticable, or at leaft exceeding dange* 
rous to travel that Road *» for though Sbaw 
or Sbalf Rook had been feated on the Throne 
for near fifteen Months paft, yet the whole 
Kingdom bad not been reduced to his Obe- 
dience. I was informed he was then at 
Mefcbed near the Cafpian Sea, attempting 
to bring fome potent Tribes in that Neigh- 
bourhood under SubjeAion. Thefe have 
been always trouWefbme l^eighbours to the 
Perfiansj and unwilling to fubmit to their 
Yoke ; for as many of them live in Tents 
like the wandring Arahs^ and have plenty 
of Horfes, they can readily change their 
Habitations upon the Appearance of an 

Enemy, 
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Enemy ^ tbaugh vith reg^ to thofe who 
live ii^ Towns the Cafe is otherwife. 

Bift be this as it wil]^ it is certain, that 
the Sbah was at a great Diflance from the 
Southern Provinces, which rendred travell- 
ing unfafe even in Caravans; for each 
Head of a Town or Village looked upon 
himfelf as. an independent Sovereign, and 
demanded exorbitanjt Duties on all thofe 
who pais through their £)iflri(5ls, and wem 
HaMe to be pl^u^dered for Non*pay^ene/ 
In peaceaiiie Times a fingle Man rm^riii 
have pafl^d fsSt\j from- one Extremity . of 
Perfia to t&e ocher witkenat any Danger, biiti

The 
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The bad Charafter of Nadir Shah is al- 
moft univerfally known, as well as the 
Cruelties which he committed ; and yet 
we muft allow him to be a good Soldier, 
and that he knew how to reward Valour in 
others. He made no Difficulty of fcizing 
the Effefts of his Subjefts, but then he 
would allow that Privilege to no one befides, 
for he was very ready to difcountenance all 
Robberies and Oppreflions in others, and 
would fend an armed Force on the leaft 
Complaint to fupprefs all Diforders of that 
kind ; and his Commands were fo fpeedily 
executed that fometimes the Plunderers 
were taken in the very Fad, and but few 
mtxt able to fecurethemfelves and their 
Booty before they were laid hold of \ and 
then not only the Men were puniflied with 
Death9 but even the Women and Children 
too. This extraordinary Severity ftruck 
fuch a Terror in all inferior Governors and 
Officers, that even in his Time all Perfons 
might travel fafely without any Molefta- 
tion. However his Tyranny grew to fuch a 
Height, diat he threatned to leave but one 
Man in ten alive throughout the Kingdom. 
In ihort his Cruelties became, in procefs 
of Time, fo infiipportable, that the People 

rather 
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rather chofe to run the Hazard of being 
maffacred in Nun^bers than to be cut off by 
Degrees, as they found they muft be if 
they did not ftand in their own Defence. 
He had begun to build Columns of Heads 
at Spabawn^ Shir as and Kerman, and would 
have proceeded to finifti them if whole 
Provinces had not revolted, and in fome 
fort put a flop to his Proceedings by find- 
ing him other Employment. 

Thefe Difturbances continued all the 
remaining Part of his Reign, but did not 
end with it ; for though Jli KouH Khatty 
Nadir Sbab^% Nephew, had caufed him to 
be aflafliiiated, and afterwards feized upon 
the Per/ian Diadem, without Oppofition, 
yet he did not long fit eafy on the Throne, 
He promifed to redrefs, as much as poffible,. 
the Grievances of the People, and com- 
plained of the Cruelties of bis Uncle, who 
had fo deeply ftained his Hands in Blood. 
He aflumed the Name of Adily or the Juft^ 
and inftead of demanding frefh Subfidies 
remitted all the Taxes. But notwithftand- 
ing all his Precautions, a new bloody Scene 
was foon opened^ for Amur AJlan Kbatiy 
the Commander of the Weftern Provinces, 

levolted 5 Ibrahim M^rz^y Aiil Shah's Bro-* 

thcr 
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ther rebelkd againft him, defeated h^ 
Army, put out his Eyes, and deprived him 
of Life. Soon after this Ibrahim procured 
the Affaffination of Amur Afian Khan^ but 
without that Succefs he expeded from it 5 
for there being no Army in the Eaftcm 
Part of the Empire the Inhabitants fet up 
young Shahrokb for King at Mefched^ who 
was Grandfon of Nadir Shah. Sbabrpkb 

» 

Shah being gone to quell a Rebellion of the 
Afgahns of Candahar on the Eaftern Fron- 
teer, they fet up Sulmanj the Uncle of Shai^ 
T^ebmas^ who was facrificed at the Returr^ 
of the Shah. However this laft was after* 
wards obliged to yield to Shah Daud or 
Doub^ of whofe Family I have no Informa- 
tion. Some of thefe laft tranfaftions hap- 
pened while I was in Perjia. 

It is eafy to conceive what dreadful CcMi- 
fufion reigned throughout the whole Ku^* 
dom during thefe Changes and Revoludonfi^ 
and therefore it would be deemed down* 
right Madoeis to have attended to travel 
through the Country ^ this Time. I there* 
fore judged it nK>re fafe to alter my intend* 
ed Rout^ and go up to Bi^ah^ called m 
the Maps Bajora and Bafra. For this Pur- 
pofe I took a Pallag? la a largi^ ArakVtf^ 
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iel, called a TrMkey^ but in this I w^ 
guilty of an Error, for I ought to have 
gone in a fmall Packet-boat, which left 
Gomhroon on the 12th of February^ and then 
I fbould have reached Buffer ah a Month 
fooner than I did, and at a proper Time to 
have gone in a ^eckna to Bagdad j but this 
Miftakc was in forac mea&re owing to the 
^raiikef% not failing as ibon as promifed. 

I left Gombroon on March the i2tb, and 
went on board the abovementioned Trank^^ 
called the SallemetUe^ that is, the good 
Voyage, where two Armenians^ a Jew, the 
Captain of the Veffel and myfelf, made one 
Mcfs. We paffed between the Ifland of 
Ki/hmijh and the main Land through a good 
Channel, where there are regular Sound- 
ings and a Tide, and where failing is very 
fafe wirfi the Affiftance of a good Pilot. 
This makes me wonder why our Shipi 
bound from Gombroon up the Gulph choofe 
rather to pafs on the Outfide of Kifmijhy 
than to go this Way, for if they are taken 
With a North-weft Wind they muft either 
return or be drove back 5 whereas by go* 
ing through this Channel they would be 
flieltred from it till they reached Baffidore^ 

which wc did on the third Day; Here the 
t - Wind 
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Wind chopping about to the North- well 
we did not get clear till the nth. 1 
eroding over to Congo we knocked off ou 
Rudder^ and were in fome Danger o 
foundring. From hence we kept within 
the Iflands, having both Land and Sea 
Winds and reached Congune on the 2 2d. 
Our Veffel belonging to this Place, our 
Hackadee ftayed here a few Days, for which 
JR^eafpn, having Leifure, one of the Arme^ 
nians was defirous of vifiting the hot 
Springs of Verdejion^ and follicited me to 
bear him company, to which I confented. 
We were allowed Soldiers by the Sheik, 
who, with fome of our own Lafcars Scr- 
vants, (ffc. made up a Cavalcade of fifty 
Perfons, all mounted on Afles. 1 muft 
own I went with fome ReluAance, bec^ule 
I loft the Opportunity of a fair Wind to 
carry us round Cape Verdijion. 

Thefe Springs are fituated among the 
moft horrible Mountains and hideous Pre- 
cipices that I ever beheld, and, which feem- 
ed to me to have received their Shape from 
an Earthquake in former Times. I was 
defirous of tracing the Stream as far as I 
could, and for that Purpofe climbed up 
many ftcep Rocks where the Torrent di- 
vides, 
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vidcs, and falls down in many Cafcades ; 
but at length finding the Danger greater 
than I expefted, I was obliged to give over 
my Search and return back. I was fome- 
times forced to creep on all fours under 
large Pieces of broken Mountains with no 
fmall Difficulty. However by what I could 
judge the Source of this Stream might be 
five or fix hundred Fe^ high. Thus hav- 
ing (atisfied our Curiofity as far as we were 
able, we returned back to Congune. ^ This 
is a Village feated to the Eaflward of Cape 
Verdiften about four Leagues : It is inhabit* 
ed hj Ardbs^ as moft ot the Villages arc 
along this Part of the Per/tan Coaft. It 
Was governed by a Sheik who feemed to be; 
a good fort of a I>Ian, and treated us very 
politely : It appeared to have no Share in 
the common Calamities of die Country ; for 
the Ground about it, though very flony, 
was every where fown with Wheat while 
theiiiofl fertile Soil in other Places lay 
barren and uncultivated. Here is likewife 
Plenty of Sheep. Congune ftands on the 
South Side of a large River, and has a 
tolerable Trade, for moft of the Pearl which 
is fifhed up at Bar em on X^Mi Arabian Side 
is brought hither to be fold, and there are 
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likewife many fine Horfes exported froii 
hence to be carried xo India. You maj 
anchor here at what Depth you pleale, anc 
it is four Fathoms about a Quarter of s 
Mile diftant from the Shore. 

On the 28th we weighed Anchor at Vno 
in the Afternoon, and got under fail, but 
at Midnight, as we were going round Cape 
Verdiftm^ we met with an^ exceflive hard 
Squall of Wind from the North-weft, which 
i^Iiged us to try under our bear Poles. As 
we were in aVeflfel without a Deck,and whofc 
Planks were only fattened or fewed together 
wth Strings, I thought myfelf to be in more 
Danger than ever I was fnice I ufed fbi^ 
Sea. However (he behaved exceeding well 
and rofe to the Sea like an empcy Barrel^ 
never fliif^ing the leaft Spray of Sea^water^ 
though fhe wat deeply loaded. This was 
owing to her not being top heavy with 
Mails and Yards as ours are and which 
cannot be ftruck upon Occafion, But of 
this I (hall take farther Notice in another 
Place. 

Towards Morning the Wind coming 

about tx) the Eaftward, but not continuing; 

we thought it moft prudent to run back 

again for Shelter as &r as liaka Cdtmll, a 

I . Place 
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Place between Cape VerJiftcn and Congune ; 
where finding the Wind likely to continue 
we returned to Congune ; and the 4th of 
April we got under fail again, but the Wind 
ftill blowing down the GuJph we caft An- 
chor at Naka Cdmdll^ where we flayed till the 
1 2th, having been detained feventeen Days 
in all. The fame Day came abreaft off 

Bu/heer or Bowcbear^ and the next Day we 
anchored at the Ifland Carrack to take in 
Water. We weighed from thence the fame 
Night, but could not reach the Mouth of 
the River Euphrates before the 18 th. We 
faw low Land, about Eleven before Noon* 
but our iVi2ob^^ was puzzled to find out the 
right Channel^ but at laft,, by good Luck, 
we hit upcn it % it is cdled Barren 
'} l^re it wiU not b^ inaproper to qbferv^ 
tWt the Water. of all the Rivers I bad' en* 
^tered hitherto where the Tide ebbs and flows 
was brackifli for a great Way up ; though 
here we found the contrary, for we had not 
got above half a Mile before the Water 
w^ quite changed from fait to f refh, and was 
as fweet and foft as a^ I had ever tailed in 
my Life. Each Side of this River is ib 
thick planted with Datertfees> that it has 

the Appearance of a Canal cut through a 

pleafant 
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plcafant Garden, infomuch that It yield 
exquifite Delight to thofe who fail along it 
It being, in my Opinion^ the fineft JRive 
in the World. 

On the 20th oi April I landed at Bujferab^ 
and was informed that there was a Caravan 
ready to fet out in fifteen or twenty Days, 
ivhich I was advifed by every one to wait 
for, but in this they were deceived, and 
confequently I was fb too ; however this 
was not all my Greivance, for I had other 
Reafons which made me repent oF waiting 
for it, which will be taken Notice of here- 
after. Here I was obliged to abide fifty 
three Days, in which I had a fufficient Op- 
portunity to make feme Remarks upon 
the Place, if there had been any things worth 
Obfervation ; for though this Ci^ is large 
ft has the meanfeft Afpeft arid is the wbrft 
built of any I ever faw : The Houfes zth 
generally two Stories high, flat on the iTop^ 

and conftrufted with Bricks burnt in the 
Sun, but in fuch a clumfy manner that the 
Governor's own Houfe was no better than 
a Dog-hole. There is not the leaft Ap- 
pearance of Architefture in any Part of the 
Town except in the Mofques, and they lean 
in fuch a manner, that they feem reaidy to 

tumble 
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tumble down. The Circumference is very 
large, which is in fome meafure owing to the 
great Number of Date-trees planted within 
the Walls ; fbme think there are enough 
to fupply all the Inhabitants with Dates, 
which are their principal Food. It was 
built by the Arabians^ who ftill make up 
the Bu\k of the Inhabitants, and therefore 
it is no Wonder they fhould make fuch - 
Provifions for them/eJves. 

It is feated between the River Euphrates 
and the Defert, which laft is ciofe to the 
Walls ; for you are no Iboner out of the 
Gate on the Weft Side but you are in the 
Defert. Authors have faid, that there is 
a Canal cut out of the Euphrates which runs 
up as far as Boffhra^ which is a Miftake, for 
the Eaft End of that City is feated on the 
Side of that River, and on which the Cuf- 
tom Houfe alfo ftands : There is indeed a 
Canal from the Euphrates which runs from 
one End of the City to the other and di- 
vides it into two Parts, between which 
there is a Communication by Brieves of 
Boats. The Ramparts are bad and greatly 
out of repair, and when I went round it, as 
far as I could, wluch was about half Way, 
in Company with Mr, JPomfrct^ I covinted 

ninty- 
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ninety-nine Battions or round Tower 
Mr. Pomfret was the Gentleman I lived wi 
all the Time I was there, from whom 
received great Civilities as well as fro. 
Mynheer Krupbaufen. 

This City is fubjeft to the TCurks and ur 
dcr the Government of a Ba(haw and 
Mufoleem ; though the firft who is a Tur 
in the Principal. The Garifon confifts o 
about three thoufand Janizaries ; befidei 
which there are five Gallies' under a diflindi 
Bafhaw, who is not fubordinate to him 
of the City ; thefe Gallies are defigned to 
keep the adjacent Countries in awe. The 
Baftiaw of the City has often afted in a 
very arbitrary manner, and by his Exadi- 
ons has bttn the Occafion of Mutinies and 
Bloodfhed, for the Arabs who are the na- 
tural Inhabitants will not bear to be rigoun- 
oufly dealt with, for they are a People who 
are very bold, cunning and revengeful ; 

there are many Jews here who live by 
Brokerage and exchanging of Money, but 
they are kept very ipoor for political Rea- 
fons. There are a few Chriftians of the 
Greek Church who have' no Prieft of their 
cwn^, for which Reafon the ofBciatjng 
Cler^naea arc . Romak Aliffionarics \ but 
i. thefe 
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thefe on Account of the Rigour of a« 
^urkijh Government, are able to mak? 
but few Profclj^tes. Nor have the Car- 
melite Friars in Perfia been more fuc- 
cefsful in their Miffion, for during Na^ 
dir Shawns Time, many of them were 
perfecuted, and even obliged . to turw 
Hahomedam. In 1691 this City was de*^ 
:- populated by a Plague, of which 80000 
of the Inhabitants died^ and the reft ran 
away. It was' afterwards repeopled by 
the wild Arabs ^ who were about twelve 
Months afterwards brought under Sub* 
jedlion by the2*«rJb, who are Mafters of 
the Town to this very Day. But tho 
Trade is not now fo confiderable as when 
' the Perfians had it, becauie the 3«rfo are 
very infolent to foreign Merdiants. 
^ r (hall now lay down fome neceflary 
Rules and DireAions for thofe who intend 
to tra veJ for England by the' Way of Buf* 
firab or BaJJhra and 4l^o ; and one of 
the firft Things to be confidcrisd, is the 
pelay we may polfibly mcet-with in takf 
ing this Rout \ for, w.hen any Perfoa 
has Bufinefe to tranfaft which requires his 
Attendance, at a papmular Time, here 

the Diffcrtnce of three or four Month* 

may 
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may prave a coniii^ci'^ble 
whik thofe who travel with other Viei 
aad are not afraid of Expence$, wiJI 
but little aflFe4^d bytt. The <5ovcrnmc 
in Perfia^ as has been obferved, is ib ve 
tmfettled, that thare is no pafliBg nc 
tbrougb that Country without the utmc 
Danger, and die "turk^ Baftiaws are \ 
often changed, and are of fueh diffcrei; 
Di^pofitiwis, that there is no knowin, 
what is to be^3|p€^ted from diem till yoi 
come upcm tfce Spoc Hence the De 
m'aiids upon the Merchants are arWtrary 
andmaayTEbnes uncertwn, there bcir^ 
•fen no othcrJRufe for thefe ThiJigs but 
riie Will and^Pleafure of the Qovemors of 
ptrtictilar-Piaees,f for thUReafon Cara- 
vans, .which -were -ready to f€t<HJt, have 
been itttrded fbr a cenficierable Time ; 
befidea^he Sheiks of 4:heDefert fometimcs 
require .exorbiiant Duties, which oblige 
tfiewi to deviate from the common Tracks 
whencq they «e longer on their Jour- 
«cys, and meet \wth.greaterDiffiGutties 

therein. 
There are^fawaraUy twoCaravans which 

travel from BufferdbAoJkppo^mtoi^Vi^

1 5th of June : This is under a greater Ne^ 
ceflity of keeping to their Time than others, 
on Account of the great Demand for Ca- 
mels in the Ottoman Empire; thefe are 
bred in the Dcfert, and they generally fell 
three or four Thoufand of them tvtrj Year, 
and make their Returns in ready Money.* 
One Reafon of going fo early is with aDe- 
iign of coming back with the Merchants 
Caravan, if they cannot make one of theii' 
own. The other Caravan confifting chiefly 
of Merchants, the Time of their fetting out 
depends principally on the Arrival of the 
Ships from Indta^ particularly of thofe from 
Bengal ;/or the Goods which thefe bring are 
principally purchafed at Buffer ab^ and are 
partly fent up the River to Bagdad^ and 
partly carried over the great Dcfert to 
jHeppo. The Bafhaw always endeavours to 
prevail on the Merchants to take the for- 
mer Road, becaufe there is another Duty 
to be paid at Bagdad^ for be is always very 
defirous of fleecing them. However when 
they come to an Agreement, with the Ba- 
Iha^, they choofe to go by the Way of the 
great Desfert, the Carriage .being cheaper, : 
and the Impo^ions on thciRoSd kfs. The 

Ships generally arrive from India abbut the 

C B^in- 
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Beginning of June^ and when there i 
Impediment, the Caravan ufualljr lets 
m the middle of Jtify\ but this ma; 
either fooncr or later, according to 
Time of the Arrival of the Ships. 

Befides thefc there are four Cara\ 
vhich travel to Bagdad^ which have no 
mediate Dependance on the Shipping, 
caufe they confift chiefly of Merchi 
belonging to Bagdad and Perfia ; i 
therefore if a Gentleman fo orders his j 
fairs that the Ship he is on board of arri 
at Gombroon die latter End of January^ 
at Baucbcer the nnddle of FArumry^ he \< 
probably find a Trankey at either of th 
Places ready to depart for Bt^erab^ and m 
have a Paflagc on cafy Terms ; and if 
conforms a little to the Cuftoms of t 
Country, as he ought in Prudence to d 
he will meet with great Civility ; howev 
lie muft take ewe to carry his own Prov 
fi<»is along with him, for he will me 
with nothing but Sheep and Fowls in h 
PaiCi^, and thefe he may have at evei 
Place he calls at. But as thefe People ai 
not over cleanly, be may chance to ma 
with fome Bofom Friends, or rather un 
nunnerly Backbiters, which fliifting ooc 

a Day will fcarce free him from.

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He miy chance (bmetitnes to meet with 
no Pafiage under a MtHith or fix Weeks^ 
and then be may hire a fmall Trankey to 
him&If for fix Tomans or there abouts, and 
this he may be always iiire of having at 
Kifhmjh. The Conveniences in one of 
thefe are but fmalU and his principal Care 
muft be to (heltcr himfelf from the Incle- 
mencies of the Weather which at that 
SeaToa of the Year will be dcceffive coW 5 
but dien ke will have a quicker Paf)agei 
perhaps in fifteeaDays } whereas if he days 
till the middle ci March waiting for a large 
Trankey, he will find the North- Welters 
Uow fo ftrong, that perhaps he ^)\\ not 
get up in forty Days Time \ and I defire 
this may be the more particularly takeni 
Notice of becaufe I fell into the fame Error 
myfclf, which occafioned me to arrive fo 
late at Bt^erab ; whereas had I gpne in the 
ltttle„fioat which fet out fooner, I might 
have been there tte latter End of February ^ 
and might have had a Paflage to Bagdad 
almoft every Week by fomc Convenience 
or other, whcrfe, if you meet with no Op J 
portunity of travelling over the little Ht^ 
ierty you may be Certain of a Pafiage to 
Afyfiffid I and had it been my good Fortune

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to have taken this Method I ihould 
been at Aleppo as foon as I got to BuJ) 
. But as it was, I was obliged to wait fo: 
Defert Caravan, becaufe the Stream ol 
River runsfo ftrong at that Seafon of 
Year, that I ihouid have been forty Da; 
going up it to Bagdad^ and after that I fh< 
have been fifteen or twenty Days in travel 
to Aleppo. However this Road is the 
when you get to Bujftrab in Time ; 
from Bagdad you may proceed to Aleppi 
Horfeback, before the Weather begins t< 
inrimoderately hot. But if you take your I 
fage from Bengal in the freight Ship, you ^ 
not arrive at Bujfsrab before the latter En 
May'^ or not fo foon, and then it will be 1: 
to join the Merchant's Caravan, though 
Time of their fitting out is very uncerta 
However, upon weighing the Whole, a 
confidering the Uncertanty of the Departi 
of the Caravans, it will be beft, if an Opp 
tunity offers, to proceed to Bagdad^ for y 
may get from Bujferah to Imareck or Hella 
twenty Days by going up the Euphrates^ a 
then you may travel by L^nd on Horfeba 
to Bagdad which is feated on the Tigris, 

The Charges of this Journey are likewi 
another Thing which ought to be confide

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ed 5 for thofe of eafy Fortunes may not 
trouble their Heads about the Largenefs 
of their Expences, while others" may be for 
living in as frugal a manner as poffible ; 
and yet all the Money in the World will 
not free him from the Inconveniencies and 
Fatigues which neceffarily attend fuch a 
Jgurney. It may coft a Gentleman who 
Ipends his Money freely 1500 or 2000 
Rupees ; for I believe Mynheer C^;//^, who 
was in our Caravan expended a great deal 
more, for his Carriage alone amounted to 
jooo. But my own Charges were as 
Follow,

Xo my Servant who attended me

without reckoning any Thing for Liquoi 
which were fupplied ^rMiis by Meffieu 
Pomfret and Kniphaufen ; the former lei 
me likewife a travelling Kitchen and 
Tepit, which were particular Favours. 

Some are very defirous of taking a Hori 
over the Defert, which cannot be had a 
Bujfer^b under 500 Rupees^ and the Carriag

of his Water and Provifiom will ceil 
100 more. If the Horfe gets fafe to 
Jkppo^ which is a great Queftion, he will 
not firll it for above 300 Rupees, fo that 
the certain Charge will be 200. Befides, 
there is no r^ng a Horfe after nine in the 
Morning on account of the Hcat^ there- 
fore, upon the whole, 1 think it a needkfs 
Expence; and as for my own Parr, I 
Always walked tiiJ that Time. The Car- 
riage of erery fix Dozen Bottles of Liquor 
will coft 25 or 30 Dcrflars. 

A Tent wiU be abfohtfcly neceffivy, for 
fometimes the CaniTan will encamp in the 
IXert for two or three Days together. 
With r^^fd to Provifions, there is no 
carrying <tf* potted Meat, for the Sun will 
fpoil It the &rft Day,nor yet Butter. But you 
may proTidc yourfelf with Ghee^ or boiied 
Butter, Cheefe, thirty or forty Tongues 
weH cured, and a little Salt, and with thele 
you may make a delicious RepalL Onions 
ihould be never foigot, becaufe you will meet 
with Hares almoft every Day, and thcfe 
are all the frelh Meat you muft expeft. 
Your Cups and Plates muft be of Copper 
tinned unlefs you will go to the Expencc of 
Sil«rj but CiwtfWare will be very im- 

C 4. piopo^ 
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proper for this Journey. Thofe who cc 
from Bengal may make ufe of their Rat 
Hampers for Provifions, which they n 
lock up, and their Wine muft be put 
Chefts which will hold about three Do? 
each, one of which is to be hung on ea 
Side of a Camel. The Skins for Wai 
muft be bought at Bujferah^ which will 
jjeft done by yourfelf, for there is no truj 
i\\q,x.\it Arabs. Let them always be kej 
full of Water till you fet out, and fn 
quently change it, bywhi^ch Means the 
will hold the bettei:, and become fweet an 
clean. You cannot be too careful in thi 
Relpeft, for Water is principally to b 
mindcdi You fliould likewife have a Ket 
tie which will hold about five Gallons, witf 
a Cock about an Inch from the Bottom \ 
for the Water in the Defert is fo muddy, 
that there is no Way to make it fine, but 
by filling the Kettle with Water over Night, 
and drawing it off into your Matarras in the 
Morning ; unlels you can think of a bet- 
ter Contrivance. And to fay the Truth, 
you would not make ufe of this Water at 
all, if extreme Thirft did not oblige you. 

A Perfon who wants to travel as cheap 
as poffible, may make fbift with two Ca- 

mels 
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mels well enough, which arc thirty Piafters 
each, which will reduce the firft Article in 
the former Account from 1 146 to 284 Ma- 
moodies, excepting four Dollars for two 
Saddles, and two Skins for Water. Be- 
fides half the Provifions are full enough for 
a Man and his Servant : In this Cafe I fup- 
pofe him to ride on the Camel and not in 
Cajavas, which I would do myfelf if I was 
to perform the fame Journey over agafn ; 
for there is no more Inconveniency in the 
Motion of the Animal, than there is in 
the Cajavas, as I have found upon Trial ; 
the only Difference is being a little covered 
from the Heat : However the Heat of the 
Sun is not the moft incommodious Circum- 
ilance you will meet with on the Road, but . 
that of the North- weft Wind; for this. 
Wows direftly in^ your Face, and is as vio- 
lent as if it came from a Glafs Furnace, and 
penetrates into your very Lungs. This may 
be probably owing to its pafling over fuchi 
a vaft Trait of barrenXand heated by the.. 
Sun- beams. The Arabs turn a Part of; 
their Turbant before their Mouth and* 
Noftrils, by which they find a fmall Alle-- 
viation. It likewife greatly alFeds the Eyesr ' 
which perhaps might be remedied by gre^^» 

. C 5 Glafs 
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Glafe worn like Spe6kacles and tied behiiKf 

the Head to keep them faft. 

It is not worth while to carry a great 
Quantity of Liquor, for the Bottles will 
be apt to break, and the Utenfils may be 
reduced to a finall Tea- kettle, two Kettles^ 
which will equally ferve for boUing and 
frying, three Copper Plates and two 
Sneakers of the fame. By thus retrench- 
ing your Expences you may pais over the 
Defert for two Hundred Rupees, and if 
you ai&ciate with a Merchant, for one 
Hundred. For he perhaps will find you 
with Provifions all the Way for thirty 
PiafterS) and probably in a l^ter manner 
than you can do for yourfelf ;^ but youc 
muft never forget Tea and CoEBse, and the 
Equipage belonging thereto. 

I now proceed to my Journal of mf 
Journey over the Defert which begins on 
June the 12th, the Day when the Caravani 
began its March from Laffar to Cbuhdar : 
as for myown Part I fet out early in the 
Morning for ZebaVy a Village about three 
Hours Ricte from Buffirab^ having fent all 
my Things thither f efterday, and wa$< 
^ced to take up my Lodging in a mean 
>ditty Houfct, where I waited tluee Days..

Jime the 15th we fer out at half an* 
Hour paft Eleven for CbubdoTy the Place 
where the Gamvan was to rendezrour. 
W« had fcarce adranccd half a MHe hi thr 
Road before my Cajayas broke down v 
howcrer they wereibon fet to rights again,, 
and' we overtook the Cararan about Four,, 
having bad a ^ice of a ilroi^ North* weft 
Wind, which was cxceffivc hot by blow- 
ing over the tkinUng Sands of the barrfn) 
Defcrt. It bad a. bad Effect upon my £yes,< 
for it made t^m fo fore I could hardly 
fee, though I had covered them with Muf- 
lin by way of Preventien- Here V mer 
with Mynheer Ca$Ua^ bis Clerk,, ami Pa- 
dre ProJ^. At this Place there is Water^ 
and d% Ruins o£foor fmall Forts,, but i»^ 
Inhabitants. Here I would have the Re%--, 
dbr take Notice once for all^ tliat f iiite&d 
CO diftingui^ tfce Day$ Od: wirich we pt^ 
eeeded on our Journey from tbefe in whid^ 
we were encani|>ed^. and to k^ down dze* 
Number of tlw foriaeii at the End of. each) 
Day's March^ tliat the Diftance {mm Buf- 
fifa «^ JH^ig^ m«f- m9» vnJSiff appear^ 
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Thus on this Day we arc about half a I>^ 
Journey from Buffer ah. 

June the i6th, at half an Hour paft 
in the Morning the Caravan began to mo 
and we were foon joined by the Mufti, ^ 
was travelling to Bagdad. I judge I 
whole Number of our Camels to be abc 
two Thoufand, and I was told there wc 
three Hundred Mufqueteers, but I do n 
believe there were above half fo man 
About Noon my Cajava broke again an 
I fell through the Bottom of it under tli 
Camel's Belly. In the Evening a gres 
many empty Camels joined us from variou 
Parts of the Defert. At our firft fettinf 
out the Soil was gravelly and fandy ; bui 
for the greateft Part of the next Day it was 
chiefly Gravel, with Brufh-wood growing 
thereon. We encamped at Sunfet, Days 
0§e and a half. 

5^»^ the 1 8 th, we fct forward again, at 
S«nrife, having bent our Courfe Yeftcrday 
add to Day nearly towards the fetting Sun, 
and (huck out of the ufual Track more 
into the Defert. The Country was nearly 
upon a Level and the Soil gravelly with 
Plenty of ^Shrubs and a great Number of 
Hares. At four in the Afternoon the De- 
fert

fcrt aflumcd a new Face, for we found our- 
fclves in loofe Sand with Shrubs, and one 
of our People killed a Land Tortoife. 
My Cajava breaking down again, I rode 
on the Back of a Camel the whole After- 
noon. We encamped in a loofe fandy Soil : 
about Eight in the Evening. "Days, two 
and a half. 

June the rpth, we got under march at 
Four in the Morning, continuing our 
Coqrfe towards the fame Quarter j but at 
Eight we came into an uneven Country 
being nothing but Hills and Dales, which 
we firft perceived by going down Hill. 
Here the Sand being loofe it lay in Heaps 
juft as it had been driven by the Wind. 
Howewr there was here and there fome 
large Bu(hes, but no Hare-holes that we 
could perceive. . At Noon we encamped 
near a Tribe of -^r^^j who had there pitched 
their Tents, which are their conftant Ha- 
bitation ; and thefe they remove from Place 
to Place according to their Convenicncy. 
Here we had \Kater for our Camels, they 
having been without, in Eighty Miles Jour- 
ney. The Name of this Place is Khunigha^ 
at which we bought Shcop at three Piafters 
each. Days three frmiButkHh.

June the 21ft, we ftill continued ztKbn^ 
i^abj becaufe the Sheik who was our Ca- 
ravan Balhi wanted Money on Pretence of 
defraying the Expence of the Caravan, af- 
firming bis Soldiers would go no farther 
without being paid : Though it had beea 
cuftomary to ilay till the End of the Jour- 
ney, and then make every one contribute 
by a proportionable Aflefiment, to which 
thofe who were merely Paifimgers paid bur 
little for themfelves and Neceflaries% But 
our Sheik, who now ihewed bimfelf to be 
a very dUhooeft Scoundrel, inftead of pro* 
leffing the Caravans, as his Office (hould 
have oblig^ him to, iittempted to plunder 
it, elpedaliy us who were Strangers and 
ibme .few Merchants, whom he defigned 
iiould pay the whole Demand. For this. 
Ptarpofi he made me a Vifit and told me, 
he waattd to bwrow of the Fnncbman and 
ne an hundred Fondiklees, which is about 
fifty Poooda^ promifii^ to give ua an Ac- 
coont of das Money whea he came ta 
^kfptL^ 1 wn unwilling ta comply 
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this exorbitant Rcqueft^ though I knew" 
fome of the Merchants had fubmitted to 
pay what he had allotted for their Share. 
I told him we were no Merchants, nor had 
brought any Money to lend, but were will- 
ing to pay our Proportion, if he would tax 
the whole Caravan to raifc the Money 
which he wanted, and which ought to be 
in Proportion to the Number of Camels 
belonging to each Perfon in it. This An- 
fwer was very far from fati$fying the Shcik> 
for I was made to underftand before he left 
us, that if we did not advance the Sum 
which he demanded he would leave the 
FrenchmflH and myfelf in the Defert. This . 
Threat of his, I muft confefs, ftartled me 
a little, and made me reSedt, that he had 
the Law in his own Hands, and that it' 
would be beft to make the Matter up as 
well as I could. With this Intent I defired 
the Frenchman to lend me fifty Fundicklees 
out of the fixty which he was poffefled erf, 
for I had* only fifteen Doll^ of my own,' 
hoping we might have got off for one half J 
But the above Sum being Monfieur's All, : 
he declared he would ftand it oiit and nbt 
lend the. Sheik a finglc FundickJee on his. 
own Account^ but that he.wouhf truft me. 
" * ^ with 
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with the whole to do what I pleafed with; 
provided he run no Rifle himfelf. 

Upon this I accepted of the fifty Fun- 
dicklees, and put them into the Hands of 
a Merchant as fo much lent to the Sheik, 
to fupply his prefent Exigency, expefting 
to have it returned when we came to 
Aleppo i and at the fame time ufed all the 
Arguments I could to excufe the French- 
man from paying any thing. But this Pro- 
pofition the Skeik would by no means com- 
ply with I for though he himfelf did not 
uhderftahd what the Frenchman and I talked 
about, he could perceive by our Gefture 
that the Frenchman was more unwilling to 
advance any Money than I. Befides as we 
were obliged to talk Portugueses that we 
might underftand each other, my ^rab 
Servant, who was prefent, betrayed our 
Converfation. to the Sheik, and inftead of 
being a true Interpreter, I have reafon to 
believe, made fome Additions of his own* 
This put the Sheik into fuch a Paffion, that 
he ordered my Comrade to be laid hold of, 
which they did, and ftamped him under 
Foot, not forgetting to ply him with Blows, 
to force him to a Compliance. At length 
upon my Affurance that he had no more 
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than ten Fundicklees remaining, the 
contented to take them, provided I 
give them a Note for the other fort 
he would accept of no Security fro 
Frmcbman ; to which Monfieur thou| 
to agree, finding it in vaiii to ilan< 
any longer, as there is no rtfifting fu] 
Force. 

I was greatly at a Lofs how to ncc 
this proceeding of the Sheik to bis 
Pretence of his wanting Moaey to paj 
Sokliers^ or for any other OcoiGon he 
might have; aad more efpecially as 
promiied to itturn the Money ztAh 
However this Affair was ckaied i^ w 
) afterwards deoiafided the Return of 
Note; he altered his Tone, and ftron 
affirmed that it was a Prefent to hhn 
his Care of the Convoy. 

Moft of the Caravan, and even (bme 
^ Arabs themfelves, looked upon this 
an Extortion never praftifcd before ; ai 
all that he could allege by way of Excu 
was, that Mynheer Canta had made hit 
a Prefent of One Hundred and Fife 
Fundicklecs at firft fetttng our, which in 
deed was true enough, but then our Cafei 
were quite different, for be had a coflfidcf" 

able 
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«Ue Sum of Money to be taken care of, 

whereas we had nothing tnit our Cloaths 

and ProviiionSy as Paflengers only, as in 

Reality we were nothing clk^ for we had 

no Merchandife nor any other thing, whidi 

could be a fufficient Foundation for his 

cxtraotdinary Demand. I had» it is true^ 

a Bill of Exchange for two Thoufand Pia- 

flersy but this did not come under his Cog* 

tiisance, whatever it intght have done if I 

had carried the Money with me in Speck. 

But this was a Diftinftion that he had not 

konefty enough to make, and it was fuf* 

SxMXA for Urn that we were Franks, who 

are generally looked upon in this Part of 

the World to be as rich as Princes* The 

beft Terms I coiM perfwade him to n»ke^ 

was an Offer of a Receipt that I had itedy 

made him a PieTent of the Money and Note 

in queftioa, with a Promife to make no 

ftrther Demaad during the remaining Part 

of this Journey. It was in vain to attempt 

at prefent to procure any farther Redrcfs, 

and therefore we were forced to be content 

till our Arrival at AUfpo. 

In the Evening <»)e of his People came 

in a very abn^t manner, to demand two 

Fuadidces for having had io much Trouble 

^ with 
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with the Frenchman. And here I can 
help obferving that the Arab to whom 
paid Two Hundred and Seventy -five I 
fters for feven Camels, feemed to have -1 
a principal Hand in the Oppreffion we 1 
been under, for he was one of the SheJ 
Council during the whole Time of the I 
bate, and made no fcruple of facrifici 
thole who had paid him fo handfomely 1 
his Camels, with an Intention, as I (uppo 
of efcaping foot- free himfelf. Therefc 
let thole who (hall pafs this Way b<ereaft 
put no Truftin dny^aby efpecially thofe < 
theDdert, for there is not one of them h\ 
is VilFain enough to cut your Throat for te 
Piafters, if he had a fair Opportunity ; an 
therefore the utmoft Care and Caution i 
neceffary when ever there is Occafion t 
tranfaft any thing with them, or when yo 
in any fenfe come under their Power. 

June the 2 2d, we began our March a 
half an Hour after Sunrife, and abou 
Eight we left the loofe fandy Soil behin< 
us, and were got among fome low Hills 
we now found a Change of the Soil ever 
Hour, for it was fometimes gravelly, fome 
times ftony, and frequently a firm Sane 
with Bufhes. At Nine we croffed a Place 

whicl: 
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■which" reftmbkd the Bed of a River which 
had been dried up, and at two in the Af- 
ternoon we arrived at Ghurare^ which is an 
old ruined Foft, w here there is pretty good 
Water. Here we met. with Seid Talluh with 
the Merchants Caravan who had pitched 
their Tents at this Place, and we did the 
fame clofe by them. . rhree Bays Journey 
and a half from Bufferah. 

June the a^d, we proceeded on our Jour- 
ney at Sunrife, as did alfo Seid fallub*s 
Caravan. The Soil was gravelly at our 
firft fetting out, after which we came to a 
Hpath, and then to ftony Land. At Nine 
we arrived at Wells of very bad Water, 
and fo bitcer that our Camels would hardly 
drink of \t. Then we continued our 
Courfe over a thick Heath, and afterwards 
we had very barren, ftony Land for tbe 
reft of the Day,, till the time of our En- 
campmcnt, which was half an Hour before 
Sunfet in a, Spot full of Shrubs. Four Days 
Journty and a M/frmB^Serah. 

June the 24tb, we begao to rawe before" 
Sunrife, j^nd Qur Road, for . tte grcateft 
Par^ lay thi-ov^h fuch Jlony Ground,- that 
the Ca;nelg could, hardly find prt)per pjaccs 
wbprc to iet their Feet. AtEightwe paft 



over 
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over a Piece of Ground ail bcftrewiKl \i 
Flint-ftones. This Day the People beloi 
ifig CO the Caravan kilkd a great Num 
of Hares ; and we came to % Place wh 
we found Water and filled our Skins, I 
did not ftop to let our Camels drink. Af 
this we entered a Heath, the Soil of whi 
was damp, and the^e wefe feveral Sp< 
both Yefterday and to Day which feemed 
have been flooded ; whence I conclude tt: 
in the Winter Seaibn it muft be fb mar/] 
and full of Water, that there is no pafHi 
this Way. At Five in the Afternoon ^ 
came to a Place called Ghudary^ where v 
met with Wells about fix Fett deep, tl 
Water of which was juft fweet enough t 
drefs our Viftuals. What Connedio 
there may be between thefe Wells and th 
marfhy Places abovementipned is hand t< 
fay ', but probably they both were fupplie< 
with Water from the ikmc Caufe« Five day 
Journey and a batf from Buflerah. 

June the 26di, the Caravan proceeded 
on the Journey at Sunrife, through marlh; 
Ground full of Shrubs, and alfterwards 
over ftony JLand* At length we arrived ae 
a kind of a Heath overfpread with wild 
Thyme : but , all the reft of the Thy our 
2 > Road 
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Road lay through a barren grav^cUy Soil, 
where there was i'carce a Shrub to be feen, 
unlefs in fome few Places now and then. 
At Suniet we encamped on a barren Spot. 
5wr Days J$uimef and a half from Buflerah. 

June the 26th, we began to inarch at 
Sunrife throu^ a Country which was 
moftly barren, and at Nine we came to a 
little Hill covered with red Stones \ after- 
wards the Land was gravelly and full of 
AoneSy and the WXh -in fome Places were 
yery fteep. At half an Hour paft Four in the 
Afbmoon, we encamped at a Place called 
AlathU^ and encamped near the Wells, 
clofc to which were five Trees, which in 
the Defert is a very extraordinary Sight ; 
for thdfe are the firft we have met with 
hitherto. Sevm Days Journey and a half 
from Buflferah. 

June the 27th. In the preceding Night 
wc were alarnied with the Noife of Thieves 
who had robbed the Mufti, and carried off 
all his Bagga^. This, as appeared after- 
wards, was contrived by the Order of our 
Caravan Ba(hi. This perhaps had been 
done brfiore at KJbuMigba, if be had thought 
the place had been as convenient for the 
Undertaking, Howeirer he was now de-« 

termined 
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termined the Mufti fhould not elcape ; 

free notwithftanding his facred Cara 

which (hould have been had in fome V 

ration at leaft by one of the fame Relig 

But Men fo. wickedly inclined as I 

Arabs ^ whole Godlinefs is Gain, will 

at nothing to enrich themfelves. \^ 

the Mufti was about to take another R< 

the Sheik gave him to underftand, tha 

expefted fome Prefent for his Care and 

ligence, which the former perhaps thou 

be did not deferve, or was unwilling 

comply with. 

The Road to Bagdad lies through Me^ 

Ali'i and the Sheik pretends, there \ 

greater Danger between the Place wh 

we were encamped and this laft Town, i 

therefore advifed him to take a Guard 

of his Soldiers, for whom he expected 

be well paid., However the Mufti v 

unwilling to fwaliow the Bait, and tc 

him he was determined to run the Rii 

The Sheik finding that the Mufti i% 

through his thin Pretences, made ufc 

this Stratagem to bring him to bis ov 

Terms, whether the Mufti . thought hin 

felf really robbed in good earncft or othe 

wife, is very hard to fay •, for Part, foir 

fa 
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Xay half of his Goods, and accordingly had 
the Remainder returned, and Soldiers 
allowed him for a Convoy. 

This Affair taking up fbme Time, we 
could not proceed on our Journey till 
half an Hour after Six.^ Our Road fbmc- 
times ky over ftony Ground, fometitnes in 
fandy Soil, but chiefly among Hills, fome 
of which we^-e as white as Chalk. How- 
ever in the Valieys there were fome large 
Bulhes. We encamped at One in the Af- 
ternoon, at a Place called Hufnie^ near a 
Pool of Rain Water, which was fweet but 
muddy. Here wc waited for the Return 
of the Soldiers. . Eighi Days Journey frmn 
Buflerah. 

June the 28th, we proceeded on oar 

Journey at half an Hour before Sunrife, in 

a Country which was barren and ftony, and 

where fcarce a Shrub was to be feen. The 

'Road was very uneven, for we were coia- 

llantly afcending and defcending. In the 

Vallies there were a few green Btilhes. At 

*Nine we came to a Place covered with 

Stones of the Colour of Pitch, at the fame 

time that a lit-tle Hill clofe by was of the 

'Colour of Chalk. From thence we pafled 

* • O through- 
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through a gravelly Plain, where we met 
with Shrubs ; and at Five in the After- 
noon, we afcendcd and dcfcended two very 
rugged Places, which were very difficult 
for loaded Camels to pafs along. We were 
foon after alarmed with a fmall Party of 
Arabs which put us upon our Guard. I 
believe there was not above twenty, though 
the Fears of the Caravan had magnified 
them greatly. We encamped before Sun- 
fet in a Place furrounded with little Hills- 
JV/»^ Days Journey from Bufferah. 

June the 29th^ we began to move a little 
before Sunrife^ and in the firfl Part of the 
Day we travelled through a Country full 
of Gravel, and Stones like Shingles ; then 
ftony, and laft of all fandy. However the 
Country in general was not fo barren as 
that we pafled over for three Days laft paft, 
there being Plenty of Shrubs fome of which 
were very green. We encamped at two 
in the Afternoon, three Miles Ihort of a 
ruined Fort called Akayathar^ near a ftand- 
ing Pool of Water, which was fo muddy, 
it was not fit to drink ; for which rea- 
fon three Wells were dug pretty near it; 
wherein they met with Water which was 
very good. If this Method was put in 

Praftice 
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1?ra£kice oftener, efpecially where tlit Situa* 
tion ot the Ground gave fdme Hopes of 
Succefs, I am perfuaded the Scarcity of 
Water {o much complained of would be 
greatly leflcned ; and perhaps in the mod 
improbable Places it would not be wanting 
if they were to dig deep enough. But it 
is no Wonder that there are no Perfons 
have public Spirit enough for thefe Per- 
formances^ fince they have no other 
Care but to ferve themfelves, without en- 
deavouring to render travelling over the 
Defert more commodious to others. Here 
we remained encamped in Expedlatron of 
Merchants from Mejhed Alt. Nine Days 
Journey and a half from Buflerah. 

June the 30th, we continued encamped 
in the fame Place and for the fame Reafon. 
. July the f ft, the Caravan began their 
March before Sunrife, bending their Courfe 
djrediy into the Defert, over a fandy Soil 
with Shrubs in abundance. After we had 
trav^Jtd. five Miles we pitched our Tents^ 

.ourG^rftvan Baflii. havhig received Ad- 
vice th^t the ioaded Camels from Mejhed 
Ali were fct^aut ore their Journey. Abot:t 

^ JFiye in, the Afternoon about an hundred of 
them arcived. -• 
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July the 2d, we began to iet for^^^ 
half an Hour before Sunrife, at firft throL 
a fandy Soil, and afterwards over grave 
and ftony Land. At Nine we pafled I 
tween a riill and a Chain of Mills ; ai 
near Eleven we arrived at a Place whic 
had a very fingular Afpeft, it confiding t 
nothing but fandy Hillocks, over whic 
the travelling was very bad. At One h 
the Afternoon we entred into a very fpungy 
Plain, full of Shrubs, which we continued 
paffingover till about Five ; at which Time 
wc encamped at Rufelain^ near a Pool 
overun with Reeds. In the Night the A- 
r^i* of whom I had my Camels, loft five of 
thefe Animals. Ten Days Journey and a half 
from Bufferah. 

July the 3d, the Caravan was in Motion 
before Sunrife, and for the grcateft Part of 
the Morning we paffed over Hills and 
Vales, but in the Afternoon through a 
champion Country, the Soil of which was 
a firm and hard Grave! with Shrubs. At 
half an Hour before Sunfet we encamped 
near a fmall Mud- Redoubt called ^hmiU 
laid to be built by the TWrij, but now 
, abandoned. At this Place there is a Spring, 
the Water of which runs into a Pool, full 

of 
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cff Reeds, and is very bad •, clofe by it there 
are two or three Acres of Ground which 
appeared to have been lately tilled •, for the 
Stubble, perhaps of Wheat, was ftill remain- 
ing, and was (till to be leen on tht Ground, 
I went to view the Redoubt, and found it 
confifted only of two Parapets. Days Jour- 
ney from Bufferah, ten and a half. 

July the 4th, we proceeded on our Jour- 
ney at Sunrifr, through a Country which 
bad much the fame Appearance as Yefler- 
day, generally gravelly, but in fome Place* 
ftony with Afcents and Defcents. We en- 
camped at fix in the Afternoon, and fent 
Meflengers to Cubejfa to le^n News of the 
Bagdad Caravan, and to know whether it 
was re^dy to fet out or not. In the mean 
time Water was fetched from a Place about 
two Miles diftant. twelve Days Journey 
and a half from Buflerah. 

July the 5th, we began to march at half 

an Hour before Sunrife, in a Soil for the 

moft part gravelly,^ and in Ibme Places 

ftony, leaving Cubejfa to the Right, or Eaft- 

ward four Miles. We afterward came to 

rough ftony Ground bad for travellings 

*and encamped about Eleven in a Valley 

furrounded with rifing Ground. Here we 

D 2 found 
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found fomc Springs, but the Water ] 
an intolerable ftrong Smell. At the B 
torn of the Valley there was Grafs wh 
had aot loft its Verdure, which the Cam 
loon made an End of. Cubejfa is a fir 

Tawn or Village feated m the Defert to t 
Weft of the Euphrates^ and four Days Joi 
ney from Bagdad : It is inhabited by j^n 
and is under the Dominion of the Turks i 
viewed it with my Glafs, and perceived 
was furrounded with Date-Trees : It lies 
the direft Road from Bagdad to Altpp(h a 
here we waited again for the Bagdad C^rav^ 
Part of it being arrived at Cubejfa^ and t 
reft not far offl Thirteen Days Jourt 
from Buflerah. 

Here our Sheik had the Modefty to mal 
another Demand of Money, though 
Kbunighah he had promifed to be contei 
with what he had already got, and afk ft 
no more. I had brought a Seaman froi 
Bujferahy and had entertained him as m 
Servant, letting him ride in the other Q 
Java to balance my Weight, otherwife 
muft have put in a. Bag of Rice to anfwe 
the fame Purpofe.. This Man the Sheil 
had dignified with the Title of Merchant 
but I defired" him to look at the Seaman' 

Habit 
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Habit, and then judge of his Station. I 
likewife informed him that his BuGnefs was 
onJy to fcrve me as Cook, and that as it 
was not cuftomary for Servants to pay any 
thing for their Paflage in the Caravans, if 
he perfifted in his Demand, I would fend 
him to Cubejfaj and procure him a Place ia 
the Bagdad Caravan. His Demand indeed- 
was no more than ten Fundickkes \ but I 
told him he might as weJi fkin a Flint, or 
extrad Oil out of a Stone, as to extort 
Money from one that had it not. How- 
ever after fome Debate he was contented to 
lay he fo^'gave him. 

Jufy jtlie 6th, we continued at the fame 
Place ttill waiting for the Bagdad Caravan. 
This Day one of the Sheik's Soldiers came 
to afk me for Money, telling me MynheeF 
Canta had given them fome ^ but I refcK- 
lutely refufcxi to comply with their Requeft 
being determined to go to Cubeffa rather 
than to fubmit to any more of their Ex- 
tortiorts. This made thcnv quiet for the* 
Prefent. I was afterwards informed that 
Mynheer Canta had given them ten Fun^ 
dicklees. At about Eight this Morning 
Part of the Bagdad Caravan arrived, the: 
rcfl being on the Road. 

D 4. 2^-^ 
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July the 7th, we remained ft ill encamp*- 
cd,-and at half an Hour paft Five in the 
Afrernoon, the Remainder of the Bagdad 
Caravan arrived, being in all about twa 
Hundred Camels with fifty Soldiers, This 
Recruit made our Caravan very ftrongy 
and perhaps the ftrongeft which has gone 
this Road a confiderable Time. It confifted 
now of about five Hundred Camels, four 
Hundred of which were loaded, and the 
reft were defigncd for Sale. The Mea 

were about ten or eleven Hundired. 
' July the 8th, we began our March a little 
before Sunrife, and the Road was at firft 
rocky, then ftony and afterwards gravelly, 
till about Nine, when we entered into a 
Plain furrounded with Hills, which was 
full of Shrubs and wild Thyme. Our Way 
out of it lay up an Afcent which was 
fearce pafiable, for being rocky it was very 
difficult of Accefs ^ after which we got inta 
a gravelly Plain. About Nine we paffed by 
a ruined Building of unhewn Stone ; fome 
of the Caravan told me it was formerly built 
by a Sheik with a Defign to extort Cuftoms 
of all the Merchants who pafled that way. 
It is called Hujur Tabufha. From hence 

the 
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the Soil was- variable, fometimes a targe 
Grave], and at other tin^s a firm Sand. 
We pitched our Tents about an Hour be- 
fore Sunfer. Fourteen Days Journey from 
Buflerah. 

July the 9th,, we purfuerf our Journey 
about half an Hour before Sunrife, and 
travelled the whole Day through a level 
Country, with not fa much as a Hill, and 
the Soil was firm Sand andGraveh At 
Ten we pafled by an old ruined Building, 
there being nothing left but a Door. Sooa 
a^ter an Oftrich croflcd our Caravan^^ run- 
ning Southward ; fome of our Men purfued 
her, but (he was too nimble for them- 
However we afterwards killed an AntiJope. 
We pitched our Tents an Hour before Sua- 
fet. Fifteen Days Journey from Buflerah. 
J July the 10th,. we were in motion, by 
Two in the Morning, our Camels living 
been two Days without Water, and fiaving. 
ipet with little to eat. Our Road ail the 
Way was ftony and rocky, amo»g Hillsi 
or rather Mountains v we pafled through 
Defiles where only two could go abreafl*^ 
The Soil in fome Places was^good red and 
yellow Oker. About Nine in the Morning. 
we were got through the very worft og 

' D 5 tliemij 
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them ; when we perceived a Wall vnth an 
inched Door, which feemed to be but lately 
built \ near this Place there was good Wa- 
ter,, where the Bagdad Caravan let their 
Camels drinks but we proceeded about aMile 
farther to other Wells,^ where we encamped 
about Ten in the Mornings The Soldiers 
renewed their Demand for Money, but with 
the fame Succefs as before^ Fifteen Days 
yourney from Buflerah. 

July the nth, we continued ftilL in our 
Camp. 

July the 12th, wc proceeded on oup 
Journey an Hour before Sunrife, and oup 
Road for the firft two Hours lay over a 
ftony Hill,, after which we entered into a 
champain Country with Gravel and Shrubs., 
this lafted tiH Two in the Afternoon, when 
we entred a flat Valley which abounded with. 
Shnab&OTd Patches of higfr Grafs; this con- 
tinued till we encamped which was about 
Five in the Afternoon, with a Defign ta 
fct the Camels feed. Ikiys Journey from 
Buffcrah ftxt$en and a half. 

July the ijth,^ we began our March about 
Three in the Morning, and foon perceived 
the Valky to enlarge into a Plain^ which 
was the moft fertile of any Part of the Dc- 

fcrt 
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ftrt we had yet paflcd through^ and is ter- 
minated by two Chains of Hills ; and here 
it will not be improper to obferve, that fihcc 
we pafled the Hills mentioned on the Tenths 
we found the Climate greatly aJtered for 
the better,. Being much more miM and to- 
lerable, and confequcRtly the Shrubs were- 
not fo much fcorched as before •, befidesi 
the Ground was frequently covered with a 
particular kind of foft Grafs. Ar the End 
of this- Plain we arrived at Wdls of good* 
Water, which were very deep^. and walled 
round the Infide of the Borders with Scone, 
We encamped a little before Nine in tb^- 
Morning where we continued Ae remain- 
ing Part o( the Day; 

July the 14th, our Caravaa^war in mcf* 
tion a little before Sunrile,, and we travelled' 
the greateft Part of this Day among Hilis^ 
iind Valleys witha gravelly Soil j-and yet we- 
feund lels Inconveniency here than in th© 
Southern Part of the Deferr,. for in many 
Places the Earth was covered with ai 
thin Coat of Grafs^ and the Hills there^ 
abounded witk ShxulDs,. which. I never faw 
before. 

In our Journey Thad frequently feeaaiii 
Animal I could- not. telLwhat to make. of,.. 

buiu 
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but this Day one happened to be killed,, 
which enables me to give you a Defcriptioa 
of it, which I the rather choofe to do, be- 
caufe it feenos particular to this Part of the 
World, The Head, Body, Fur and Co- 
lour are exactly like a Hare, and the Tail 
is long and taper like that of a Rat^ only 
it is bufhy at the End» and is carried ere£t 
when this Creature is in motion ; the Shape 
anvl Pofition of the Tail made me fufpeft it 
to be at firil a kind o£ Squirrel^ till I had a. 
aearer View of the whole Proportion \, for 
then I perceived that the hind Legs were 
five times as long as the fore ones : This 
occafions it to jump when purfued in a very 
furprifing manner ; the Size is much the 

fame as that of a Rat ; there arc a great 
Number of them in the Defert. We en- 
camped at Five in the Afternoon on a little 
Spot of Ground. V^ys Journey from Bjufle- 
tah eighteen. 

July the i5tk, we let out about Three ia 
the Morning,, and for two Hours we con- 
tinued afcending and defcending over ftony 
Eminences, which, at length were enlarged 
ihco Hills ; but a little after Sunrife we ar- 
rived at a fmall Plain where we found Wells, 
but not enough to water all our Camels, and 

there- 
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tltctefore tKc much greater Part wcat for- 
ward ;. for thofe that ftopped were only 
feme few of the Bagdad Caravan. Twa 
Hours after we had pafled thefe Wells we 
entered' into a fpacious Phatij and after 
that we arrived at Hills \ thea we travelled 
over Hills and Plains alternately the reft 
of the Day : The Soil was fometimes ftony^ 
but chiefly Gravel and firm Sand with 
Shrubs. We pitched our Tents three 
Quarters of an Hoijr before SunlcL Nind' 
teen Bays Journey from. Buflerah. 

Juhf the 1 6th, we proceeded on our Jour- 
ney an Hour before Sunrife, but the Bag^ 
dad Caravan was in motion much fooner 
at firft we pafled over a barren gravelly ' 
Plain, at the End of which was another 
almoft furrounded with Chains of Hills,, 
which was fertile in Shrubs, and had at the 
End Wells of Water, which we were 
deprived of by the Bagdad Caravan, which, 
had riien early for that Purpofe. We pro- 
ceeded over Hills which brought us to ano- 
ther Plain fertile in Shrubs, and encamped 
at Sunfet in a low Valley. ^wenSy Days 
Journey from BuflTerah.. 

July the i7th^ we began our March an 
Hour before Sunrifb, and continued afcend- 
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ing and' defccnding for three Hours toge* 
ther, and then pafled over Hills which led 
us to another Plain as fmooth as a Bowling- 
green, but barren; at the End of this we 
pafled over rifihg Gfound, from whence we 
had a View of T^ayha^ and encamped clofe-* 
By it at Four in the Afternoon ; here is a 
Pool of Water thick fet with Reeds, and' 
Tavernier mentions a Spring which runs- 
into this Pool, but I did not fee any there 
was, whatever might be at the Bottom., 
Our Camels had' been now fouf Days with* 
out Water which made forne of them lie 
down frequently with their Burdens. D^yt 
Journey from Buflerah twentyt one. 

July the 1 8th, we continued at Tayba to- 
give the Camels Reft. Captain Robert^^ in. 
a Letter of his, fays he faw well wrought 
Capitals of the Corinthian Order,, without 
naming the Place 5 which made me imagine 
he had. meant Palmyra ;, hut my Arab Ser- 
vant, who travelled with him,, aflured me- 
that he came the fame Track with him over 
the Defert, that; be vifited this Place,, and 
took a Drawing of fome Parts of it with. 
2k Pencil : Add to this that Palmyra lies^ 
fixty Miles Sauth-weft.of this Place. ; 

*Iayhij 
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Tayia is a walled Town, feated on a 
rifing Ground, and makes a tolerable Ap- 
pearance when you come within a proper 
Diftance. The jE;!?^/}!^ Merchants, who were 
here in j6gi,'oblCTved the Profpeft was 
helped by a well built Steeple, to which the 
Mahometans had joined a Mofch, fuppofed 
to be the Remains of a Cbriftiau Churchy, 
becaufe it was built with more Art andi 
Beauty than is generally to be met with in. 
Turkfjb Fabricks. The People that inha- 
bited this Town leemed to be more civilifed 
and of better Fafhioh than they had hither- 
to met with m the Defert ^ but it is nov?- 
delblate, and the Houfes in Ruins ; the^ 
Gateway is arched and very ftrong witb, 
Marks of its having been cannonaded ; juft 
at,theEatranGe there is an Infcription oa. 
a Wall, the Charadkers of which I did not 
underftand,. though they might probably 
be Rulmyrene^ for Dr. Bernard affirms he- 
met with ibme of that kind when he 
vifited this place. The mofl: remarkable 
Building which I faw was a fquare Tower^ 
which, doubtlefs, was the Steeple above- 
mentioned V it is built of hewn Stone, and 
is pretty entire,. only the upper Partis out of 
Repair j there arc one hundred and fifty- 
• a ' . five 
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five Steps on the Infide to go up to the 
Top of it, and adjoining thereto are 
the Ruins of a Chapel, but the Parts which, 
are left are not fufficient to give a juft Idea 
of its Dimenfions, or Architedure v how- 
ever there is a Part of a Room yet {landing 
whofe Dimeniions may be about as large 
as a Bedchamber^ and in it are two Corin- 
ihian Capitals,, one of which is very badly- 
wrought i but the other fcems to be pretty 
well executed, and may probably giye rife 
Xfi the Encomiums, of Captain Roberts. I 
Ihould have been very particular in meafur- 
ing all its Members, if the Sheik, wha 
now pretended to have a great Regard for 
me had not fent to acquaint me, I was in 
danger from fome concealed Arabs. How- 
ever I obferved that the Triglyphs,, which 
bend backwards m our* modern Capitals,, 
and ftand upright,, lay flat in this, and 
leaned on one Side. The Stone or Ala- 
bafter of which it was made fcemed to be 
a very fine Sort v but the other, and three or 
four Shafts or Columns, were only of Free- 
ftonci there were two Shafts of Pillars fixed 
in the Wall which had^ the Appearance of 
Marble,, about four Feet long, and eleven 
Inches in Diameter, but they wete without? 

Bales 
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Bafes and Capitals, over thefe there was an 
Arcb turned with the fame fort of Bricks, 
of which the reft of the Building is con* 
ftrufted. 

Two Miles to the Wcftward of Tayb^ 
there are high Hills on which &2Lnds a 
Building refembling a Chapel, and nearer 
tile Town is a noble Quarry of white tranf- 
parent Alabafter, of which the Capital 
afoovementioned was moft probaUy made. 
This Place and the adjacent Country gave 
me more Pleafure than any thir^ I had met 
with (ince I left Buffer ah. 

We were alarmed Yefterday with ^X)ut 
fifteen who rode towards us on full Gallop^ 
our PeopJe went out to mctt them with 
their Mufquets, which prevented their do* 
ing any more harm than carrying of a 
ftraggling Camd. But at Midnight we had 
another Alarm, which put us into greater 
Fright, occafioned by the Arrival of the 
Bagdad Caravan, which we had left at the 
watering Place, and which we at firft ap- 
prehended to be an Enemy. From hence- 
we difpatchcd an Arab to the Bafhaw of 
Aleppo to acquaint him with the near ap^ 

proach of our Caravan. 

July^ 
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7«/y the 19th, we proceeded on our Jour- 
ney juft at Sunrife, and paffed betweeiv 
^/xyba and the Hills, and then entred inio^ 
a gravelly Plain. At Nine we came among 
other Hills, where the Soil is as yellow as- 
Oker. After this we advanced into a Plain 
furrounded with Hills, and marched 
through an Opening at the farther End^ 
which led- into another Plain where we en- 
camped at Five in the Afternoon. Jyttjit 
yiwrnftfy /row Buflerah twenty two. 

July the 20th, this Day we were in mo- 
tion half an Hour before Sunrife, and at 
.firft^ we pafled through a barren Plain to 
the Weftward of which is a Hill, where 
there is a white Houfe or Fort ; at the 
End of the Plain the Country is uneven but 
not Hilly, and fo continued till Three in 
the Afternoon, and then we entred another 
Plain abounding with Shrubs. We en- 
camped a little before Sunfet. Days Jour^ 
neyfrofh Ruflerah twenty three. 

June the 2 1 ft, we began our March at 
half an Hour before Sunrife, and pafled 
over a rifing Ground till Nine, very full of 
Holes. The Soil was chiefly hardened 
Sand, which continued till we approached 
certain Hills, which lay to the Left. At 

Noon 
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Noon we pafied by them, and came into a 
fandy Plain covered with Salt, which was 
about five Miies in Breadths Soon after 
we left it we got to the Back of the Hills,, 
where we encamped at Four in the After- 
noon. This Place is called Hi^la where we 
met with a ftan<fing Pool of Water ; and 
about two Miles to the NcMth-wcft of it 
there is a Village called Juhone : Here the 
Caravan is always obliged to flop and wait 
for the Bafhaw's Orders, which now is fiib- 
je£t to his fde Direftion, who appraits a 
Place at which they are to fend^rvous, to^ 
whick the' Shabander and his Ptople vA^ 
yance firft, and when all are ready diejr 
proceed on their Joumey. Days yotirmff 
firom BufTerah Paoenty three and a Quarter. 

July the !22d, this Day the ^41^ who was 
fent from ^ayha returned back ; as alfo a 
Party <rf Horfe to condud lis to the Place* 
of rendezvous. We were in motion at Ele- 
ven before Noon i and at firft marched 
over a gravelly Soil, with a Chain of Hills 
on one Side, and the Salt-plain on the 
other. Then we came foon after to Fieids^ 
fertile in Clover, and then to others quite 
green. We pafled by two Villages, the 

firft of which was dcfertcd but the 

otbex: 
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other was inhabited, and all the Houfcs 
had Domes in the Falhion of Bee- hires* 
Then we proceeded to the Place of rendez.- 
vous, where we found about twenty Cuf- 
tom-houfe Officers in their Tents, near a 
Spring and a Streann of Water, We en- 
camped about Three in the Afternoon i. 
I>ajs Journey in all from Bufferah twenty four ^ 
We are now about twelve Miles fronn 

Aleppo, 
On the 23d oSjune^ the Officers made a 

ftrifter Enquiry into the Commodities be- 
longing to the Caravan, and were very 
ftrift in fearching after Pearls, which pay - 
a double Duty when concealed. One of the 
Caravan, an Armenian^ whom I took to^ 
be a Servant wanted to have kept his Money 
private, but was detefted, andr was found 
to have 200,^000 Rupees, which amounts 
to about 25,000 Pounds of our Money, for 
which they demanded double Duty. This Day 
Arthur Pollard^ Efq^ our Conful at Aleppo* 
having had Notice of my coming, fent me 
a Letter by a Priefk, which contained a very 
kiad Invitation to his Houfe ; whereupon 
I took Horfe and rode to Aleppo. The 
loaded Camels followed next Day, and went 
¥(ith their Cargoes, to, the Cuftom-houfe.

General Ke MARKS onthePajfage 
over the Defert. 

I HAVE been the more particular in 
making my Obfervations on ihe Nature 
of the SoW as we pafled ^^ong^ becaufe this 
Defert has generally been reprefented as a 
level fandy Plain -, whereas in Reality the 
greateft Part is a hard fandy Gravel like 
fome of our Heaths in England -, in fomc 
Places it is full of large loofe S^onts^ and 
in others foil of {mdW Hills which are 
more barren than the Valleys or Plains, 
for thefe are generally full of Shrubs^ and 
the lower the Situation the more green they 
are ; however thefe are but h^ in compa- 
rifon of the reft, for the grcateft Part are 
dry and parched by the. Heat of the , Sya, 
infomuch that they wiU t^ke ^irp as reacttfy 
as Shavings > and yet thefe ^tre ali the 
Food the Canute ha<ve tb lite uJ)oh. All 
the Hills between fiuff^abMA "Tofba fdem 

€0 be little clfelni^Stimes. . 
V , There 
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There is no Want of Water, as is com- 
monly fuppofed when you travel the com- 
mon Track, but then it is generally bad, 
and therefore it is the Quality but not the 
<^antity that is moft to be complained of; 
even the very bed is foon rendred unfit for 
prefent drinking; for when you come to a 
Pool, every one is for taking care of his 
own Camels, and therefore as many of 
thefc plunge in at time, that the Water 
foon becomes muddy and unfit for ufe 5 
however Neceffity has no Law, for I have 
been forced to take up with it,, and have 
Jrank it as thick as Turh do their. Coffee, 
who, it is well known, always (hake the 
Pot before they pour it out ; infomuch that 
\ am not certain whether or no \ have 
not fwaliowed my Peck of Dirt, which, ac- 
cording to the Proverb, every one is obliged 
to eat before he dies. However I guarded 
againft this as well as I could by ftraining 
it through Muflin thrice doubkd, which I 

tat over the Mouth of niy Matarra* Thofe 
ools or Ponds which were furrounded with 
plenty of Reeds wei'e gerteratllyljettcfr thto 
:the Wells •, for the Water of tW>fe W ftop- 
ifld at .on June the 23d was as gtden as 
Grafs \ that of J^mdaiy jfkt^ tk^'r%4thi ^m^ 
c:.;r very 
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very bad, and both were exceeding bitter ; 
that of the Wells at Alathla had a very of- 
fenfive SmelJ, and yet we were obliged to 
drink it, but that ofThamalj which we ar- 
rived at July the 3d, was niqch more abo- 
minable. When we waited for the Bagdad 
Caravan, on July the 5th, the Water was fo 
infufferable that Mynheer Canta gave twenty 
five Piafters to a Man to fetch him two 
Skins of Water from tht River Euphrates. 
However it is obferveable that this became 
fweet in twenty four Hours Time by its 
Agitation in the Skins on the Back of the 
Camels •, but this was but a fmall Compen- 
fation for pur having been forced to drink 
k for three Dajjs before. The Water of 
the Pools was generally very good but 
muddy. For farther Particulars you may 
confult the Journal. 

The greateft Diftance Ijetween the water- 
ing Places was two Days and a Half, and 
happened at die firft fetting out, that is 
between Chubdar and Khuntgha •, our Camels, 
indeed, when we came to T(vyba had been 
four Days without Water vbut then wepailed 
by fome twice during that Time, where we 
filled our Skins for ourfelveSj though we 

did not Itop to let the Gatde drink. I hate 

before 
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before obferved, that it is owing to the La- 
zinefs of the Arabs that Water is not to be 
had more frequently, for there is little room 
to doubt, that whei-e the Shrubs werfe green^ 
this neceffary Fluid may be found, efpe- 
cially fince where they are already dug the 
5oil is much lefs promifing. It is well 
known that thofe >^ho dig deep enough to 
Stratum of Clay will feldom lofe their La- 
bour, as appears from the Wells we met 
with on July the 13th. The many Frag- 
ments of Ropes on the ftone Edges, and 
other Signs demonftrate that thefe had been 
long made ufe of; and it is plain their being 
funk in that Place was owing to great Ne- 
ceflity for there did not feem to be much 
Probability of finding Water in that Place, 
becaufe the Soil round about them was 
dry J whence I conclude that there can be 
no want of it in the Plains and Valleys 
throughout the Defert, if the Arabs would 
be at the Pains of opening the Ground to a 
proper Depth. 

But though the Water is fo bad, the Am, 

except ia the rainy Seafon, is always pure 

and ferene,infomuch that there is no manner 

of Danger in flcepii^g on the Ground \ for 

. there is 1^0 Dew in the Nig)>t» Uioqgh the 

Weather

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Weather is exceffive hot in the Day. Thofe 
of the Caravan who expofed themfclves to 
the op^ Air, almoft naked, a^ is the Cuf- 
torn in this Part of iht World, never caught 
the leafl: Cold, or were attacked with the 
leaft Diforder, which is a plain Vrooioi its 
being wholefome, and if they happened to 
wake, had the Pleafure of beholding a fe- 
pene Sky and brilHant Stars with6ut the* kaft 

Scintillation. If there had been any Dew 
in the Night, I muft have known it by my 
Fuzee,. which always lay by me on the 
Ground, and continued as bright aiever 
without 4ny Appeabiiice of Ruft, which it 
could ' not have done • had there been any 
mo\& 'Vapours feflen upon it. 

The Animals in this Defert are but 
few; however we met with Hares frequently 
that ran crofs the Caravlan. Thefe the 
Arabi endeavpured to knroqk down with the 
Blu«%eons they' idrove the Camels ^ith, 
and fometimes they would kill twenty or 
thirty in a Day. Thefe burrow in Holes 
like a Rabbet;. ; which .Holes were as ^ ^ 
ineroiii 4AI xksktt: the Difect .as Tthofe of a 
yi^sd^fCkXxs Bifiglaiid ;. to day lihfe Truth, \ 
could inot help fufpedting that *here t^ere 
other Animals ' concerned .in making thefc 

E fub- 
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fubterranean Habitations) th^^ugh I had 
not the good Luck to fee them. Befides 
thefc I faw but one Antilopcj and the Crea- 
ture defcribed on June the 1 4th, We ititt 
with Lizards of various kinds^ and fofne 
few Snakes or Serpents, which feemed to be. 
a Sort of a Viper. There was no want of 
Infeds fuch as Beetles, Looifts, iSc. and 
whoi we drew nearytfi^^, the Scorpions 
were of a mofiftN)us Size. The Birds are 
very few, for we faw none but Oftriches, 
Partridges and Eagles, of which laft we 
killed two or three. 

The Caravans whkh cro& thefe Defett 
are of two fcuts, the Car^vtm ef Hgbt G»^ 
niils^ and the Merchants Caravan, 6f l>oth 
which I Ihall give a Defcriptim. Tfat Erft 
is chiefly made up of young Camels which 
are fent to the Sheik of Lafftf^ x>r J&fa^ a 
Town in Arabia^ who is a potent Princfc^ 
and appoints One of his Depebdants to b^ 
the Caravan Bafhi : This Man has the Di» 
reftion of the whole Cit-avan, and all wiio 
join it muft fubiiiit to lakm. He has a 
Guard for its Defence, which coi^lls of 
about 150 Men, mounted on Dromedaries, 
which is a lighter and fwifter fort of a Cz* 
mel} but not a diftindfc Species, as feme have 

imagined. 
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imagined. When the dme of the Departure 
of the Ounelsfent from Z.1;^ is known, the 
.reft belof^iog to other Tribes who have an]f 
for Sale are ready to join them^ mfomudi 
that in the firft five or fix Days from tfadr 
firft fetijng out they double or tnpk theif 
Number, as they pais along ; befides when 
there are any Merchants who want to go 
to Buffer ab J and cannot make up a Cara- 
van of tfaemfelves, they make ule of diis 
Opportunity and join the Caravan of Ca- 
mels, which fometimes proves very advao- 
t^eoQS \ becat^ at this Time the Carriage 
is Biudi 'Cheaper. However the jkah^ be- 
ing of the &me Country, or at kaft of the 
&me Originaiy are generally much better 
treated on that Account^ and travel much 
chef^)et than Greeks^ ArwKmans^ EMrapeans^ 
or even Turks themfelves. When there is 
any confidetable Number of Merchants they 
generally pay the whole Eiqxnce of the 
Omvoy, though the Sheik ihould demand 
iK> more tbm what is cuftomary to pay. 
Whereas, in the M^t:h»its Caravan they 
agcee before- hand to pay only£> much tor 
^loaded Came). This wiU, m ibmcMea- 
fints, exphnn the Behavioor of our Sheik 
^ >X2w9^^f "^"h^ diere fook Money from 

E 2 the 
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the Merchants as well as from us^ He 
pretended to borrow Moneys for which he 
■gave his Note, to pay all back again that 
Ihould bfe more than they had agreed to 
pay. But as we had made no Contraft 
becaufe we had no Merchandife, and con- 
fequtntly had no Occafion to make^ny, he 
h^d no Pretence to require any from us, 
which put him upon the Expedient of bor- 
rowing, or tz^tx extorting what he pleafed 
under that Pretence* Among other Arti- 
fices^ he told us, jie had paid feveral Sums 
pf Money to . the Sheiks erf" the Defcrt far 
-letting the Caravan pafs/ But we knew 
this to be a Falfity, for there were no fuch 
Perfons fccn throughout the Journey. But 
icnou^ on:this.Sybjed:. 
/ The Bulk of the Caravan is made up of 
Arabs of . the Defert, who are an ignorant, 
/brutifti, low*lived:Set of People; which is 
no Wonder, confidering their Manner pf 
Life, and the Meannefs of their Education, 
in a Place where tHey can hive li^ttle or^rfo 
• Knowledge of the reft of the Wbrld. They 
have no Acquaintance with Politenefe , or 
focial Virtue, and eonfequently :b'ave little 
Regard for the Diftiadions .among Man- 
kiftd,; or the Diflfercnce wliich «k due from 

^ • Inferiors 
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Inferiors to their Superiors. There is Very 
little Difference either in Drei's or Beha- 
viour between the Joweft Camel-driver and 
the Sheik himfeJf, Add to this, that they 
being bred in a hardy manner themielves, 
-and always expofed to the Inclemency of 
the Weather, they are apt to imagine that 
othefs, though brought up never fo deli- 
.catly, are able to endure all the Inconve- 
niences which they are c^pofcd to as wtii 
as themfclves, nor will they lerye you onc^ 
Jot the more or better for paying them well 
for what they do. When I was at Bufirab 
1 gajve niy Caftiel-man fix Dollars for fix 
Skins of Water,^ and for a Camel extraof - 
dinary to carry it, that I might always be 
well provided with that necefl^ary Article, 
and yet when I canoe on the Defert I was 
obliged to drink out of the fanae Skins with 
their own Servants, and could not have an 
Advantage which I promifed myfelf, be- 
caufe I had paid for it, and therefore had a 
Right to it. The only way for, thofe who 
travel this Way will be to purctiafe Skins 
of their own, and then they can have no 
Pretence of depriving you of your Pro- 
perty. . 

E J ^ hen 
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When you are upon the Road the Cara- 

van-Baflii makes a Signal in the Morning 

to load, the Camels, and then every one 

goes to work with all poflible Speed. How^ 

ever this Bufinefs belongs to the Camd- 

men and their Afiiftants \ fo that you your- 

fclf have not the leaft Trouble about it. 

When the Balhi judges every one to be 

ready, he gives the Signal for marching, 

and then two Men, who are hired for that 

Purpofe, ^vance half a Mile a bead, ami 

the reft follow in the lame Track* The 

Soldiers, unleis there is any inunedi^c 

Danger, keep about the middle with a fmall 

Flag ; but if there is any Alarms' they divi^ 

themfelves, Part on one Side and Part on the 

€)ther. When the Caravan comes near a 

Hill, or any fufpicious Place, they fend owt 

Scouts to reconnoitre the Road, and fee 

whether any Men lie in Ambuflu When 

there are any People appear in Sight, Part 

place themfelves between them and the 

Caravan^ and halt till the reft come up. 

Then all the Camel-men light their Matches, 
and drive up all the Straglers into a Body ; 

thefe make up the chief Strength of the 
Caravan, for not only they, but their Ser- 
vants are obliged to be as vigilant as pof- 

fiblc^ 
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fibk, becawfe if the Enemy fliould get the 
better, they would fuffer as much as the 
Merchants. Thefe Robbers always appear 
on Horfeback^ and though their Numbers 
ftould be no more than thirty they will be 
able to do a great deal of Mifchief to fucb 
a Caravan as ours, and carry oflf a great 
Booty ; for they endeavour to come upon 
you unaiwares, and fall upon that Part 
Aat n t|ie leaft guarded^ piKting the 
Camek into Confulion. Thefe being of a 
"very dmotrous Nature, fome will run one 
way, and Ibme another^difperfing themfelves 
in the De&rt } and this is the very thing; 
tbey aim at, ^r they can pick them up at 
their Leifure. Befides thofe of the Car^-^ 
van who eiCbape then:Alve$^ give theapfel vejs 
little Twwbk ^ut what becomes of the 
reft ; or if they did they know it would be 
impoflible to recover the Lofs. Befides while 
they were affifting others^ they themfelves. 
would be in Danger of lofing their owns 
Property. Whea they have Advice that 
thefe Freebooters intend to intercept them, or 
that they are like to meet withMeaon-Horfe- 
back, they judge it beft and fafeft to devi- 
ate from the common Track in order to avoidi 
them. But if the Men are, mounted on Ca- 

E 4 md' 
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mels or Dromedaries the Danger is not fc> 
great ; for thirty of the Foraier arc able to 
do more Execution than three Hundred of 
the Latter. For this reafon they never are 
afraid of meeting People with.Camels only, 
unlefs they are much fuperior in Number* 
When they are like to be attacked by a Gang 
of this Sort they make the Camels, lie down 
and tie their Legs together to prevent their 
running away or even rifing up, and then 
the Men^ armed with Fireloefcs, advance to 
meet the Enemy. ' This generally dbKgis 
them to retreat, fpr they having nothing but 
Lances and Swords, dare notftand the Fire 
of Men on foot who are able to take good 
Aim. When the Caravan is out-numbred 
they make the Camels lie down in a Rnig^ 
and as it were intrench themfelves i» the 
Middle \ infomuch that they generally come 
off Conquerors, unlefs they are furprifed at 
unawares ; but this feldom or never hap- 
pens to be the Cafe. 

The Camels in this Caravan are not tied 
feven or eight together as in Perfiay but 
are loofe and march along without obferving 
any Order, like a Drove of Cattle in Eng^ 
land going to Market. Their ufual Pace 
is only walking, nor can a Camel or Dro- 
medary 
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medary with a Man on his Back, he eaCly 
put out of it, And though their Legs are 
long and they take great Strides^ yet they 
rid no more Ground than a Man in his or- 
dinary Method of travejh'ng on Foot, as I 
have often experienced when f have walked' 
for three or four Hours together. One 
thing- tha^ makes them fo (low is thei-r 
nibling at every. Shrub they meet. with, 
which makqs it ad,Wp/ide/ that a Man 
who walks a common JPace (hould get to 
his Journey's End before a Caniel.. Hence 
ppon due Deliberation 1 have eltimated that 
a Camelmay travel thirty Miles in a Day,, 
^one t)ay wVth- another, if he is upon the 
'Road thirteen Hours together, as was our 
Cafe, for we never halted or ftopped to 
.dine, .as many other Caraf ans do. Now" 
as .we were twei>ty iqur Day s on our Paflag- 
'the Diff aiice\ l^etwpen Buffer ahy^^ti&Aiep jo 
'muft be about 720 "Miles, which aerees verv 
well with the beft Maps' of this Part of tl^,& 
'World.. .■•'■■' ^ \' ' , ; .

The Loads are 
then taken off, and they skre driven out to 
forage for an Hour or two* "When they 
return they are made to lie down with then- 
Saddles on, and only one Leg tied; but 
they fleep but little, and lefs than any other 
Creature I am acquainted with. The Camels 
have no other Suftcnance but the wither- 
ed Shrubs which they meet with in the 
Defert, only thofe that are loaded have a 
Lump of Dough given them every Night. 
After what has been faid, it is eafy to 
fee how neceffary and ufeful Camels arc in 
paflSng over thefe vaft Deferts, where no 
other Beafts of Burden could live without 
being fupplied with Provender from other 
Places. No Quadrupede but this can live 
fo long without Water \ four Days I know 
they can, and have been told fifteen, but 
this I do not affirm for Truth, though 
thofe that told me aflert it from their own 
Knowledge. They pretend this was occa- 
fioned by having gone out of their way, 
and from having followed an unfrequented 
Track, However, this is certain, that 
almoft all the Men and many of the Beaib 
died. Camels are enabled to bear Thirit 
longer than other Animals by means of a 

Bladder 
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Bliadder which is placed near the Entrance 
of the Throaty which may be fccn. very 
plainly when they are loading, for then they, 
gramble and growls and throw the Blad- 
der up in their Mouths* This I fuppofe* 
is always filled at the Time of his drinking^ 
and widi this he muft needs moiften the- 
dry Food which be meets with on the 
Koad^ and expends it very gradually, and- 
yet I obferved the Day before we came to> 
Tayba it was quite empty,, when they had: 
been butthree Days withoutdrinking,which» 
occafioned^ them to eat very little on the: 
following Days. The genital Parts arc (eat* 
ed quite (different from thofe of other Ani- 
mals, for which, rcafon, they aJwap voidi 
fbeit^ Urine backwards. . In Winter the Car 
melst are clothed in long "Wool like a Sheep,, 
vrbich faUs ojj* in the Spring, and in the: 
Summer they look fo Ileek with their fhort 
H^ir,. that you would take them for a dif- 
feten;. kind o£ A^irpah Bejfides thofe that: 
are brcdc ia the fomhern Parts of -^^ arc: 
of a (fighter Mak^ UiW thofe that travel! 
between C/?»j?^/«M!p& wAJPet:fia. Eortbefe: 
laft wiU. cay ry. a tboufand Pounds Weights 
eafier than the^^ former can. fixv Hundred.. 

Tl^ofa wiiich. arc .^aUed^Pfomedaries;^ a^- 

fmalli 
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fmalL clean limbed Beafts, the beft of which 
are bred at MuJkate^zxA only differ from 
other Camels as a Cart-horfe does from a 
Racer. In Tartary and other Places there 
are Drorpedaries and Camels with two 
'Humps on their Backs, . but thefe I never 
faw. 

The Merchants Caravan confifts of 
Merchants or Traders, who agree among 
themfelyes who ihall be their Baftii, by 
which ^ Means they avoid Impojjtions, 
and pay no more than what is neceflary for 
the Good of the whole Company, and every 
one contributes his Share in a juft Propor- 
tion. When their Expences are extraordi- 
nary on account of any Danger they may 
meet with they are all aflelled alike. The 
Bafhi they have chofen forfeveral Journeys 
hSeidTalubj a Man of ' great Worth and 
'Reputation, and who is generally refpefted 
by all the Sheiks of the Defert. He always 
afts with great Integrity and Honour, and 
would not forfeit his Chara^^l^r for any 
Confideration. He is in great Credit from 
one End of the Defert to the other, info- 
rnuch that his Letter is faid to be a fuffi- 
cient Paflport alone to carry a Man fafe 
. through it. He is faid to be a Defcendant 

.....u ^ of 
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oF Mahomed^ and to have the ffrifteft Regard 
for the moral Part of his Reli^on. Capt. 
kobertSj Mr. Monroj &c. went with his 
Caravan, and were (6 pleafed with his er- 
traordinary Civility throughout the whole 
Journey, that when they came to jlkppo^ 
they made him a Prefent of a Gold Watch 
and fome other things of Value. How- 
ever what I have faid concerning the Be- 
haviour of our Sheik, \% /iifficient to pre- 
vail on all . thofe who travel over the Dc- 
fert to be very cautious to whom they com- 
mit themfelves to the Care of. 

As for tKe Arabs of the Defert I cannot 
fee how they can be trufted, for tliey make 
a Trade oiKohhtrj^ and are brought up 
to it from their Infancy. They are con- 
tinually wandring from Place to Place feek- 
ing ^honi they may devour, and makd no 
Scrufle of pillaging their own Country- 
men whea they have a fuperior Force. How 
then c^ others expeft to e/cape /cot- free, 
liay, it wiH be very well if they cin fave 
their Lives. However they pretend to 
ftartd much upon their Honour, and If 
their. Wives or Daughters happen to make 
a Slipi they make no more ado but take 
theni on'oAie Side' and ftirike Off their Heads. 
^-'' ■ Nor 
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Nor wiU Ac Man wirii whom they were- 
great come oflF any better if ever they get 
him within their PowenWhat their Honour 
ia in other Rcfpcds,. the following Inftance 
will gve you fome Idea of, 

A Caravan which fet out ivqm Buffer ab 
zhwt feven Months fooner than ours, were 
under a Sheik» put in by him of VAjfah 
before nientionecL who after be had taken. 
Money fronv the Convoy, fent Advice to* 
anodier on the Road,, afluring him he 
would make no Refiftance if he fhoqld bc: 
allowed half the Booty.. By this means the: 
Merchants were deprived of all they hadi 
by the Treachery of their own Caravani- 
Balhi ; only a^ Camel was allowed for every/ 
two to purfue their Journey to AleppQ.. 
However this Scheme was not conlerted in; 
fo private a manner but it .was found out j- 
infomuch that the Arabs tbemfelves, whoj 
bad loft their Camels,^ refufed to go any. 
more under the Diredion of fo villainous ai 
Sheik-, upon which the Mai^ who cpri^ 
dufted us was c^hofen in. his room, whp fpr 
Hon^fty was much, of xh% f^me ftamp^ for. 
it afterwards appeared he had fooie of thofe: 
very Goods which the Merchants had bceji^ 
de^riv^4 Q& ^o4; Wfk^^ tfbcox wi^b hiqdi 

for 
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For Sale^ upon whidi Account an Accufa* 
tion was brought againft him at steppe. 
Thus you fee how hard it is to find a Man 
you can confide m among thcfe Sort of 
People. However that there are fomc of 
greater Honefly among them appears from 
the Charafter of SWJ Talub abvemcntioned^ 
who always took die utmoft Care to pre- 
ferve his Caravan, though he once unde* 
^gnedly brought it into tht utmoft Di- 
ftrefs ; for as he was conducing the laft 
Caravan, and was advanced pretty near 
Meftnd Alu he had Advice that the Bafhaw 
of Bagdad intended to intercept it with a 
Body of Horfc, upon which, in onler to 
avoid him, he turned off to the Left far- 
ther into the Defert than the common Road 
lay. He likewtfe fent out four of his 
People every Night diflFerent Ways, to give 
him Notice if they fhould happen to fee 
thero,or hear where they were^ One of 
thcfe who had been employed on this Er- 
rand one Night never returned, which gave 
Jiim room to fuipef): he was betrayed *, upon 
which he turned ofFdiredUy into the Defeit, 
and kept the fame Courfe lor two Days to- 
gether, and got enorely out of his Know- 
ledge, But the worft of k was he couH 

find 
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fome Places there is no fuch thing to be 
feen, i>ut then it is where the Land is 
fnarfhy or the Soil loofe and Tandy, and 
then they are diredked altogether by the 
Sua and Hills. Sometimes, perhaps, they 
may ftray a little out of they dired); Way,^ 
but th^y foofx get into it again* The Tracks 
an very eafily known » for there are many 
of thfiin running parallel to each other f(»r 
ierrr al MUes in Breadth i inibmuch that it 
is almofi^ in^polfible to make any Miftake^ 
Bfifidcji there arer Qngk Men who carry Letr 
ters every MoQJtl^ froni Bf^erati to Jlcff^ 
idkkh Qcn^ld not boiib eafily performed if the 
Boad were difficult iq find v ad^to this^ tfaar 
there ate other Tra&s which xv^ acrols the 
Ddert fimm ope Wat^ieg-^ce to another, 
in ihort^ there is nqit thf leaft Dwger ii^ 
miftaking the Way to thofe who are the 
leaft ufed to the Road \ but if a Caravao 
is obliged to wander out of their Know^ 
kdge, then they may be reduced to tte 
greateft Extremities for want of Water. 

I make no doubt but many of my Rea- 
ders will think this to be a barren Defcrip- 
tion of a very barren Country, and indeed I 
am forry it afforded nothing better ^but this 

whidi^ 
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wluch may feem rery tediow to ibme, may 

be very ulefiil to fome of my Bengal Friends, 

who may ppflibly have an Occafion to 

make the Defert in their Way in trarelling 

home to their own native Country. This. 

made me very unwUfing to forbeu? me»- 

tiomlig any thing which might poffibty be 

to their Advantage^n diFt^tng them ta take 

the beft Meafiires in profecueing thdp Jour- 

ney, and bf (hewing how to avoid atl thofe 

Dangers and Diilrelfes which fome have 

ofiten been expefed to m this inhefpifabit 

Country. I know diat Letters have been 

lent from AkppOi by a few wha bn/ve palb 

this Defert, but without many Particulaia. 

of their Journey over it, ather becauie they 

kept no Journal, or beeauie they were fix 

immerfcd in Pleafures at^^4lll!;f>^«, diat atl 

their former Hardihips vanifhed out of 

their Mind. However I am the flrft wha 

crofled it with the Camel Caravan, and 

probably have been the greateft Sufifmr oa 

that Account *, and perhs^s am the only 

Perfon who was at the Trouble of writing 

each Day's Occurences, after having been. 

cooped up in a Cajava for thirteen Hours 

together. I fhall now conclude what I have 

to lay on this Subjeft by giving fome far- 
ther 
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ther Advice to fuch as out of Choice or 
Keceflicy are arrived as far as Buffer ah ^n 
.their Paflfage home. 

When you /are got to Buffer ah it wijl be 
very lucky if you meet with a Caravan, 
which fhall fet out in ten or fifteen Days 
Time, and then the Opportunity is by no 
means to be negleftejdi becaufe thefi your 
Arrival zXi Aleppo m^ be more fpeedy, and 
at Jefs Expense. Bagdad^ it rnuft he own- 
ed, is cpnfiderably nearer Aleppo^ than Buf- 
fer^ab 5 but^ the Carriage is dearer, becaufe 
,Cafifi^? .are mpre fcarpe at Bagdad^ for the 
Caravan ! that joined.purs gave fifty I)oUars 
apiece. At the ufual Rate of travelling 
yow ;will get from Bluffer ah to Aleppo in 
.thirty two Days, though you areadlually 
upon the JMarch bitf twenty four Days and 
.onc^tbird. Now we will fuppofe the Dif- 
'tdm:^. from Bagdad to Cubeffa to be Tour 
JOay^JjQyrney, and from Cubeffa io Aleppo 
fif^E^ a^id one third, yet the Time of reft- 
iiJg) l?y;th?.iW^yj, will make this laft DiC- 
talK? t\K?n$y Days. - But if you go by

To 
trounterbalance this you will have the In* 
conveniency of hot fukry Weather, and 
may fall into the Hands of People who arc 
not over honcft,befides being forced to drink 
Water which in fome Places is mod abo- 
minable, and meeting with no fre(h Pro- 
vifion but Hares. If you travel by the 
Way of Bagdad and Kubejfa^ you flK)rten 
your Paflage over the Defert near eight Days 
on <a pkafant River, where you will have 
Variety of agreeable Profpefts, and will be 
labte to procure Variety of Refrcftimcnt 
throughout the whole Pafiage till you reach 
ifagdad. Add to this, that after you are 
two Days beyond CuhJ/a the Heat of the 
Defert is not fo intolerable. If when you 
arrive at Bagdad there is no Caravan ready 
to depart, you may ptacttA to Moufid^ in

as well as between dyi and Aleppo. There 
is, indeed, a Defert of fix Days Journey

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as I copimitted an Error in this refpeft^ it 
will be proper to explair> the Nature of this 
Kind ot Negotiation.

Rumu This, as the Exchange then ftood 
was 6 and a half per Cent, more than the 
current Piafters. Now the Mpney that I 
paid. was 2000 Piafters in Specie, and my 
Bill of Exchange which was written in lia- 
UaHj was for 2000 Piafters Rumi in Moneta 
cerrenta^ . del grand Senbor. When I came 
to 4^pp0i the Merchant to whom I pre- 
sented my Bill>iiot underftandipg the Word 
Rufni^ oti\y took notice of Moneta cerrenta^ 
and as there is the faipe Difference here, as 
between the current Piafter and the Piafter 
in Specie aj Bufferab^ ,he would only ,pay

From jifeppo I could only get two Shil- 
lings and Six-pence for a current Piafter 
to England^ by whichthere is a greater Lofs, 
than what there would be if you can pay it 
at the Rate of two Shillings and Four- pence 
for a current Rupee.

This Lofs in Exchange by way of Aleppo 
is only to be confidered by thofe who reckon 
their Chickens before they are hatched ; 
for it is evident from hence that thofe who 
pay. their Money into the Company's Cafli, 
at 2 J. 2 d. per current Rupee, have almoft 
6 fer Cent. And to him that has the Ad- 
vantage of paying it in at 2 /. 6 d. per cur- 
rent Rupee at 14 fer Cent, which muft be 
deduded in any Eftimation of Profit, any 
one may propofe to himfclf by bringing 
Money to let out. 

From this Digreflion I fliall now return 
back to Aleppo^ where I was kindly received 
and entertained by our Conful during the 

2 Time 
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Time of my Stay, and I received the Cofft- 
pliments of all the Britijh Gentlemen as 
well as thole of^the French Conful, and moft 
of that Nation. My firft Bufinefs was to 
endeavour to gain Satisfadlion for the ill 
Treatment of the Sheik, for whfch ReafoA 
I reprefented my Cafe to Mr, Pollard^ with 
its bad Confequenc€ to future Travellers^ 
if this was made a Precedent, becaufe it 
might probably happen that ail Europeans 
Mrho /hould hereafter pafi thfs Way would 
fee obliged to pay the like Sum of Money. 
And therefore I hoped that this Man fhould 
not only be obliged to reftore the extorted 
Money back^ but be otherwife punilhed. 
Upon this Mr. Pollatd^ in ConjunAron with 
the French QotSxA^ prefented a Memorial 
relating to this Affair to the Bafhaw. The 
Sheik in his Defence afferted he had taken 
nothing from us by Force, but that what 
he had received was a voluntary Prel'ent, 
However the Balhaw, in Hopes of gaining 
by this Caufe^ ordered him to be feized 
and clapped into Prifon. Upon this the 
Sheik required us to prove, in the Mac- 
kama or Cady's Court, that he had made 
ufe of Force in obtaining the Money. This 
was a very artful Step, for he knew that 

F 2 rio 
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Chriftian's Oath would be taken there, and 
as for the Arabs they were too much in 
his Power to dare to appear againft him on 
our Behalf. Thus the Event appeared to 
be defperatc when a confiderable TCurky wh© 
was in the Caravan, went before the Cady 
and fwore that the Sheik extorted the Mo- 
ney by Force. Now as there was another 
of the fame Nation along with us^ at that 
Time, if he comes in and proves the fame 
thing the 'Sheik will be convidted ; and 
here it muft be noted, that though the 
^iirh and Arabs are of the fame Religion, 
they have a mortal Hatred to each other, 
which fhews the Prudence of making them 
your Friends when you travel in this or 
any other Caravan under the Direction of 
the Arabs. 

It unluckily happened that this Affair 
was brought upon the Carpet in the Rama- 
zan or Mahommedan Lent, infomucb that it 
could not be terminated before that was 
overj which did not fall out during my 
Stay at Aleppo^ which obliged me to leave 
the Profecution of it in the Hands of our 
Conful. Whether or no I fhallbe much the 
better when this Suit is ended, at the writing 
pf this I cannot pretend to fay ; but this I 

am 
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am certain of, that the Sheik will not be 
able to get rid of this Affair without blec'd- 
ing greatly in the Purfe. And I am of 
Opinion he will think himfelf very happy 
if he comes off only with the Lofs cf his 
Money. Befides there were others in the 
Caravan who were ufed much in the fame 
ftianner, and when they found the Sheik 
Ivas in Limbo, went direftly and made 
their Demands, which renders his Cafe ftili 
worfe, and he will have enough to do be 
fdre he obtains his Liberty, and is in a Con- 
dition to return back into his own Country. 
It cannot be expefted, that during my 
(hort fiay at Aleppo^ I (hould be able to 
give a particular Defcription of that noble 
City, and therefore I fcall enlarge the few 
Obfervations I did make with thofe which 
a very worthy Phyfician, Dr. Rtt//ii, whoai 
I had the Pleasure of knowing when I was 
at that City, has communicated to the 
World. The firft that ftrikes us w hen we 
come to a ftrange Place is generally the 
Provifions, which made me obferve that they 
have the fined Mutton, 1 think, that I ever 
tafted, and I have too much reafon to re- 
member the plenty andfinenefs oftheirFruits,

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them had upon my Health. It was then the 
Seafon for Grapes, Pears, Plumbs, Peaches, 
Walnuts and Piftachio Nuts, which were 
ill Perfejftion. 

A Defcripfion of Aleppo and tbe 

adjacent Country. 

ALEPPO or Hakb the Metropolis 
of Syria^ is built on eight fmall Hills 
or Eminences, on the higheft of which the 
Caftle is ere&ed, and is now generally 
s^eed to be the ancient Btr^a. This. 
Mount is of a Conic Form, and ieemis in 
a great Meafure to be rmfed with the Eardi^ 
tjirown up out of a deep broad Ditch whkh 
furrounds it. The Suburbs to the North- 
north -eaft are next in Height to this ; and 
thofe to the Weft-fouth-weft are much 
lower than the Parts adjacent, and than 
any other Part of the City, It is incom-. 
paffed by an old Wall not a little decayed,, 
and a broad Ditch, now in moft Places 
turned into Gardens, It is about three 
Miles and a half in Circumference,^ but 
with the Suburbs eight. 

The Houfes confift of a ground Floor, ^ 
gcner^ally acph?d,^of ap uypp^r. Story which 
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is flat on the Top, and either terraced with 
hard Plaifter, or paved with Stone ; the 
Apartments are pJaced en each Side of a 
Stone Court. The Cielings are of Wood, 
Beatly painted and /bmerimes gilded, as are 
alfo the Window- fliutters, the Pannels of 
ibme of their Rooms, and the Cupboard- 
doors, of which they have a great Num- 
ber ; thefc taken together have a very agree- 
able EflecS ; over the Doors and Windows 
on the Infide,. are written Pailages out of 
the Koran, or Verfes of their own Ccm. 
pofitfon. The Court- yard is neatly paved, 
and has generally a Bafon with a Ja a* ecu 
in the Middle, on one or both Sides of 
which a finaJl Spot of a JTard or two fquare 
is left unpaved for a Garden ; the Verdure 
of this, the Flowers in Pots, and the play- 
ing of the Fountain produce a very agree- 
able Effed, but they can only be feen by 
thok within, for the Paflage into the Street 
is clofed with double Doors, (o contrived, 
that there is no looking in when the Doors 
are opened. Befides there are no Window^ 
to the Streecexcept a very few in the upper 
Rooms, which render the Strcetss vciy dif- 
agreeable to Europeans.

The better fort of Houfes have an arch^ 
ed Alcove in this Court open to the North,, 
and oppofite the Fountain. The Pavement 
of this Alcove is raifed about a Foot and a 
half above the Pavement of the Court and 
fcrves for a Divan. Between this and the 
Fountain, the Pavement is generally of 
Mofaic Work made with Marble of various 
Colours ; as is alfo the Floor of a large 
Hall with a Cupola Koof, which com- 
monly has a Fountain in the Middle, and 
is a cool Room in the Summer Time. The 
Divan is that Part of a Room, in a Turkijh 
Houfe, raifed above the Flbor,and is covered 
with a Carpet in Winter,and ihSummer with 
fine Mats. Along the Sides are thick Mat- 
traffes about three Feet wide, and com- 
monly covered with fcarlet Cloth; there 
are likewife large Bolfters of Brocade ftufFed 
with Cotton fet againft the Walls to lean 
upon. On thefe they lit crofs legged Kke 
Taylors, for they have no Chairs. 

People of Fafhion have but one or two 
Room6 for themfelves in the outer Courtj 
the reft are- for the Servants and Stabling, 
Abov^ Stairs is a Colonnade, if not round 
the whole Court, at leaft fronting the Weft^, 
©ffyfrom which are their Rooms and Kiofks. 

Xhcfe 
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Thefe laft are a fort of wooden Divans that 
projeft a little way from the other Part of 
the Building and hang over into the Street. 
They are raifed about a Foot and a half 
higher than the Floor of the Room, to 
which they are quite open, and by having 
Windows' in the Front,, and on each Side^, 
there is a great Draught of Air which ren- 
ders them cool in Summer. Beyond this 
Court is another,, containing the Women's 
Apartments, built in the fame manner as 
other Houfes •, fome few have a Garden 
and a tall Cyprefs-tree ; there is likewife 
one of thefe in the outwardT Yard. 

The Mofques in Aleppo are numerous, 
and'fome few of them magnificent. Be- 
fore each of them is an Area, with a Foun- 
tain in the Middle, defigned for Ablu- 
tions before Prayers, and behind' (brae of 
the larger there are little Gardens.- There 
are many large Khanes or Caravanferas, 
confiding of a* capacious Square, on all 
Sides of which are a Number of Rooms, 
built on. a Ground-floor, ufed occafionally 
for Chambers, Ware- houfes or Stables,; 
above Stairs there is a Colonade or GaUery 
on every Side in which are the Doors of a 
Number. of fmall Rooms, .wherein the Mer-- 

F 5 chants, 
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chants, as well Strangers as Natives^ tranf*' 
aft moft of their Bufinefs. The Streets are* 
narrow, but well paved and kept very, 
clean. 

The Bazars or Market-places are long^ 
covered, narrow Streets, on each Side of 
which are a great many fm all Shops, ju{t 
fufficient to hold the Tradefm^n and his 
Goods, the Buyer being obliged to ftand. 
without. Each feparate Branch of Bufinefs 
has a particular Bazar,, which are locked: 
up as well as the Streets an Hour and a half; 
after Sunfet •, but' the Locks are of Wood,, 
though the Doors are cafed with Iron. Tlie 
Slaughter- houfes arc in the Suburbs open, 
to the Fields. Tiie Tanners have, a Khane - 
to work in near the River. To the South- 
wards in the Suburbs they. burn Lime, and: 
a little beyond that there is a Village where 
they make: Ropes and Catgut.. On the. 
oppofite Side of the River to the Weft- 
ward there is a Glafs-houfe where they make - 
a coarfe white Glafs in the Winter only, fof - 
the greateft Part of this Manufadure is-^ 
iJrought from a. Village thirty ^five Miles 
Weftward. 

The City is fupplied with good Water/ 
from Springs near the Banks of the River: 
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Heylen^ about five Miles to the North-caft, 
i^hich is conveyed from thence by an A- 
quaeduft, and diftributed all over the Town 
by earthen Pipes. This is fufficient fo» 
Drinking, Cookery, 6f^, Biit the Foun- 
tains arc fupplied by Wells of brackifli Wa- 
ter, of which there is one in every Houfe. 
Their Fuel is Wood and Charcoal in the 
Houfes ; but they heat their Bagnios with 
the Dung of Animals, Leaves of Plants^- 
Parings of Fruit and the like. 

For four- or five Miles round the City 
the Ground is ftony and uneven, there be- 
ing^fmall Eminences •, this continues Weft^ 
ward near twenty Miles, with fmall fertile 
JBlains interfperfed.- Six or kvtw Miles 
Northward and Southward the Coun- 
try is level and not ftony. To the Eaft- 
ward a vaft Plain commences called the 
Defert ; however the Soil is good and fer- 
tile for a great many Miles beyond Aleppa. 
The Rivulet Coic pafles alongjhe Weftern 
Part of the City, within a few Yards of the 
Walls, and ferves to water a narrow Slip 
of Gardens on its Banks, which reach from 
about five Miles to three Miles South of 
the Town. Here are likewife Gardens near 

a Village called BaJ^ Mah^ about two Miles 

ta- 
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to the North-eaft, which are fupplicd by* 
the Aquap.duft. The fifing Grounds above 
the Gardens are in fome Places laid out in 
Vineyards, interfperfed with Olive, Fig, 
and Piftachio- trees, and in fome Spots- 
where there are no Gardens. The Villages- 
are deftitnte of Trees and" Watery there be* 
itlg no other Stream fbr twenty or thirty 
Miles round ; and therefore they fave the 
Rain-water in Cifterns. 

The Seafons are fo regular and the Air is* 
fo healthy, pure and free from Damps, that 
all the. Inhabitants fup and fleep in the- 
Court-yards or on the Houfe Tops, from 
the End of May to the Middle of September.. 
The Severity of the Winter continues only 
fi-om the 1.2 th oi December to the 20th of 
7tf»«^,andthen the Air is exceflively pierc- 
ing, and ye^the Ite, even in ftlady Places, 
is fcldom ftrong enough to bear a Man^ 
and the Snow very feldom Kes above a Day, 
Narciflus's, Hyacinths and Violets bl6w^ 
during this Weather. Ift February the Fields 
are cloathed with an .agreeabk Verdure to^ 
which the fpringingup of thieir latter Graim 
greatly contributes. The, Almond-Tree 
bioflbms in February^ and the Trees begin 
tp h^ve Leaves at the Beginning of Mdrck. 

During, 
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During this Month and April Nature af- 
fumes a gay and delightful Appearance, but 
before the End: of A&y all the Fields ap- 
pear parched and barren ; only fome ro- 
buft Plants are capable of withftanding the 
Heat. From this Period' there is no Rain 
till about the Middle of Sip/tfw^er, at which^ 
Time a littlfe generally falls which refVefli * 
cth the Air, and bellows a more agreeable* 
Aiped: to the Country. For twenty or 
thirty Days after this theAir becomes ferene 
and temperate,, tho* the Trees retain their 
Leaves till the Middle oi November. Some 
begin to make Fire at the End of this; 
Month, and'fome have none all the Year; 
The cold Winds in the Winter blows* 
from between the North- weft and the Eaib, 
though thofe neareft the Eaft are more- 
Iharp. * But from the Beginning of M^ to- 
the End of September the fame Winds arc as- 
hot as if they came out of an Oven, and. 
yet the Water is much cooler than when there- 
is a Wefterly Wind, which is the coldeft irr 
the hot Months, andns^much more frequent ; 
for the hot Winds blow very fcldom,but when 
they do they bring on a Faintnefs attended* 
with Difficulty of breathing, which obliges- 

the Inhabitants^ to clofe their Doors an# 

Windows ;. 
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Winckxws : ,Thqr fecm to pardcipate of the 
Nature of the Samuel^ a hot Wind tn the De- 
iert, only they do not kill like that. Near 
die City the Ground is rocky, ami the Soil is 
a Uackifh light Mould, which produces the 
Fruits of the Earth in great Atiindance. A 
great Part of the Country lies uncultivated 
becaufe Property \s not (^ under a tynm* 
nical Government* 

They begin to plough ^ the latter End: 
of Sipt ember and fow their earlieft Wheats- 
about the Middle of OSober^ and they con- 
tinue to plough and fow all forts of Graiitv 
till the End of Junuary^ and Barley fome- 
times after the Middle oi February. They 
plough the JLand over again to cover the 
Grain, for they have no Harrows. The 
Plough is fo light it may be carried with 
one Hand, and one little Cow or at moft 
two, or an Afs is fufiicient to draw it in*^ 
ploughing ; ^nd it is managicd fo eafily by 
one Man that he generally fmokes his Pipe 
at the fame time. They fow the Fields 
with Wheat, Barley, Cotton, Cicery, Len- 
tiles, Beans, everiafting Peas^ imatl Vetches, ^ 
Sefamum, Ricinus, a green Kklney-bean 
called Ma(h, Hemp, Mulk-melon, Water- 
nielon»c,a fmallibrtof Cucumbef^ Fasnu- 

greek. 
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greek, and 3lKr*y Millet, They fow few 
or tto Oats, the Hcdes being fed with^ 
Bafley. Ih the Gardens they plant Tobic- 
<fe and ten or fifteen Miles off in the Fields,, 
and all the Hillifrom Sbogle to Latacbiay, 
produce fuch Plenty that they trade with it 
to Egypt. The Barley and Wheat arc ge- 
nerally all in 'by the 20th of May. They 
generally pluck the Corn up by the Rootr 
and carry it to a hard Spot of Ground^ 
where with a Machine like a Sledge which 
runs on Rollers^ and in which are fmall. 
Irons notched like a Saw to cut the Straw 
and feparate the Grain. It is drawn by 
Hor^s, Cows or Aflfes. Their Granaries^ 
are fubterranean Cavities with narrow 
Mouths like a Well,, which are commonly 
left open, which renders riding dangerous 
near the Villages in the Night. The Cot- 
ton is not gathered till OBober. 

They have but few Olives near thcCity^ 
but at £^/^, thirty Miks to the South- 
weft and the adjacent Villages^ diey have 
Plenty of Oil of Olives, and mak« Soap of 
it and the A(hes brought out of the Deftrt* 
The Ricinus or ^eater Spurge furmflies the 
common People with Oil for their Lampi^ 
aodJthe Oilof Sefamusi i$ chiefly confumed 
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by the Ji!W5. The Vineyards produce goorf^ 
Grapes, of which the Chriftians and Jews 
are allowed to make Wine for their own. 
ufe, paying a certain Tax ; but the Grapes^ 
ape brought from fome Diftance. Their 
Whit«- wines are poor, and their Red with- 
out Flavour and heady ; but rather makes, 
the Drinkers ftupid than merry. From. 
Raifins mixed with a few Anifeeds they, 
draw a Spirit which they call Arrack, drank, 
liberally by the Jews and Chriftians. The. 
infpiffated Juice of the Grape, called here. 
Dibbs, is brought in Skins and fold in the 
publick Markets. It looks like Honey, is^ 
fweet and much ufed by all Sorts. They^ 
have Variety of Fruits common to Europe^ 
but have very little Flavour, and the Ap • 
pies are bad. They have Piftachio Nuts^, 
and Sumach which is ufed as a Reliflber. 
Their Fruit trees are all Standards, and are 
little cultivated, and their other Txees are 
the fame as tYit- Europeaify but they have 
neither Goolberriesnor Currants. The Pot- 
herbs have nothing peculiar but the Sca- 
fons in which they are moft plenty, which* 
little concerns us. It would take up too 
much Room to defcribe the vaft: Variety of> 
fine Flowers, Herbs and Plants to be mas; 

in. 
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in thefe Parts, and • a Catalogue of didr 
Names only would be very tedious, for 
\vhiclvreaibn we fhall omit thenv. 

There being a French Veffil bound iat 
Marfetlks^ whkh was to fail in a fhorrdni^ 
I agreed with the French Conful, and the 
Merchant to whom it was conligncd for 
n)jr Paffage, for which I was to pay two 
hundred Livers. In Cenfequence of this 
I took my leave of the Gentkmen on Jmhf 
tfie jorii, and hired four Horfes for myfel^ 
my Servant and my Ba^age, at the ufuai 
Price, which is ten Piafters to Scanderoofr, 
I left Jleppo at Sunlet, and lay diat Night 
at a Caravan/era, called Kbantaman^ feated 
on a fmall River about nine Miles from 
Aleppo. 

July the jift, I proceedied on my Jour-^ 
ney and lay at a ViHage called Mertaban^ in 
a Houfe where they are accuftomed to- re* 
ceive Strangers. The People are Maho- 
medansy but they have a great Refpeft for 
Chriftians, from whom they are originally 
dfefcended. Our Hoftefs and her Daughter 
made no Difficulty in eating and drink- 
ing with us, though it was Ramadan, and 

behaved in other Jlelpcds with as much 

I'amili- 
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Familiairity and Cotnplaifance as if wc had 
been in an Inn nearer home. Their Faces 
were bare . and acpofed to View^ contrary 
to the Women in thefe Parts \ which was 
a great Temptation, confidering the Time 
iwhich had paft fince I faw Women of their 
Complexion and Charms. The Daughter 
in particular wa^ very pretty, and I believe 
would not have been cruel> if I had b^n 
Mafter enough of the Language to have 
told her tsxf MinA For befides, that tlic* 
Women in thefe Parts have a naturalTum 
for Gallantry, I knew there were Charms^ ia^ 
Money which few are able to nefift. 

^^tt/2tbe ift, we fet out e^ly in die 
Mornings and reached Antiocb thatDay;^ 
They have a Tradition that St* Piml vna^ 
baptized in the Water at this Place, which 
made roe have a Curiofity to tafte it. This 
Town is not above a fixth Part fo large as it 
formeily was, which speared from the 
Huins of the old Walls,, which run up a; 
fteep Hillv and when they have reached 
die Top, advance along defcending down 
again on the other Side. But tliere are 
how few Traces of its former Grandeur. 
The River which was formerly called the 
Orof^es runs clofe by it, and. over it there 
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is a Bridge of five Arches. One may fee 
by what remains, that the High-roads have 
been paved in former Times. 

Augufi the 2d, we got on Hor&ba^ 
early this Morning being refblved y6 reach 
Scanderoon by Night. But we bad not pro- 
ceeded above two Miles before w<( met witfe 
two Horfen^en on full GaUop who weie 
going to Aniiocb \ they advifed us to tura 
back, becauie a VilJage about three Miics^ 
£irther on the Read had been plundered byr 
die Mountaioeers the preceding Night.- 
This put ua to a Stand for fome time» bojt: 
at kngth confidering the VefTels we were 
going to> noight be gone if we delayed oiy*, 
Journey^ I was i^lved tq* proceed. How*-, 
ever we took a by Road over ibme fteep^ 
Hills^ and by that Means efcaped the Dan* 
ger ; about Three in the Afternoon we ar^- 
lived at BaiaWf where being informed the 
Vefiel was not yet ready to fail, I took up. 
my Lodging at our ProconfuJ's. 

The travelling between Aleppo and Ba^ 
kun^ is much more pleafant than on any 
Road I had hitherto met with : The Peo- 
ple in all the Villages are extremely civil 
and obliging, particularly to Europeans., 
There arc fpmc barren and ftony Places, but. 

generally 
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generally the Country is manured and 
planted with a great Number of Fruit-trees. 
The Road often lies through Gardens full 
cf Olive and Fig-trees, fo that all the Pro- 
vifion you need to carry with you is a little 
Wine. Between Martaian and Antioch you 
pafs over a fteep Chain of Mountains, 
as alfo between Antioch and Scanderootty 
which is the worft Part of our Journey. 
At the Place where you lodge the Chargp 
wU generally amount to a Piafter. 

BakiH is a Village about ten Miles from 
Scanderoon^ feated among very high Moun* 
tsiins, it is built oa the Sides of thefir, 
which give it a very romantick Appearance, 
becaufe at a Diftance the Houles ieem to 
fland one upon another. When you come 
into it you will find the Foundation of fome 
of the Houfes as high and upon a Level 
with the Tops of thofe before it. Ft is- very 
agreeably fituated where there is a cool-ATr 
and fine Water, which deferve the higheft 
Encomiums. We feemed to be got al! of 
a fudden into another Climate, infomxich 
that I could have wifhed to have had^ a 
Thermometer, tohave.meafured the Temt 
perature of the Air. But according to what 
i could judge from the Scnfc of Feeling, I 

found 
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fi>und myfelf in a very temperate Climate, 
and as much differing from the Heats of 
Scanderoon, as the Month of /jpril in Eng- 
land is from the fultiy Air under the Equa- 
tor. Therefore h is no Wonder that our 
Proconfuls retire to this charming Retreat 
in the hot Seafon of , the Year; at which 
Time Scanderoon is a moft fickly Place, wid 
intolerable on Account of the exceffive hot 
Weather. 

The great Quantity of fine Water at 
Balam^ is. certainly a Circuaiflanee worth 
Obfervation 5 for here we fee pure Jimpid 
Fountains rofhing out from the very Tops 
of the Mountains, the Water of which is 
as cool as if it had beeamade foby Ice,^r 
by our Method at Bengal which is perform- 
ed by the Help of Sak-petre, or rather 
mariy Degrees beyond them . The Streams 
lie fo convenient, that the Water is conveyed 
into every Houfe of the Town at an eafv 
Expence, fb that every FamiJy.has a Foun- 
tain of their own, unlefs fome few who 
will not or cannot afford to be at the Ex- 
pence;, and even thele may uke it up jn 
the Street, where there are Streams as clear 
as Cryftal. It is delightful to obferve the 
Progrefs of the Water from the Fountains 

Heads 
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Heads Co the Bottom ; for in falling from 
thence it forms above two hundred natural 
Cafcades, as it pafles between and over the 
Rocks of different Figures and Shapes. But 
how vaftly might the Number be increaled 
if Art was brought into the Afliftance oi 
Nature. Befides the Water is in fuch 
Plenty, that the Streams are fufficient to 
turn at leaft fire hundred Mills. If the 
Streams of Balain were in the Neighbours- 
hood of VerfaiUes^ the Water-works at 
Marly would be quite overlooked, and ali 
the fine En^nes would be <rf no farther 
Ufe. 

Jugttft the nth, Having waited for the 
Veflcl nine Days, I at length fet out for 
Scanderoon % but being unwilling to fleep on 
Shore, I embarked as 'foon as I got there. 
The next Day I dined on board another 
ppench Ship, which cofl: me dear, for I had 
like to have been left behind •, and I was 
forced to give three Chekins for a Boat to 
overtake our own Veflel. We had a ftrong 
Wefterly Wind between Scanderoon and the 
Ifland of Cyprus^ which made our Pafiage 
very long ; but at length it chopt about to 
the Eaftward we reached Larnica or Lar* 
neza^ on ^g$ifi the 2 2d. 

My 
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My waiting fo long at Balain ibr a PaP* 
fage makes me advife thofe who ftiall here* 
after travel this Road to go to Latik^^ 
where we have a Conful, and from whence 
they may take a Boat to Cyprus 5 which if 
I bad done, I (hould have been there fifteea 
Days before the other Veflfel. When yo^ 
are there you may have your Cl^oice of 
Veffels for whatever Place you are bound 
to i for all the Ships from the Neighbour* 
ing Ports touch at Larmca to take in Re- 
frefhments. If you want a Paflage for 
Marfeilks^ you will never be oblig^e^ to wait 
above a Week. 

Our Veffel took in a finall Matter of 

Freight at this Place, and was detained here 

by the Frentb Conful, becaufe he had never 

a Mate •, for though the King of Frantt^ nor 

the Conful had the leaft Property in the 

Ship, yet the Captain durft not difobey his 

Orders. At length another Ship came into 

the Port which bad two Mates, one of 

which, by the Conful's ibte Authority, was 

ordered aboard the Veflfel which wanted 

one. I took Notice before, that I had 

agreed to pay two hundred Livres for my 

Paflage, but here I was infoimed by the 

Captain that he could not carry ipe any 

farther. 
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farther, bccaufe he had Freight to fill tlie 
Cabin. This obliged me to apply to the 
French Conful, who politely told me, that 
if I infifted upon it he would conftrain the 
Captain to ftand to his Agreement ; but he 
advifed me to confider whether this would 
not render my Paffage difagreeable on that 
very Account. In fhort, I thought it moft 
advifable to allow him more than we firft 
agreed upon, to make hijn a Recompence 
for the pretended Lofs he faid he fhould 
fuftain, and left the Terms to be fettled by 
the Conful, who direfted me to add one 
hundred and fifty Livres more to the former 
Sum. In fhort I did not fo much blame 
the Captain, though I afterwards found 
him to be a very Brute, as his Merchant at 
Aleppo^ who agreed with me for lefs than 
what is cuftomarily paid for a Paffage to 
Marfetlles. And now I am here I do not 
if I give you fome Account of this Ifland 
from a Traveller of great credit. 

Cyprus is a larg^ I (land about two hun- 
dred Miles in Length, and one hundred in 
Breadth. It was formerly called Macaria^ 
or the fortunate Ifland by the Greeks^ on 
account of the Fertility of the Soil. The 
inhabitants here very probably lived in great 

Eale 
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Eafe and Plenty, becaufe the Poets feigned 
it to be the Place where Venus took up her 
Refidence. HoWever the Air is far from 
being good though very temperate, or ra- 
ther it is very unhealthy. The Inhabitants 
are partly Mabomedans and partly Chrijiians^ 
but moftly of the Greek Church. They 
are very fond of good Living an^ great 
Haters of Labour, to which laft Circum- 
ftance it is probably owing that the Land 
is not fo fruitful as it was formerly, for it 
would doubtlefs produce greater Plenty if 
it was better cultivated ; however it pro- 
duces Oranges, Citrons, Olives and Corn. 
The Wine is greatly admired for its excel- 
lent Flavour, and it will keep an hundred 
Years without Ipoiling. They have a pro- 
digious Number of Ortolans which the In- 
habitants fait and pickle for Sale. The 
Venetians purchafe large Quantities of them. 
Their Commodities for Trade are Honey, 
Salt, Cotton, Silk, Vitriol, Agate, and red 
and white Coral. However their Water in 
many Places is brackifh, and they are fome- 
times infefted with the Plague of Locufts, 
which confumc every thing that is green in 
the Ifland. 

G This 
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This Ifland, after the Decadence of the 
Roman Empire came under the Dominion 
of the Greeks, and afterwards of the Houfe 
of LudgniaHj in 1191. Thus Cyprus had 
Us own Kings till the Death of John IIL 
in 1458. In 1476 the Venetians became 
Matters of it, to the Prejudice of the Houfe 
of Savoy^ whofe Prctenfions to it were 
better founded 5 who however afliime the 
Title of Kings of Cyprus. The Venettans 
were difpoflefled by the Turks in 1571, who 
liave been Mailers of it ever fince. 

Cyprus is divided into four Provinces, 
namely, Papbia to the Eaft, Salaminia to 
the PFeft^ Amatbufta to the South, and La- 
petbia to the North. The moft remarkable 
Towns are NUqfia, the Capital of the whole 
Ifland, in the Province of Lapetbia^ and is 
feated almoft in the Centre of the Ifland. It 
is large, well peopled and has fome Fortifi- 
cations. It was taken by Selim 11. Empe- 
ror of the Turks in 1570, after a Siege of 
forty two Days. It is the Refidence of the 
Balhaw, and'the See of a Greek Archbiftiop. 
Famapujla is feated near the Sea in the 
Province o\ Salaminia^ has a good Port and 
is well fortified in the ancient manner ; it 
is about two Miles in Circumference, and 
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carries oh almoft all the Bufinefs of the 
Ifland. It was befieged by the Turks in 
^Syu fop ten Months together, and they 
loft 80000 Men before they could force 
rt to a Capitulation. Baffa^ fbrmeriy call- 
ed Papbm^ is featcd in the Province of 
Papbioj at a fmall Diftancc from the Sea» 
It is a large Place, but hath no Fortifica- 
tions 5 however it is a trading Town, Dur- 
ing the Time of Paganifm^ there was a fa* 
mous Temple here built to the Honour of 
Venusy where her female Votaries paid her 
Homage in a moft extraordinary manner. 
Cerinea is in the Province of Lapetbia^ and 
is tolerably large and pretty well peopled. 
Salaminia is feated near the Sea in the Pro- 
vince ofSalamhmu It is but a fmall Town^ 
and its chief Trade is Salt. Larneca^ the 
Place I was at, is a Town of great Trade, 
becaufe here they load and difembark all the 
Merchandifes. The Englijh^ French^ Ve- 
netians and Neapolitans have here each a 
Conful. Our own Conful George Wake-- 
man^ Efq; then adled for the Dutch. This 
Gentleman was extremely civil to me while 
I ftayed, and entertained me very hand- 
fomely. I intended to have qualified my- 
felf to have given a particular Defcription 
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of the Place, but our Conful affured me 
there was nothing worth feeing. They 
have indeed a Church dedicated to St. ha- 
%aru$^ whom our Saviour raifed from the 
Dead, and whom they pretend was buried 
here, but the Pcopie at Marfeilks likewife 
claim the fame Honour, and ta may other 
places with as much Truth as they. 

But perhaps the Reader will not be dif. 
pleafed if I give him a more accurate Ac- 
count of this Ifland from Mr, Drumvumd^ 
who made the Tour of it about a Dozen 
Years ago. Cjfrus^ fays he, is about 70 
Leagues in Length, between iS or 20 in 
Breadth, and its Circumference may be 
about 160. .The Soil is an excellent fertile 
Clay, producing fpontapeoufly whatever is 
fown in a Place where there happens to be 
the leaft Mbifture •, fo that were the natives 
induftrious they might make of this Ifland 
a pcrfedt Paradife. Here are few Rivers, 
but the want of them is fufficiently fupplied 
by Springs, Rivukts and Winter Rains. 

Our Author in g6ing to Famagufta was 
obliged to ride upon a Mule with a ragged 
patched Packfaddle, and a Goad pointed 
with Iron inftead of a Whip, odierwife the 
Bcaft would not ftir. At the G^tes of the 
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Town he was obliged to alight and walk o- 

ver the Bridge, becaufe the Turks permit ifo 

CbrijUan to ride upon it. The Fortifications 

were iovmtxly good, but at prcfcnt they are 

quite out of Repair, and they mount only fix 

pr eight Pieces of Brafs Cannon. In the Year 

1 7 J5 this Town was confiderably damaged 

by an Earthquake, which threw down a 

Mofque which had formeriy been a Chrif- 

tian^ Church dedicated to St. Sophia^ bury- 

ing in its Ruins above 200 Turks who were 

then at worfhip. They have Marble in 

the Neighbourhood, and yet their Edifices 

are built with a light fpungy Stone, which 

moulders away with the Weather. The 

Govcri»r's Palace ntvtx was a fuperb 

Building, but there are ftill die Arms ot 

Vmct over the Gate, with an Infcription 

fhewid^ the Age of the Building and the 

Name of the Perfbn who founded it. \x\ 

the Front there are two granite Pillars quite 

apart with the Bafes and Capitals of white 

Marble, and between thofe a Sarcophagusi 

adorned with Feftoons. This perhaps wa^ 

a Burial-place. The Bay is a good Harbour * 

for Shipping. ' • 

Lameca is a Town fituated about a Mile 

from a fpacious Bay, but it hath nothing 
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worth feeing. The Houfes are built of 
Mud (haped like Brick and dried in the 
Sun. They arc never higher than one 
Story, becaufe Earthquakes are rery fre- 
quent here. There are three mean Churched 
belonging to the Greeks^ a Francifcan Con- 
vent, and another of Capuchins,together with 
a Trench Faftory and a ConfuL Mr. Wake* 
man^ of whom he gives a good Charadter, 
was Conful for the Engtijhy Dutch and Ve- 
netians. A fhort Mile from hence is the 
Port of Salines^ in the Neighbourhood c^ 
which there are Lakes where the Venetians 
made great Quantities of Salt. They were 
prcferved at that time by a Wall of Stone 
and Mud, the Remains of which areftill vifi- 
ble. The Salt that is now madi^is fb mixed 
with Dirt that the Value is greatly leflened. 
Perhaps thefe Lakes are fupplied with fuch 
Salt Springs as are in CheJbiPe. Not fiir oS 
there is a Mofque called fokee^ where they 
fey the Grandmother of Mahomet was in* 
terred. 

The Locufts of Cyprus are very prejudi^ 
cial to the Grain ; and the Moors ace obliged 
to tack Bells to their Boots to fright away the 
Afps, the Tarantulaes and other venomous 
Reptiks wKh which this Ifland abounds* 
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There is one Serpent about two Yards long 
of a blackifh hue, with a fort of Coronet 
on its Head, which it carries majcfticaliy 
about a. Foot high as it waves along. 

The Grecian Women who differ Kttle or 
nothing from thofe of the Arcbipelt^gc^ dreft 
in a manner that is wantonly (uperb ; the 
OrnanwntS of their Head are graceful and 
noble, and they have all the Libertinifm 
for which the Cyprian Dames of old were 
lb extremely celebrated. Love and Ava- 
rice divide them, for there is not one will 
deny the Laft Favour if you will come up to 
her Price. The Men have fo little Regard 
to Cbaftity, that they will marry any Wo- 
{nan that hasr but Money, though it has 
beciv got by the fweat of her body. Some 
mdeed are in the contrary Extreme, and 
will allow them to go no where but to 
Church, and' yet even there they find out 
Means to cuckold their Hufbands. 

The Government of Cyprus is farmed by 
the Grand Vifier at 310,000 Piafters^ 
Ann. which is near 39,000 Pounds, and 
yet the Governor is changed every Year. 
Bribery and Corruption have here arrived 
at fuch a Height, that nothing will be done 
b; People of all Ranks withou^t si Prefent : 
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Even all forts of Crimes may be pardoned 
if a Man has but Money, as for inftance^ 
he that has murdered another is only fub- 
Jed to aTax of twoPiafters yearly or there- 
abouts. Every Man is fubjeft to an Im- 
port; which the Officers colleil: with the 
utmoft Severity. He that cannot pay it 
has his Goods fold, and if they do not 
amount to the Sum, he is cither imprifon- 
ed or bailinadoed into the Bargain, and his 
Wife and Children turned adrift without 
Mercy. The Judge himfelf pronounces a 
Sentence in favour of him that bids higheft« 

There is but one Archbilhop in the Ifland, 
and he, under fome Pretence or other, by 
the Countenance of the Moflalem, fleeces 
the People, and goes fnacks in the Plund^-. 
This was the Cafe in 1743. There arc 
three Bifliops who, befides their fettled Re- 
venues have feveral Ways of railing Money. 
The Priefts are extremely ignorant, and 
either live entirely on the Charity of the 
Parifhes o^ fubmit to the meaneft Employ- 
ments to get Money. 

The Exports of this IQand are Silki 
Wool, Umber, Carrobeaa and Wine. The 
Imports are French and Venetian Broad-- 
cloth, and fometimes a few Bales of Britifii 
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Manufadures, Cutlery Ware, Watches, 
Teys, Pepper, Sugar, Tin, Lead and all 
forts of S\\ks. But the People are fo mi- 
ferably poor, there is no great Confump- 
tion of any of thefe Things. There are 
three forts of Vermilion in this Country, 
and Strata of Arhefios near Baffo and in 
other Places. 

Seventeen Miles from Larnica there is a 
high Hill which ferres for a Land Mark, 
called Mount Croce^ on the Top of which 
ftands a fmall Greek Church dedicated ta 
the Holy Crofs, and where they pretend 
there is a Piece of the real Crofs. Three 
Miles from it there is a Chapel and 
Convent, where our Author once dined 
with Conful fFakeman and . Mn Bedif^Hn^ 
and where the Father ferved as Prieft^ 
Hoftler and Innkeeper. The Air aboiat 
Larnica is {<y impregnated with S^t that it 
even i^icks to the Skin of the Inliabitants. 

tJicqfia is delightfully fituated in a Plain, 
between Olympus and a Range of Mountains, 
It was .fen^ly well fortified by the Vene- 
ticmsy but now their Works are all in Ruins. 
Here all the Venetian Nobility that were 
ogon the Ifland refidcd. It is about^^hree 
Milc$ in Cir<jumfcrcnce, and there are Plan-v 
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tarions of Olives, Almonds, Lemons, 0-. 
ranges, Mulberies and Cyprefs interfperfect 
among the Houfes, which gives the Town 
a delightful Appearance. The Church of 
SanSltt Sophia is an oM Gothick Strudure,. 
and the only^ Building that remains entire. 
The 7«rib. have changed it into a Mof- 
que and dcftroyed the Ornaments. There 
h a pleafant Road from Nicajta to Lendfol^^ 
where there is a good Bay for Shipping an(^ 
fome fmall^ Trade. There is a very wretch- 
ed Gaflje. From thence to within eighr 
Miles of Lamu0 the Country isnotdifa- 
greeable, but the felt Air for want of 
Moifture renders it very unwholfome. The 
Ground is fb foft that one Man can plougb 
it with two lean Oxen only, and inftead of 
a Harrow they ufe a thick Plank on which 
a. Man ftands. Inftead of threfhing they^ 
drive thick Planks nailed together over the- 
Corn, in which broken- Flints or fttbles- 
are ftuck^ with- a Man. (landing; upon, 
them. 

• In 1748 our Author returned to X,4ir;ir/Vif- 
again, and made- the following Obferva- 
tions. The firft Place we^ hear of was- 
Cbifty^ a Village on the Banks of the River- 
3f^//^a, over which there i$ a Bridge? with- 

four 
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four Arches not ill built. Here is no an-^ 
chorage except for fmall Barges,, whichi 
proves it is not the ancient Cititem. Fronv 
the Salines and feveral Marks of Antiquity y, 
Larnica Icem* to be the Place where that 
City flood, j8^/bVr Balhaw was at a vaft £x^ 
pence in 1747 in^ making Aqueduds t(>> 
bring Water ixorxiiArpera to Larnica whicb. 
are fix Miles diftant,, but they, were noti 
finifhed till 1750, three Years after he had: 
refigned his Government,, though he had 
left Money> for. that Purpofe.: 

Cbitty is beautified with a Number o£* 
Silk Gardens i The Road from thence to- 
Maroni is very pleaTant, being bounded om 
the one Side with Hills, and on the. other 
by the Sca^ and is adorned with Variety of 
Olive and Locuftr trees. Maroni is delight- 
fully fituated upon a rifing Ground, having:; 
a Command of a beautiful and extenfive: 
Plain. Here are many Rivulets in the 
rainy Seafbn,. no Marks of which. appear ia^ 
the Summer, and feveral Channels of Ri-^ 
vers not mentioned by. anci«nt Geogra- 
phers.. 

He could not meet with the leail Remains- 
of the ancient Temple oS Venus znd.Jdonis^ 

tijmatbus\ hut^whea hecame toUmefil^^ 

was. 
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was convinced it was the ancient Qirhtm 
It has a full open Bay which former Tra- 
vellers have faid was no better than a Mill- 
pond. The Village Jgradiri (lands upon a 
Neck of Land which joins the Curium Pro- 
montory now called by the Italians ^ Cupo di 
Gato^ from the Cats the Piiefts of St. 5^- 
fil were obliged to keep to deftroy the Ser- 
pents. The Country is open and pteafanc 
from hence to Cohs^ where there is aftrong 
Iquare Tower built by Lewis dc Mapia^j 
Commander of the Knights Hoipitatlers* 
Here you crofs a fine 6.iver, and in a little 
time arrive at Pifcapi a large beautiful Vil- 
lage, round which there are fonne grand 
Ruins, and the adjacent Grounds were 
watrcd by an Aqueduct from the Riv«". 
Here was formerly a Grove facrcd to ApolU^ 
and there are now Ruins rcfembling a 
Temple. Hence the Road to Baffo lies 
through Livathi^ and over a fatiguing 
rocky Way in the Neighbourhood of P/- 
fouri. 

There are no Remsuns at Baffo of any 
Antiquities, this Town being quite modern^ 
and is large and agreeable ; but there have 
been noble Buildings about the Port, or 
Papbos Antigua^ and fome broken Coliimnt 
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which probably belong to the Temple of 
Venus. , It was thrown down by an Earth- 
quake about fifteen hundred Years before 
the Birth of Chrift; but being rebuilt, is 
iaid to be razed to the Ground by St. ^ar^ 
nabas in the fortieth Year of the Chriftian 
jSra. But this muft be a Fidion, for the 
Chriftians had no Authority at that Time. 
Bolides it was an Afylum in the Reign of 
TiberiuSy and Titus Vefpafian confulted the 
Oracle here in his Return from Corinih. 
There are ibme tranfparent Stones found to 
theWeflward of Baffo^ which were once 
given out, but falfly, to be Diamonds. 

From Baffo our Author took his Pro- 
grefs Northward through dangerous rug- 
ged Mountains^ prefenting in many Places 
fr%htful Precipices. The Woods arc thin 
4nd the Hills bare, but the intermediate 
Ground is tolerably good, and about 
Strcmmbi particularly fo. The Inhabitants 
here are induilrious, and the Soil repays 
the Labour of the Hufbandmen. At jba^ 
mas he met- with the Spring called the 
Fountain of Love, which is faid to in* 
creafe Vigour. Stremnbi is a plea&nt po* 
pulous Village whofe Inhabitants were great 

Admirers of his ftrange Drefs, After he 

left

left this Village he fell in with a deep Gut 
upon the rocky Sides of the River Sytnbula^ 
which he was mightily taken with, betwecn^ 
two impending Hilk J but in leaving thi^ 
pleafant Retreat he fell down a Precipice 
which had like ta have coft him his Lifew 
However he dinedthe fame Day in a delight- 
ful Grove of tali fpreading Trees, near the 
River Piergaj harf by which is a perpendi* 
cular Pillar faid to be built by a* neighbour-^ 
ing Queen whofe Palace was in the Moun- 
tains. At Night he lay at Le/ca^ sl Town 
prettily fituated on a winding River witlv 
Variety of Gardens, and the next Day he. - 
pafled the River Canara feveral. Times, and 
(bmetimes met with horrible Precipices,, 
which yet gave fome Pleafure by diverfi- 
fying the Pro(pc6t» He- faw no- Vineyards- 
till after he had paft the River Gamba^ and 
then he fell in with a Land where he met* 
with the Perfume oi Rofes^ Honey fuckleSg. 
and aromatic Shrubs^. Soon after he came 
to the Convent oi Madonna M Cbekka^ the- 
Papa of which, in Pmnt of l^ignity, is nor 
much inferior to a BiOiop. This Place is^ 
well enQugh ornamented, but the Particu^ 
Ucs are not worth mentioning.. 
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The Valley of SolUa is the fineft in thc: 
whole Iflandy having pleafant Villagea, 
fcattered round about it, and the adjacent 
Hills have Plenty of Wbod and Water.. 
Merfou is a very chearful. Place and ilandi 
about a Mile ana a half from the Sea, and' 
the Church is one of the handfomeft Build- 
ings iti the Ifland". About fix or eight: 
Miles from hence the People ieemed to be. 
induftrious, for they diredl the Springs, 
into Relervoirs>, from whence they are. 
diftributed over the Lands. The firft Cy- 
prefs-tree our. Author faw was at the ViK 
lage £/&, where there is a good Gateway; 
over which there is a handfome Bajfo Relie- 
vo. His next Vifit was to Agios Largos^ 
properly called St. Hilarion^. It ftands on. 
riie Summit of a Hill which is fo very fteep, 
diat no Beaft can mount it to the Weft- 
ward* This Gaftle has been prodi^oufly. 
ftrong, but there Is no Ihfcription left to 
Ictus know who built it. Two Hburs from: 
hence is Gerinia a Sea-port Town, which. 
has been wcH walled with Towers, Bafti-: 
ons and a Foflb. 

De la Pap^ fuppofed to have been 2t 

Monaftery, has been a very elegant Struc* 

ttire> butit now lies in Ruins. Among the 

Rock^ 
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Rocks about Jglos Pbmentts there are found 
human Bones and Teeth perifhed. The 
Convent of St. Cbryfoftom is a large indif- 
ferent Building, and Ibme Parts are of good 
Marble well wrought^ with tolerable Mo- 
faic variegated Stones. Here is a great 
deal of Gilding and Painting, but nothing 
of a Piece. It ftands at fome Diftance from 
G/f^j,, three Miles from which is PaUcifwa^ 
where there was formerly aTemple facred to 
the Queen of Love ; the laft remaining 
Stones of wl\ich were removed to build a 
Houle for the Cadi. 

Citrea is one continued Chain of Gar. 
dens and Summer- Houfes, watered with 
living Streams. There is nothing beauti- 
ful about Sanata Nappa^ though it is much 
admired, except a Fountain in a Convent 
under a Cupola. Near it is a pretty little 
Harbour where poor People go a fifhkg 
in Boats of a peculiar Texture, they beli^ 
only a few Sticks bound togpther, in which 
the Fi^hermaa^ fits and rows, with a Pad- 
dle. From thence he returned to Lanmm 
again, and then took his Ppogicls North-, 
ward through' the Mountains. He- after- 
wards paffed frorn M(^landrina tathc Bay 
ofltmfmg where Veflfeb from tbq J^jOI come 
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to an Anchor ; and it is a Place of Safety, 
the Ground being clean and good Ab6ut 
three Miles farther is a Bluff Head^ where- 
on is to be feen the Ruins of Sanlia Maria^ 
which perhaps was formerly Macaria. The 
Village of Jgatba is extremely pleafaint, ly- 
ing on the Skirts of the Mountains. From 
hence he afcended a fteep Hill to view the 
Buildings and Fortifications of the Caftle 
of Caniaraj but they were not near in i(^ 
good Order as was expeded. 

The greatdl Part of the Country is ex^ 
^tremely pleafant, eipecially from J^aieni 
to the Plat&mffa^ where the rifing Sroundb 
covered with Woods and opening Glades^, 
form an agreeable Con traft. There is mucL 
rural Sweetnefs in the Nei^bouttood of 
jigics Andrmanfh PaflS^g heace by feve-^ 
ral ruined Edifices, be arrived at the mgk 
dern Cyprus^ a Village nneanly built^ though 
once fam'd for its Beauties, though there is 
now not one handfome Woman in the 
Place. Here the Gratks have a Church 
built without any Tafte ; but k hath wooi- 
en carved Work, which is fo good, that i( 
feems to have been the Produdt of ^rlier 
Ages. 

Two 
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Two Miles Eaftward arc the Rums of a 
Village, from whence he afcendcd to the 
Top of Mount Ofympus, where Fenus had 
pnce a Temple, in the Place of which there 
are now the Ruins of a wretched Greek 
Chapel. This Spot is intolerably cold, 
and the Air fo moift, that it will zffcdt any 
Thing made of Iron in ones Pocket. From 
hence he palTd through a Variety of good 
and bad, beautiful and bleak Grounds, 'till 
he came to the Convent, Canatcarga^ which 
is built upon the Model of the antient 
Gre^ Churches. After this he arrived at 
the Village of Rofala^ furrounded with 
Corn-Fidds, pleafant Gardens, a beautiful 
Tuft of Trees, and a natural Fence of 
little Hilh. Half an Hour farther is Ko* 
fftaioukgou^ which is prettily fituated, and 
the Fidds are w^Il laid out to*7ards the Sea. 
It was formerly an extenfive Place, adorned 
wiih fourteen Churches, moft of which lie 
in Ruins. 

Through a Number of delightful Spots 
he pur fu'd the Road to Famagujlay and at 

Cqfiro he faw Cifterus, with the Remains of 

a Town and Fort,^ upoa a little Hill. Hq 

alfo trac'd a Caufeway made in the RofMn^ 

Mwacrj^ the whole Way to Salamis where 
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he loft it for a While, and then found it 
again, and then it proceeded almoft as fai^ 
as the Garrifon. Here he and his Compa- 
ny were fuppofed to be Spies by the Vul* 
gar, which exposed him to fome Danger, 
for which Rcafon he return *d to Larmccti 
I fliali now return to my own Journal. 

There is as much Difference in the Com^ 
plexion of the Ladies, and thofc of Bengal^ 
who were lately converfant with us, as be- 
tween Alabafter and Porphyry, which you 
will fay was a great Temptation for one iit 
my Situation ; efpecially as I could not help 
revolving in my Mind the various Scenes 
of Pleafure which the Hiftorians tell us 
were aAed in this Ifland. However I bad 
no Converfation with them, having made 
a Refolution to live in a very contii>en{ 
Manner during this Journey. But perhaps 
you will fay my^ Forbearance was not owing 
fo much to Principle as Prudence ; and that 
I was unwilling to fall- a Martyr to f^us^ 
or at leaft that I was unwilling tp carry off 
any of her Relicks from Cyprus \MCf England. 
But be that as it may, I only am relating 
what really happened without troubling my 
Head about the Motive others may afcribe 
my Behaviour to* Yet 1 was not entirely 

dpftitutt* 
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deftitute of the Company ot Women of a 
more virtuous Character; for the Confui 
was married to a very agreeable Lady of 
Conftantinopkj who had a maiden Sifter, 
with both whom I had the Honour to be 
acquainted. But to return to my Voyage. 

/ii^uji the 30th, a Privateer of Savoy 
came in here with a ^lag of Truce, which 
had taken feveral Prizes from the Turks and 
Creehj and wanted to know if they would 
releaie then^. In the Evening we f^ed 
^m hence with an Eafterly Wind^ which 
foon feirfook ixsx and then we had a Wefter-* 
ly one whidi blew very ilrofig» and whidi 
made it fifteen Days» before we reachM 
^ Illand of Rhodes. When we came th^ie 
!iii^ found we couid not weather the Souths 
crmoft Poiftt) ^ which made the Capcain to 
de^rnaine to wwH t^o^gh tbdJlriifeUgo. 
Therefore on Sipun^er the i^A, we went 
round to the Northward, palling clofe by 
the Qty of the feme Name. 

I can fay little or nothir^ of this Ifland 
from my own Obfervation, and therefore 
I (hall give you a Ihort Defcription of it 
from an Author of undoubted Credit. ^ 

The Ifland of Rhodes is about 150 Miles 
in Cif cumferenccy and near 50 in Diameter. 

The 
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The Soil is fertile and produces good Paf- 
turc -, it has Plenty of Wioe which is very 
good, and the Fruits, fuch as Citrons, 
Olives and Oranges, are very ddicate. 
There is Plenty of Honey j and the Inha- 
bitants make Soap, Tapeftry and Camb- 
lets. The Statue of Apollo^ which was for- 
merly erc&ed here, was very remarkable. 
It ftood at the Entrance of the Port upon 
two Pillars, and was feventy Cubits high, 
infomuch that a Ship under Sail might pafs 
between its Legs. It was all of Bronze, and 
was reckoned one of the fcven Worders of 
the World. It was overthrown by an 
Earthquake, and when the Saracens be- 
came JViafters of this Ifland in 66^^ they 
broke it in Pieces, and carried it away in- 
to Egypt y by the Help of 900 Camels. 

When after the Time of the Crufadoes 
the Knights of St. John were driven out 
of the Holy Land, they took this Ifland 
from the Saracens in 1309, and continued 
Matters of it for about 200 Years. They 
were forced from hence by Soliman II. Em- 
peror of the ^urks in 1522, for which Pur- 
pofe he brought no lefs than 200000 Men. 
Thefe Knights defended themfelves in fuch 
a defperate Manner for fix Months, when 

per- 
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. perceiving they were like to havd no Affift- 
ance out of Cbrijlendom^ they thought pro- 
per to capitulate, after they had deftroyed 
ZocxM Turks. Amarat Affar^ z Poriuguefe znd 
grand Chancellor of the Order, held Intel* 
Ugence with the Grand Seignior, and be- 
trayed the Defigns of the Brotherhood, 
who had promifed him his Daughter in 
Marriage. But he was puniihed for his 
Treachery ; for Soliman let him know, that 
in order to efpoufe a Turkifo Princefs, he 
muft be ftripp*d of his Chriftian Skirt, and 
accordingly caufed him to be flea'd alive, 
and inftead of a nuptial Bed, put him in 
one covered with Pepper and Salt, Charles 
V. Emperor of German;/^ beftowed Malta 
on thofe Knights which they ftill keep Pof- 
feflion of. 

The only Town of Note in this Ifland is 
Rhodes^ which was formerly a ftrong noted 
Place, but is now much decayed. It is a 
Sea-Port Town, is about three Miles in 
Circumference, and is pleafantly feated on 
the Side of a Hill, yielding a very good 
Profpeft. The Walls, the Caftle and the 
Round Tower, which are feated at the 
Mouth of the Haven, are all in a ruinous 
Condition. The Houfes are built after the 

Italian 
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Italian Manner, the Streets well paved and 
the Bazars or Market Places are very' well 
formih«l. There is a Piazza on on^e Sde 
of the Harbour, which laft is Ihut up every 
Night with a Chain. Moft of the Inhabi- 
tants of the Ifland are Greeh, who are mi- 
fcrably opprelsM and very poor.. Thev 
are not fuffcred to live in the Town, though 
thcje^s have that Privilege. The Chur?h 
of St. 7^A» IS a very noble Struaurc, but 
It is^ow converted into a Mofque, and the 
Ifland IS governed by a Turiijh Baihaw 

On Septmitr the ,9th, we reach'd the 
Straits of Cm^^, where we were favoiired 
with a Northerly Wind, which afterwards 
went round to theEaftward, and continued

Here we were kept from the 4th of Om^ 

nil the 7th, when we ventured out, Jeav 
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ing four Ships behind us who durft not 
(lir. However, by the Alfiftance of this 
Guft of Wind we reached Marfeilks on the 
9Ch. Ships which come from the LtocM^ 
go to an Ifland about two Miles diftant 
from the City called Pom^uiy where there 
is a very good Mole which is formed by 
Nature. 

0£iober the i ith, we entered into the Ztf- 
T^etto^ where Perfons of all Ranks and 
Degrees, the very highcft not excepted, are 
obliged to perform Quarantine, if it has 
not been done in the Ship they arrived in. 
It will be beft for every Perfon to have a 
Patent for himfelf, left the Captain fliould 
forget to put you into his. This you may 
have of your own Conful, and it will coft 
you a Turkijb Chequin. As foon as the 
Ship arrives at Pomegtdy the Captain makes 
a Report of the Ship, and from whence 
it came, and then the Intendant gives an 
Order for your Reception. The fooner 
you enter the better, for the Days you ftay 
aboard the Ship are 'not reckoned with 
thofe of the Quarantine till all the Lading 
is taken out. When there is a clean Pa* 
tent the Ship muft ride 25 Days at Poma^ 
gut after it is empty, and 15 more nearer 
3 the 
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the Town. But if otherwife, the Tinie of 
Waiting will be doubled. 

The Regulation for thofe who enter the 
LazaretfPf is as follows ; namely, from 
Aleppo^ Vfprus and the Levant 20 Days^ 
when the Patent is clean ; if otherwife 30^ 
and fometimes 40. But if from Conftantino- 
fle^ the Time is always 30 Days at leaf^^ 
becaufe the Plague is conftantly at that City 
more or lefs. Likewife from Places nearer 
Home, as Algiers or Tunis i the Stay mufl: 
be 25 or 30 Days ; becaufe the Shortnefs of 
the Paflage makes it doubtful, whether any 
of the Ship's Company may yet fall ill of 
of the Plague or not, or whether the Goods 
may contain any Thing that may Ipread a 
peftilential Contagion. 

After you are entered the Lazaretto^ the 
Captain of that Place will come and pay 
you a Vifit, and if you have a Patent, after 
dipping it in Vinegar, he will fend it to 
the Intendant, who is to appoint the Time 
of your Stay, ih Confequence of the above 
Regulations. Then he orders you a Room 
and a Man for your Guard. The Rocwis 
are up Stairs, and are very convenient. 
They are ten in a Row, and have a Gallery 
before them 225 Feet in Length : But ' 

H theft 
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thefe Apartments are only for the Paflen- 
gcrs, and have no Furniture except a Turn- 
Port to lay your Bed on. When there is 
only one Paflenger, he has a Room to him- 
felf, and-half a Dozen would have no more 
for tfce whole Company. 

With Regard to eating, thofe that have 

<a Mind may dine at an Ordinary, which is 
much the beft Way for fmgle Perfons and 
Forei^ers. If there were four or five who 
had an Acquaintance in the Town to fend 

them Provifions, they might drefe them 
jfeeoifelvcs, if they were dcfirous of fkving 
Ch^rgps:; for this is a much che^r Me- 
thod of Living* If you eat at the Ordina- 
ry, you muft agree, with the Maftcr for the 
Price, and fie will provide a Dinner, more 
or Irfs plentiful according to your Pay.

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For the above Allowance, I had a Din- 
ner and Supper of good wholefome Provifi- 
ons, and dreft in a neat cleanly Manner ; 
but they find you no Breakfaft. The La- 
zaretto is about a Mile in Circumference^ 
and you may walk where y6u will, provided 
your Guide is along with you. But yoii 
muft. take. care to haV6 no Commiinication 
with any other Ro6m, nor muft you touch 
arty 6f the' ClOaths, Goods or Merchandizes 
which are dHperfed about in different Pla- 
ces, unlefs you have a f^ind to ftay in the 
Laztretto as lottg as the t^^rfon who is the 
Owner of them, or the Goods themfelves 
are kept there. This Caution is the more 
neceflary, becaufe it h very natural for Per- 
foiis^, when they fee Cotton, Silks, ^c. lie 
fcatterM about, to exaniine into the Good- 
nefs of them, without thinking any Harm • 
and by that Means be obliged to ftay triple 
the Time,. they otherwife would have done. 
On the other hand, if you touch* any Per- 
fon who came in before you, and perhaps 
expefts to go out in two or three bays, he 
irioft be kept in the Lazahtto as long as you. 
Howevtr you walk about in the Company 
of other Gentlemen, without D^rtger of hav- 
ing^ your Tifrte^ prcft6ngiea, if yofi take 

H 2 care 
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care to keep at a little Diftance from each 
other. This takes off from the Lonelinefs 
of the Confinement, and makes the Time 
feem lefs tedious. 

All your Letters, if you fend any, muft 
be firft dipt in Vinegar before they are put 
into the Poft, and therefore it will be ne- 
ceffary to have a Corrcfpondent in the City 
to take care of them, and dry them before 
they are fent to the Office. Letters are 
forwarded to England on Wednefdays and 
Fridays, and are eleven Days on the Road. 
A fingie Letter will coft one Shilling and 
two Pence to London. 

All the Rooms are diftinguifhed by Num- 
bers over the Doors, and when any one 
wants to fpeak with you out of the City, he 
comes to the Gate of the Lazaretto^ at which 
Time the Door-Keeper tolls a large Bell, 
as many Times as the Number over the 
Door of the Perfon wanted. But if after 
the Number is compleated, he then tolls 
the Bell once, it is a Signal that the Guard 
only is wanted. The Sound of this Bell is 
fb loudj that it may be heard at a great 
Diftance very diftinftly. Therefore it is no 
Wonder that the People in the Rooms 
(hou!d never miftake the Signal, who are 

only 
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only a Quarter of a Mile from it. The 
Gate of the Lazaretto is fenced with double 
Palifadoes, which are about ten Feet aftrn- 
dcr, and between them is a Network of 
Wire, to prevent your conveying the leaft 
Trifle to the Perfon on the Outfide, fo care- 
ful are they to prevent the Communicatt^ 
on of any Infeftion. At this Gate you may 
convcrfc with any Perfon who conies to kt 
you. 

If you have any Thing quite new about 
you, which does not appear to have been 
worn, though it be a new Handkerchief in 
your Pocket, or a new Pair of Shoes, on 
your Feet, you muft then be confin'd as 
long as the Cargo; which is a Remark 
worth Obfervation, But if the Things you 
have on, or which you carry about you 
have been ufed for fome Time, no Notice 
is taken of them to your Difadvantage^ 
Therefore all thofe Things which you have 
no immediate Occafion for, will beft be 
made up into a Bundle, and left with the 
"ViTriter of the Ship ; and when the Cargo is« 
clear^ you will have it again. Thofe who^ 
take SnuflF or Tobacco, muft leave them be- 
hind in the fame Manner, if any Part re-^ 
mains unconfumed. In ihort every Thing:

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15 under a particular Regulation, infomuch 
that a Man would run the Rifque of being 
fent to the Gallies, if he endeavoured to 
conceal any one Thing that is contraband 
in his Baggage, though never fo fmall \ and 
therefore it will be much the fafeft Way to 
♦)mply with the eftablifh'd Rules in every 
Thing. However nothing is looked upon as 
contraband, while it remains in the Lazaret lo^ 
for you may bring any Thing on Shore, and 
place it there ; but before it is taken out^ it 
muft be reported and pay the Duty? , 

The Day before you arc at Liberty tsp ^ 
out, you muft be pcrfumfd as they t^vm 
it ; which is thus perfoirmed, Ti)ey rndk^t 
a Straw Fire in the Middle of your Roomt 
and throw on it a Mixture of fevcral 
Drugs, and when the Room is full of 
Smoke, they oblige you to enter it ^ when 
the Door and Windows are Ihut, Hei« 
you muft ftay about four Minutes. This i« 
defign'd to fnee all your Things as well 
as yourfelf from any infeftious Partides^ 
which may yet lie concealed. The next 
Morning you may go out as early a6 you 
pleafe, and by that Means gain aDay or 
two of the appointed Time of your Stay. 
For if yPV^ ^re appointed to continue in the

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ZMzaretto^ as I was 20 Days, if you come in 
late in the Evening, and go out early in the 
Morning, your Stay will be but eighteen 
compleat Days ; for the Days you come in 
and go out are reckoned in the Number.

You are now to apply to your Acquain* 
tance in the City, if you have made any, for 
Advice in getting a con venient Lodging in a, 
creditable Houfe, for there are feveral Pub- 
lick Houfes of Reception, whicU are here 
called Bergts or Auberges^ and are generally, 
very good. The Houfe which I lodged at, 
was the Afo//^j Crofs, which I recommend 
as a good one. Here you may have an Apart- 
ment for yourfelf, and dine at an Ordinary. 

H 4 i« 
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in the Houfe for four Livres a Day, for 
which yoii will be well entertained. Befides 
if yoii choofe to make any ftay you wtU meet 
with Diverfions of various kinds. 

OSfoher the 30th, I came out of the 
Lazaretto, and went to Mr. {Vhatly^ who 
had done me feveral kind Offices during 
the Time I was confined, and which a 
Stranger ftands greatly in need of. As 
I was in a Hurry to get home, I did not 
ftay long enough to make any Obfervations 
upon Marfeilks worth communicating, for 
which reafon I fhall ^ve you fome Ac- 
count of this City from Travellers who 
have had Leifure enough to confider it 
diftinftly- 

Marfeilks is feated at the Bottom of a 
Hill, which looks like an Amphitheatre at 
feme Diftance off when you are at Sea. 
Its Harbour is of an oval Form, and is 
very much frequented by trading Veflels. 
The Key or Quay is thirteen or fourteen 
hundred Paces long, on which there are 
ibme of the fineft Houfes in the City. The 
Walk on the Side of it is the more agree- 
able as Part of it is full of Shops in the Day- 
time, belonging to the Workmen of the 
Gallics. They are well furniflied with Goods 

aod 
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and Nicknacks of various kinds, but the 
Purchafers muft take care of being cheatedl. 
The Entrance into the Port is (hut up with 
a Chain, which ifc fupported by three Stone 
Pillars erefted at proper Diffances, leaving: 
jufl: room enough for the paflage of a larger 
Veflel between them. The Harbour is* 
Targe enough to contain 600 Vefleh,, 
which arrive daily from afl Parts of the 
World, and import all kinds of Merchandife. 

^ The Cariiedral Church called the Nirtre^ 
Dame the greater, is dedicated to St. Laza-- 
r«iand is a gloomyStrudhirejit was formerly^ 
a Templfe dedicated to Venus^ or, as fome 
fey, to Diana oiEphefus. Ir is of a very^ 
extraordinary Figure "which they have nott 
altered' ip any mannerj and there are ftill* 
remaining the large Columns on. which the 
Statue of [the Goddeftr was placed: The 
Church iis rich inr Reliques, for here tliey^ 
fhew you the Head' of St. Lazarus\ and' 
that of Si.Cannatj the Foot of St; ViBor^ 
and many of the fame kindt Near the 
Cathedral there is^ a Chapel built on the 
Spot where they fay Mary Magdalen, ftoodl 
ito preach the Gofpd to the Idolaters; wiiea* 
they came out of the Temple;- . 7

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Minerva. In the Collegiate " and Parifh 
Church of Minerva^ they have an Image 
of the Virgin Mary in Silver. It is five 
Feet and a half high with a Crown and 
Ornaments of immenfe Value. The Church 
of St. Saviour now belonging to the Nuns^ 
was f9rmerly confecrated to Apollo. All 
t^fe Temples are convincing Proofs 
of the Antiquities of Marfeilles^ as well as 
two other Temples on each Side the Har- 
bour, with the Towers, one of which is 
called St. Jobn^ and the other St. Nicolas. 

The Abbey of SvViSor belonging to the. 
Monks of St. BemdiSi is at the Foot of the 
Citadel, and looks like a Caftle, - being in- 
clofcd with Walls,and fortified with Towers 
on the Top of which there is room enough 
to take a Walk. In one of the Chapels 
there is the Head of St. Vi£lor^ and in a. 
Church underneath, the whole Crofs of 
St, Andrew. But it would be endlefs to. 
take notice of all the Reliques or defcribe 
all the Churches and religious Houfes. 

The Citadel of Mfirfeilles^ which com- 
mands the Wtole Town, is feated near th^ 
Harbour, and its Fortifications extend to^ 
th^ Mouth of it. On the .Side of the I^ey 
there ^re. Magazines ^nd a I^o^ital for thc) 
Ccfc.6alley-flaves. I^iallfay nothing of 

3 the 
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the Yards and Docks for building , Ships^ 
but mufl;obferve that moftof the Streets rui^ 
down to the Harbour for the Conveniency 
of the lahabitants, Thofe of the old Towa 
are long and narrow, and tliofe of the new. 
arc fpacious and well built. The Principal 
of thefe is the Cours, , which is forty Paces 
wide, in the middle pf whfch there is a 
large Space planted wth Rows of Elms.. 
This and the Key lerve forpublick Walks.^ 
The Town-^oufe which ftands near the 
Harbour is worth any ones feeing who fhaU^ 
vifit this Place, 

MarJeilUs is fortified with Wails and a 
-Citadel called the ^etragm^ which is the 
Principal of the two and commands Part 
of the Town. At the Diftance of a Ca- 
non Shot from hence is a Fort built on the 
Top of a Hill, from whence the Ships nlay 
be difcovered at Sea as far as Sight can 
reach. ^It is iaid by ibme, that the Arfe- 
nal is the fineft in Europe^ but that may be 
doybted \ howerer it is worth feeing 
'^ >veU; as die different Manufadures 
which are carried oa in it. Like wife there 
arc publick Leftures read therein for the 
Inftruftion of young Perfons in the Art of 
Navigation.. The Jefuits have built aa 
Obfcrvatory in a convenient Place near this

City for aftronomical Obfervations. The 
Fields which furround MarfeiUes are full of 
Summer-hoiifes \ fome fay 6000 \ where 
the Citizens retire in the warm Sealbn of 
the Year to pais the Nights and returnr 
home in the Morning ; but they are wretch- 
edly built and of no great Value, being^ 
only a fingle Pavilion with a Garden plant- 
ed with Fruit-trecsi Thefe Places are 
called Baftides. 

OSoter the 31ft, having taken half a 
Chaife for Lyons Yefterday for which I paid 
forty Livres, and three to the Driver, I 
fet out about two o'clock ki the Afternoon,, 
and arrived at j4Sfx that Night which is the 
firft Stage. In the Summer Time the 
Chaiies,^ which do not go poft, are fix 
Days on their Pallage to Lyons ^ but m the 
Winter it is fbmeti^es much longer ; for 
there are ieveral" Fens on the Road which 
are dangerous to crofs when the Waters 
are out, and the Rains here are always at- 
tendied with Floods, which was* the Cafe at 
that Time, fo that I was ten Days before I» 
leached Lyons. When P came to the River 
Durance fix Miks fhort of Jvignon^ the 
Flood was fo rapid; that it had broke the 
Hawfer which ferved to convey the Ferry- 
-boat over, and they had been two Day^in 
2l repair- 
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repairing the Damage, by which means- 
there were feventy Carriages waiting for a 
F^flage, which were to take their Tums^ 
I ihould not have got over ip two Days if 
fome French Officers, underftanding I was 
a Brother Officer, had not taken me under 
their Protc&ion. They always pretend ta 
be upon theKing^s Bufinefs, and confe- 
quently claim the' firft Turn, which none 
dare to gainfay. When they had eroded 
the River they were fo very obliging as not 
to ftir tMl they had fee» my Chaife over 
with their own. At MonteUmar the Flooi^ 
was fo great we were forced to flop for two* 
Days ; but after this we met with no other 
Obftacle till we came to Lyons^ on the gthi 
cS November y and Chaiges on the Road 
amounted to juft fixty Livres. 

The con^mon Way of travelling from* 
MurJHUes to Lyons is in a Chaife which wilH 
c«Ty fix or feven hundred Weight ^ 
Baggage behind it. Thefe Vehicles move 
forward no fatter than an ^^i^ Waggon^ 
and yet it is looked upon as a. creditable way) 
of travelling. If you are lingle you map 
contraft foe half a Chaife and fet out at 
your own Time^ for the M&fter will ftand 
1^ Chance of finding pu a Companion. 
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that may take th€ other hdlf 5 and in this? 
he runs little or no Hazard, for there art^ 
People always ready? to take a Paflage for 
Lyom. With/egard to the Choice of your 
Company, I would recommend the Fremb 
Officers when they are about to fet out On this 
Joujcncy 5 for ysou will find foipe Advan* 
tage in courting their Favour, they being' 
very poHtd and thcu* Influence uport theRoad 
exceeding great, . becaufe they can com- 
mand what is to be had wherever thej- 
corm. BeGde the poor People, and even 
Ibme of the better fort, ftand in great Awe 
of them. 

In giving you this Advice, I fpeak from 
Experience, and I hope, according to the 
old Proverb; I may praife the Bridge that. 
I pafs over. To fay the Truth, I never 
mtt Ivith fo great Civilities upon the Road 
from Perfon^ to 'whom I was wholly un- 
known, as from the French Officers. They 
likewife entertained me very agreeably with 
the Behaviour of my owin Countrytnet> in 
Flandersy and gave them the higteft En- 
contriums. Moreover they owned that the. 
War was fo far f rdrti creatihg aJny Aver- 
fjonln them to i.h& Engiififf that they had 
the highfiit Eftecm foif ttem^ becaUfd, ^ 
r ! one 
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one pf tKem added, Though yon have not 
been able to withftand us in Flanders^ it 
was owing t6 want of Numbers and riot to 
want of Courage. Befides I cannot help 
doing them the Juftice to acknowledge 
that they are a brave Nation, and notwirh- 
ftanding the Differences .which often arife 
between us, there is no People whom we 
efteem fo much as the Englijh. This is the 
general Chara<5ler Ihave had of my Country- 
men as I travelled through France. 

All the Inns in this Road are very good, 
I think generally better than ours in Eng- 
land^ and Prpvifions tolerably cheap •, for 
you pay thirty Sous for your Dinner, and 
thirty-five for your Supper, including the 
Bed, befides two Pence for the Servants* 
Thefe are the fettled Rates, and no one 
ever pretends to deriiand any m6re. Some 
may expeft now I am at Lyons that I fhould 
give fome Account of the Place, but I have 
not fo much Vanity to pretend to it, dur- 
ing fo ftiort a Stay. I c^n only fay, that 1 
take it to be V very floorifjiing City, and 
that It is the grand Kfart fdr th6 'S^ML and 
Cotton which is imported 'from Turkey^ and 
is here manufaftured. Hence ' it is no 

wonder there, are a great miny. ^hop^ fo^^ 
Brocades, wbVkfed'Waiftcoate^^m.'Iclrarh 
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a moft convenient, pleafant and noble Sir- 
tuation for an inland Town, being builfl 
at the Confluence of the Rivers Rhone and 
^aom.^-^yij Lodging was at the Hotel du^ 
Parc^ and my whole Charges for a Day 
amounted tafour Livres. 

However,, not to deceive the Reader'sEx.- 
peftation entirely, I (hall give him fome Ac- 
count of thisCity from Travellers whofe Re- 
lations may be depended upon, Lyons is a. 
rich, handforae and greatly celebrated Cityv, 
being the moft confiderable in Prance next tO' 
Paris. It was founded by the RomanCor\![Mi 
hmusMunatiusPlancuSy about forty oneYears 
before the Birth of Chrift. It is feated, as^ 
was faid above,, at the Confluence of the 
Rhone and the SaonCy as it were at the 
Centre of Europe and by the Means o£ 
thefe two Rivers it carries on a very flourifh- 
ing Trade. There was an Academy of 
Sciences and BeUes Letters effabFifhed here 
in 170a, and in 1736 an Academy of the 
Beaux Arts. It hath eleven Parifhes, fix. 
GateS) four Suburbs, and 1 50,000 Souls- 
It forms a kind of Peninfula between, 
the abovementioned: Rivera, and is boundr 
cd by two Mountains •, that of St. ^ehafr 
tian ferves as a Bulwark againft the Nortlt 
Wind wlucl) here blows, with great Vioj- 

' tence^ 
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Icncc. This Peninfula, though the largelt 
and beft inhabited Part of Lyons^ is but a 
Pare, for the Saone parts it from that called 
Fourviere^ which hath on its Back the high 
Mountain of St. Juft. To have a good 
View of this Town, you muft go up to 
the Church of Notre Dame de Fourviere^ 
which Mbuntain, with that of the, Char- 
treuXy forms a kind of an Amphitheatre 
along the Side of the Saone of three Quar- 
ters of a Mile in Circuit 5 from this Plat-, 
form y6u niay difcover the whole extent of 
the City and its Environs, which are very 
agreeable on Account of the Diverfity of 
Houfes, Gardens, Meadows, Vineyardt 
and Rivers. 

There are three Bridges over the River 
Saone to keep up a Communication between 
the two Parts of the Town, namely, the 
Bridge of St. Vincent^ which is of* Wood 
and confifts of three Arches 5 the Bridge 
of the Saone is built with Stone and hath 
nine Arches ; that of St. George^ which is 
made of Wood, abuts to the Square of 
ieUec$vr^ now called Lewis le Grand. This. 
Square is near the famous Bridge over the 
Rhone which is about 1200 Feet in Length,. 

aivd bath twenty Arches. This is not built in 9 

right 
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right Line, but has an Elbow oppofite to 
the Current of the River. It was made fo 
narrow that only one Cart could pafs over 
it at a Time, which obliged them to build 
another clofe to it ; but as the Arches were 
fmall, that in the Middle was often choak- 
ed up with Mud, fo that a Workman un- 
dertook to turn that and the next to it 
into one, which he happily efFeded. There 
are feveral Rows of Trees run parallel to 
the Quay or Key, which ferves for a pub- 
lic Walk for the Inhabitants of the Town. 
Thofe who have a mind to fee thft Cn- 
riofides of this City, had beft begin with 
the Metropolitan Church of St. Jobn-. It 
is accounted one of the beft Structures of 
this krnd in France^ though it hath few or 
no Ornaments. It is built on the Ruins 
of an ancient Temple dedicated to Auguftm 
Cdfar. The Dean and Canons affume the 
Title of Counts, and muft be noble for 
four Generations, both on the Father and 
Mother's Side. They have no Or^ns in 
this Church nor Mufick of any fort. The 
grand Altar is low and furrounded with a 
Baluftrade of Copper, but there is only one 
Crucifix upon it with two Candles of yellow 
Wax. Behind the Altar is the Scat of the

Archbifliop when he ofRciates pontificalJy, 
The Clock which is placed on the right 
Side of the Choir is a curious Piece of 
Workman/hip, and in fome Particulars ex- 
cells that at Strafburg.

The Dayto of the Week arc fec-^ 
needed by feven httoiati Figtir^s, our xA 
tvhich appears in a Nich, and they fuccepd 
each. oAer exadly at Midnight j on thtf 
Irft Side is the Dial-plate to fhew the Hours 
and Minutes, This Clock was invented by 
Lippus a Mathematician of Bajle^ who had 
a Penfion for Life for his Performance. It 
received fohie Improvernents from one 
Nourijfen^ and was fixed up in 1660, It is 

no Wonder that a Piece of Mechanifm 

which 
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which contains fo many Movements fhould 
fometimcs be out of Order, and even ftopt 
entirely. 

After this it will be worth while to vifit 
St. PauFsj which is a larger rich Parifh and 
Collegiate Church, than that of St. Law* 
rencey which is near it ; and the reft, in their 
Order, where the Reader, who hath a 
Tafte for Rclicks, will meet with feme- 
thing to fatisfy his Curiofity. The Abbey 
of 'Notre Dame d^Aifmi^ • is one of the rich- 
efl: in the Province, and is remarkable for 
its Archite<5hire, and fome Columns erefted 
above' 1700 Teaf s ago. , ; 

The Squai-e of LewU k Grand^ (b icalled 
fron^ his Statue in Bronze, is the handfom- 
eft in the City, there being large Walks in 
it whioh are terminated at onie End by the 
Rbanej) and W the othpr bythc ^'/wisrf. The 
famTous Hofpital of la Cbarite is pf vaft ex-* 
tent, and contains a great Number of poor 
People. The Square of Torreaust^ is em- 
bell iftied with the fineft Fountain in the 
City. 

The Hotel de VUle^ or Town-Houfe ia 
one of the moft magnificent, and moft re- 
gular Struftures of this Kind in Europe^ and 
i;oataina feveral remarkable Curiofities ia 

Ar- 
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Architedure, Sculpture and Painting, par- 
ticularly the Portraits of all the Kings of 
France of the Name of Lewis. The Hotel 
Dieu is feated on the Side of the Rbone^ and 
is a grand Strudure. The Hofpital Street 
is one,of the largeft in Lyons^ Ijpfide which 
the Principal are de la GrenetU^ du Bois^ de 
Flandre^ St, John and Merciere^ There is a 
Church in this laft, which contains a Paint* 
ing of Salviati^ reprefenting our Saviour 
and St. Thomas. It is a large Piece, and 
yet the Queen-Mother oflfer'd to purchafe 
it by covering it with Louidores. There are 
likewife, many remarkable Tombs in this 
Church. The Bookfellers live in the Mr- 
ciere Street, at the End whereof is the 
Market Place, which is rich and full of 

Shops. 

St. Nifier, is the Pari(h and Collegiate 
Church, and was formerly the Cathedral : 
It is adorned with feveral Paintings, aoiong 
which is a remarkable one, reprefent- 
ing the lafl Judgment. The Jefiiits have 
three Houfes in LyonSj whereof two arc 
Colleges, the largeft of which is one of 
the moft magnificent in the Kingdom. In 
the Court there are fine Paintings which 
rcprcfcnt the cntjre Hiftory of this City^

Ffom the Library the Alps may be feen al- 
ways covered with Show. Their Cabinet 
contains Medals and other Antiques, among 
which are the Coias of all the Roman Em- 
perors in Bronze Silver and Gold ; the Idols 
of Rome and Egjpt^ unextinguifliable Lamps 
and Talifmans. But it would be endlefs to 
take notice of all the Churches, Chapels, 
Convents, Nunneries, Gates, the Palace, Ar- 
fenal, and the Roman Antiquities, in and 
about this City, for to defcribc them pro- 
perty, would take up a large Volume. 
Lyons is 250 Miles South-Eaft from Paris. 
But to return to my Journal. At Lyons 
I met with People almoft of all Nations, 
and among the reft three Enilijh Gentle- 
men: But this did not hindclr me from 
thinking of my Journey to Paris^ to which 
there were two Ways of travelling, nnt^. in 
the Poft-Chaife, and in the Dfligetice. 
This laft is a kind of Poft Coach, and fcts 
out every other Day. This is a cheap and 
good Conveyance, and has a Body like a 
Stage Coach, which holds eight People. 
Two fit forward, two backward,^ and two 
look out at each Window. There is one 
Bafket before, and another behmd, which 
•is for carrying mean People, Servsrnts and 

Lug- 
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Luggage. No one has the Privilege of 
chufing a Place more than another, for.fifft 
come firftferved. This Pofl:Coach,asIcall it, 
carries you to P/^win fixJDays though in the 
Depth of Winter. This obliges them to 
have a great Number of Horfes on the 
Road, for they generally df-aw with ten at 
a Time, though they fbmctimei have twen- 
ty, as I can afiert from my own Know- 
ledge ; and they change them four Times 
in a Day. So that without reckoning the 
fupernumerary Horfes which they hi«e occa- 
fionally, they^ havtr 2^0 Horfes at the feve- 
ral Stages. 

The Fare for a Place in the Diligence is 

an hundred Livres, for yourfelf and ten 

Pounds of Baggage ; for you muft pay for 

what is above. A Servant's Fare is half as 

much for riding in the Bafket. But then 

they find every Thing on the Road, as well 

Eating as Beds, which are very good. 

They take care you fhall have Plenty bf 

^11 Kinds of Provifion, and the Coachman 

never fails to wait bn you at Meal-time to 

fee how you like your Entertainment. All 

thefe Things confidered, I think it is the 

chcapeft Way of travelling I ever met 

with. At the End of your Journey, ybu 

give 
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give fix Livres to the Coachniant and on 
the Road about two to the Servants, which 
makes the whole Charge io8 Livres ; the 
Amount of this in Englijh Money is four 
Guineas and a half, for travelling loo 
French Leagues. Thefe in Marine Miles 
are 250 ; but in Ef^lijh Statute Miles, they 
are polefs than 287. 

Perhaps it will not be amifs to give 
fome Account how they are enabled to carry 
Paflengers at fo cheap a Rate ^ in order to 
this, I muft remind you, that they fet out 
every other Day from Lyons^ and the fame 
from Paris 5 fo that there will be three con- 
ftantly on the Road, from Lyons to Paris^ 
and as many from Paris to Lyons at the 
fame Time, fo that the fame Horfes ferve 
for them all, and perform a fingle Stage 
every Day. 

Before I leave Lyons^ it will be proper to 

take notice, that I had Letters of Intro- 

dudion to a confiderable Merchant, for 

which I was obliged to the Friendlhip of 

Mr, fP^batley^ who alfo favoured me with 

another to Sir John Lambert at Paris ; as I 

look upon thefe to be great Favours, it 

would be ungrateful to pafs them over in 
Silence* 

November 
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Novend^er the nth, I fet out from Lyons 
in the Dilligence, but our Paffage on the 
Road was^ quick, that I cannot give any 
Account of the Country through which we 
pafled ; only I obferved in general that it b 
more open than in Ef^land^ and yields a 
delightful Profped to the Travellei^View. 
However it does not appear to be fo Fer- 
tile by much, as our own native Country. 
November tht i6th, I arrived at Pms^ 
and the next Day paid my Refpedts to Sir 
John Lambert^ who made me . a Tender of 
any Service which lay in his Power, but as 
my Stay was fhort, and as I met with ma- 
ny of my Countrymen at the Euglijh CofFee- 
Houfe, I did not chufe to give him unnc- 
ceflary Trouble. 
The Fretuh Court being now at VerfaiHeSy 
I was willing to fee a little of its Splendor, 
and there joined with another EngUJh Gen- 
tleman in hiring a Chaife, and went to pay 
it a Vifit. There I had the Honour of fee- 
ing the King, the Queen, the Dauphin, and 
in fhort the whole Court, Beiides, when 
the King was at the Chapel, I procured the 
Liberty of feeing all the Apartments, which 
as Dryden fays in Cleopatra^ beggars all De- 
fcription, and the Gardens, the Statues, and 

I the 
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the Fountains, juftly merit all the Enco- 
miums that have been beftowed upon them. 
This Palace was built by LewtSfSS . who 
is commonly called le Grand^ and I cannot 
help thinking this Title might be full as 
properly beftowed on this noble Structure, 
for even Envy itfelf when Ihe cafts her 
Eye on it, would name it VerJailUs the 
magnificent ; for fome knowing Travellers 
affirm it is the fineft in the World. 

Verfailles is ten Miles South- Weft of Pa- 
ris^ and the Palace in the Time of Levjts 
XIII. was nothing but an ordinary Country 
Houfc, where the hunting Equipage was 
kept -, but in the fucceeding Reign it was 
embellilhed in the Manner we behold it at 
prefent- It was begun in i66r, and was not 
finiftied till 1687. They reckon that there 
were two Hundred MiBions of Livres ex- 
pended on this Houfe and Gardens. The 
Water-Works are the more wonderful as 
all the Waters which fupply them are 
brought from the Seine through Leaden and 
Copper Pipes, by the Help of the famous 
Machine at Marly. 

From hence my natural Curiofity led me 
t6 fee the Menagerie^ where there is die 
greateft Colleftion of foreign Beafts, s^nd 

Birds 
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Birds in the World. Among fuch a Variety, 
there are n^any Animals which deferve apar- 
ticular Attention, however two which af- 
fedted me more than the reft. The one was a 
Cow, which had a Leg growing out of its 
Neck, and the other was a Dromedary with 
two Humps oa its Back. Before I faw this 
I looked upon the Defcription of this Ani- 
mal to be a mere Fidion. But the Sight 
of this Beaft convinced me I was in an Er- 
ror. Each Hump was fo high, that were 
a Man placed between them on his Back, 
they would reach up t© his Chin. How- 
everi^ that before was turned on one Side by 
its o\jrn Weight, and hung againft the 
Shoulder of this Animal. Hence I conclu- 
ded, that, the Humps of this Creature are 
only Lumps of Fat, like that on the 
Shoulders of Animals of the Buifalo Kind ; 
Whereas the Hump on the Back of the 
Arabian Camel, is a Ridge of Bones, like 
fo many Stumps of another Set of Ribs 
barely covered with Fiefh. Linaus calls 
^ this Animal with two Humps the BaSlrian 
CameL 

Xhole who travel from Lyons to Parisy in 
the Diligence, have little Occafion to trouble 
their Heads about the Road, becaufe they 
hav« little or no Time to make any Obler- 

I 2 vacions 
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vations, but as others who travel in Poll- 
Chaifes are at their Liberty, it will not be 
amifs to take Notice of the Road and Pofts, 
as fettled by Authority, and alfo to take 
fome Notice of the Towns, from their own 
Books publiflied as Guides for Travellers. 

Out of Lyons you pafs through the Gate 
called the Veft^ to go to ^our\ which 
is a royal Poft \ from thence to Brejle one 
Poft ; from thence to Croafette one Poft j 
from thence to Tarare one Poft. 

Harare is a Town in the Lyonnoisj much 
taken Notice of by Travellers, on Account 
of the high Mountain three Miles over, 
which is very troublefome to pafs. TheDecli- 
vity reaches as far as Fontaine^ and the Afcent 
is very fteep among Trees as far as Tarare. 

From Tarare to Fontaine is a Poft and a 
half, and from thence to Simpborion is one 
Poft; from thence to PHofpital one Poft; 
from thence to Roane one Poft. 

Roane^ or Rouenne^ is a Town in the 
County of Forefts^ feated on the River 
Loire^ which is of great Advantage to this 
Place, becaufe they can embark Merchan- 
dizes thereon, that are to be feht to iy- 
cns^ which is but 30 Miles diftant. This 
Advantage has drawn a great many rich 
Merchants to this Town, who have embel-

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• lifticd it with fereral large Struftures and 
fine Houfes, the principal of which are 10 
be feen as you pafs along the great Streetr 
The Jefuits here have aChurch and aCollege, 
From Raane to St. Germain ce VEpinaJfo is 
a Poft and a half ^ from thence to Pacaudiere 
is a Poft and a half •, from thence to St. Mar- 
tin ^Bfiraux one Poft ; from thence to Dw- 
turier one Poft ; from thence to PoKce one 
Poft ; from thence to St. Geran one Poft ^ 
from thence to Varennes one Poft \ from 
thence to EchiroUes one Poft 5 from thence to 
Bejp^ one Poft ; from thence to Sannes one 
Poft 5 from thence to Moulini one Poft. 

Moidins is the capital City of the Bour^ 
hnnoisj and is featcd on the River Jller^ 
which there receives the little River Baune^ 
in the Middle of a fine Country. There ia 
a handfome Palace, or Caftle, which was 
formerly the Seat of the Dukes of B$urbon. 
It hath a very high fijuare Tower all of 
hewn Stone. The Palace was built for a 
Court oif Judicature. Moulins ttfelf is 
greatly cncreafed of late Years, and is be- 
come one of the handfbmeft and richeft 
Cities of France. The Places worth feeing 
are the Nunnery of the Vifitation, whofe 
Church is enriched with choice Marbles, 

I 3 and 
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fine Paintings ; ^nd the Tomb of the Duke 
of Montmorency^ which is adoroed with 
beautiful Figures. The Chartreufs is out 
of the City, and looks mor^ like a Palace 
than a Habitation of Hermits. The Church, 
the Cloifters and the Gardens are worth 
feeing. The Suburb of :Ailur is fiiU of 
Cutlers, whofe Manufa6ture€ are in great 
Efteem, and with which they drive a great 
Trade. 

From MmUns to la Firtht is one Poft ; 
from thence to Villeneufve one Poft ; from 
thence to Cbatenai one Poft ; from thence 
to Montitr one Poft 5 from thence to Villars 
one Poft ; from thence to Magni one^Poft j 
from thence to Never s one Poft. 

Nevers is the capitsJ City of the PKver* 
noh^ feated ob the B«i&$ of the RiYcr Loire. 
It hath eleven Parifties, and fev^ral Coa- 
vents and Abbeys, The Palace of the 
Duke of Nevers confifts of confiderabk A- 
partments between two large Towers, wilji 
a Court on one Side^ and a Garden on the 
other. It fronts the ducal Square, whofe 
Houfes are of the fame ConftrudHon. The 
Convent of the Cordeliers near this Palace 
is worth feeing. The moft. remarkable 
Thing in the great Street is .the Glafs- 

Houfe, 
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Houfe, where they make all Sorts of Glafs 
Utenfils. The earthen Ware is manufeftu- 
red near the Priory of St. Saviour. 

From Never s to Pougues is a Poft and 
a half 5 from thence to Bardelmp one Poft j 
from thence to la Charite one Poft. 

La Charite is a Town of Nivernois^ feated 
on the Declivity of a Hill, which defcends 
gently to the Banks of the Loire^ over 
Which there is a PaiTage by a Stone Bridge. 
There is nothing very remarkable in this 
Place, but the Glafs Works. 

From La Charite to Mouvers is one Poft 5 

from thence to Pourily one Poft 5 from 
thence to Maltaverne one Poft ; from thence 
to Cvfne one Poft. 

Ccfne^ a Towh oiNivernoiSy is feated on the 
Banks of the little River Noaym^ pretty near 
the Loire^ in a very good Country, fertile in 
Corn and Wine. The greateft Part of the 
Streets are narrow, and wind fo much that 
they refemble a Labyrinth. The Town in 
general is ill built, except the Houfes which 
furround the Market- Place. It is encompafs 
cd with Ditches, and the Suburbs, are almoft 
equal ta theTown in Largenefs, and furpafs 
it in Beauty. The Inhabitants carry oa 
a great Trade in Cutlery Ware.

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From Cofne to Lelle is one Poft 5 froni 
thence to Neuvy one Poft 5 from thence to 
Bofftf one Poft ; from B&fny to Ouffon one 
Poft 5 and from OuJf$n to BriareonQ Poft. 

Briare is a fmall Town of GafiinoiSj feated 
on the Rirer iwr^. It confifts chiefly ot a 
long Street, full of Inns and Smith's Shops, 
as being on the great Road to Lyons. It is 
remarkable for the Canal of Briare^ which 
maintains a Communication between the 
Loin and the Seine by means of the Loing. 
This Canal is 33 Miles in Length. 

From Briare to Belair is one Poft ; from 
thence to Bujftere one Poft ; from thence to 
Bezards one Poft ; from thence to Nogent 
one Poft i from thence to Commoditi one 
Poft 5 from thence to Montargis a Poft and 
a half. 

Montargis is the Capital of the Gaftinoif^ 
feated on the River Lotjjg, There is a large 
old Caftle here, and feveral Churches and 
Convents* The Foreft of Montargis is 
eight Miles wide and upwards. 

From Montargis to Pity-la-late is one 
Poft ; from thence to Fcntenay one Poft: ; 
from thence to Croiffiere one Poft 5 from 
thence to Glandelle one Poft \ from thence 
to Nemours one Poft. 

Nemotir$ 
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Nemurs is a Town in Gaftinois^ feated on 
the River Loingr it confifts chiefly of a great 
Street^ where the Market Place is covered 
over^ andthe ancient Priory of Malla^ which 
is alfa a Parifti of the Town. The Caftle has^ 
very high round Towers which fcrve for 
Prifons^ The Religious Houfes here ate* 
worth feeing. 

From Nemours to Bourau is one Poft ;; 
and &oni thence to Fontainebkau is one* 
Poft. 

About five Miles fliort of Fauntainblsauy 
there is a noble Column of fine MarblCj^ 
ere&ed in the middle of a Plain, but upon 
what Account I cannot certainly recolleft. 
This Place has its^ Name from its fine^ 
Fountains^ which I juft ftept out of the 
Diligence to take a View of-, and there I 
foiuid the Water- work« continually play- 
ing-, in which they differ from thofe of 
Verfailks. It is famous for the Beauty of its> 
royal Palace,, which i^ feated in the middle 
of zi Foreft, about two Miles ^ and a half 
from the.River Seine. The Town has but 
two large Streets^ and fome Lanes full of 
Inns. 

From Fontainhieau to CBailly is one Port: ;. 
feom theijce loPontbienj a Poft and a half-,.

from thence to Ejjone a Poll and a half;

I canhot help obferving before I leave 
P^ris, that the Auberges^ or Houfes of Re^ 
ccption are the worft of all Francny and 
therefore if a Traveller defigns to make any . 
Stay, the bell Way will be to fcek for feme 
private Family to board, or othcrwife to 
lodge in an Hotelgarni. 

On Nffvemher 19, I took my Leave of 
Paris^ in Company with another Gentle- 
man, having hired a Poll-Chaife for three 
Louis d'ors, and on the third Day we am- 
vcd^LtBoUgni. The Roads were a Foot fkq) 
in Snow, which rendered the Journey Vtry 
uncomfortable to one wha had beem To long 
ufed to a hot Climate. Here I met with 
a Veflfel bound for Dover^ which is the Rea- 
Ibn I did not proceed to Calais. 

Paris is the Capital City of France^ and 
one of the largell in the World It is di^ 
vided into three Parts, the Town, the City 
and the Univerfity ; in which are twenty 
Cantons, or Quarters.

and 20 Churches, which have the Right o^ 
being fo?, 20 Chapters and Collegiate 
Churches ; 80 Churches and Chapels which 
have no Pariftics. Three Monafteries of 
Men, and eight of Women- Fifty three 
Convents ind Communities of Men, and 
feventjr Nunneries and Communities of 
Women, in all 134. It hath three ecclefi- 
aftical Jiirifdiftions, and 3 1 Secular ; fifty 
feven Colleges •, fifteen Seminaries v twenty 
fix Hofpitals ; twelve Prifons ; fifty pub- 
Eck Squares or Places ; fifty fix publick 
Fountains 5 thirty Quays, or Keys ; twelve 
Markets ; thirty Bridges great and fmall ; 

twenty five Ports for Merchandizes ; and a 
magnificent Sewer to carry off the Water^ 
wherein there are forty Sluices. There are 
eight Gardens and publick Walks. Twen- 
ty Boards or Courts of Jliftice ; twenty 
more for the Finances, Farms, Trade and 
other Affairs ; twelve thoufand Coaches .. 
five thoufand eight hundred Lamps ; eight 
hundred Horfe Officers, and Archers on 

Foot to take Care of the City, whofe Gates 

arc 
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are guarded by 167 Men. The Inhabitant 
are reckoned at 800,000, among which 
there are near 200,000 Servants. 

' This Enumeration will not feem furpri- 
zing, when we confider that Taris is fur- 
rounded with feven Suburbs, i. That of 
St. Germain. 2. St. Anthony. 3. St. ViSlor. 
4. St. Marcel. 5. St. Martin. 6. St« Afi- 
<baeL 7. St. James. 

The LouvrCj or Palace of the King is a 
magnificent Stru£lure, which coft Lewis 
XIV. feveral Millions of Livres, The moft 
remarkable Places in this, are the King's 
Apartments ; the Library ; the Printing* 
Houfe ; and the Academy. Though Pa- 
ris is fo large, the Streets are clean, and a 
Man may walk in Safety both by Night 
and Day, for the Lamps are kept bumii^ 
all the Night. Every Morning there are 
feveral hundred of Carts, like our Night- 
Carts, which come to carry off the Dirt 
and Filth from every Houfe, and to carry 
it out of the City. There is a Corps du 
Guard in every Street, to take care of the 
publick Safety, befides a Guard of Horfe 
and Foot, which are continually patrolling 
to take care that there be no Diforders com- 
mitted in the Night-time.

Paris is an Archbiftioprick, and Notre 
Dam is the Metropolitan Church. It is a 
fuperb Strufture, fupported by 120 Co- 
lumns. The Body of the Church is ,100 
Feet high, 174 long, and 60 broad. The 
Univerfity of Paris is very antient,! and is 
compofed of three Colleges, that for Divi- 
nity is called the Sorbonne. The River 
Seine forms an Ifland in the Middle of the 
City, called the Ifle of the Palace, in which 
Palace the Parliament meets. The Church 
oi Noire Dame is alfo in the Ifle, and the fa- 
mous Bridge called Pontneuf Itzds to it. The 
Tuilleries is a Palace joined to a large hand- 
fome Garden, near the River Seine. The 
Hotel of Invalids, is in the Quarter of the 
Univerfity, and is a beautiful large Struc- 
ture. It is defigned for the fame Purpofe 
as Cbelfea Hofpital. The Bajiile is like the 
Tower of London^ a Place for State Prifo- 
ners. The Cbatekt is the Court where the 
Magiftrates of the City adminiftcr Juftice. 

The Academies are, that called the 
French Academy, the Academy of Infcrip- 
tions and Belles Lettres 5 the Academy of 
Sciences, that of Painting, Sculpture, Ar- 
chitedhire and Surgery. The principal 
public Libraries are thofe of the King, St. 

ViHor 
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ViSor and Mazarm. The King^s Gardens 
contain all Sorts of Plants, and a Cabinet 
fon of Cttfiofities. The principal Hospi- 
tals are the Hotel Dieu, and the general 
Hofpital, whieh comprehends la Chart fi^^ 
la Salpetrierey the FoumDirig Hofpital, and 
the Peiites Maifins^ or Bedlam. Paris is 
150 Miks from Calais^ of 60 to aDegtee. 

Leaving Paris you go firft to St. Denisy 
which is one Poft%rtd a half; from thence 
to Ecowen one Poft. This is a Town in the 
Ifle of Frantey tch Nftles frdm Parh^ whofe 
Palace is worth feeing. From Ecowen to 
Leu deLufcarcbes is a Poft and k half ; from 
thence to LeU de Cerari one Poft and a half;, 
from thence to Roufelay one Pbft; from 
thence to Clermont orte Poft and and a half;; 
from thence to St. Juft one Poft ; from* 
thence to Vavignia one Poft ; from thence to. 
Briteul one Poft ; from thence to Flers a Poflt 
and a half ; from thence to Hebcourt one 
Poft ; from thence to Amiens one Poft. 

Amiens is the Capital of Picardy^ and is^ 
feated on the River Somm^ which furrounds 
It. It is a very agreeable Place, and moft 
of the Streets, which are ftrait and broad, 
are embelliflied with large Squares aftd 

handfome Palaces, The Cathedral Churciv 

* 

is 
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is one of the fineft and bcft ad(s)tned in the 
Kingdom. The Nave of dits Church b 
the largeft and belt paved in ali Ftance^ arki 
is 213 Paces long. There are fevera^ other 
Churches in Amiens^ and a great Number 
rf Convents and Religious -Houfes. The 
Citadel is thought to be one of the beft and 
moft regular fn Europe. The Palace of the 
Bailliage^ and the Town IJoufe are worth 
ktmp ; as well as the Square, or Place dis 
FleureSy md that of the grand Market for 
their vaft Extent. There are fine Walks 
on the Ramparts, which are adorned with 
' Elms. On this Side the River enters Jmi- 
ens^ through three different Canals, under 
as many Bridges. Thefe after they have 
watered the Town in different Places, and 
have been made Ufe of for different Manu- 
fadhires, meet at the other End near thb 
Bridge of St. Mcbael^ where the Boats lie 
which come from Ahheville^ loaded with 
Merchandizes brought from the Sea; At 
the Gate of Paris there is a MMl^ be^ 
tween two long Rows of Trees. 

From Amtns to Fecquigirf is a Foft and 
a half. This is a Town oiPonthieu^ feated 
on the Rivfr Sommt^ where they dig a large 

Quantity of Turfs to burn. 

From 
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Viovti Pecquignfto Flmourt is one Poll ;; 
from thence to Juilyj where there is a higb 
Steepfe, one Pc^ ; fromt thence to AbhevUk 
a Poft and a hal£ 

Jbhevilk IS a Town of lower Picardy^ thir- 
teen Miles diftant fron^ the Sea. It is cal- 
led the Pucelkj or the Virgin, becaufeit 
hath never been taken. The Veffels which> 
come up the River Sotnme^ from the Sea, car- 
ry up aH Sorts of Merchandize, which they 
exchange for Wool, Cloth and Linen. It 
is well fortified, and has twelve Parifhes.. 
The Collegiate Church, of St. Ulfranc hathi 
a very high. Tower, whereon a Man always 
.Hands Centinel,, and founds a Horn every 
Hour of the Night: As alfo when there is> 
a Fire, or when a Troop ofHorfe are com- 
ing. There are fe veral Convents for both \ 
ocxes*. 

From Ablenjille to Nouvion is one Pofc 
and a half 5 froifi thence to Berniry one 
Poft J from thence to Nambmt one Poft ;. 

and from thence to Montr euiis a Poll and; 
a half. 

Montreuil is a Town inTicardy^ feated on. 
a Hill, the Foot of which is watered by t-he* 
Kivtr Canche. It is divided into the higli 
and the low Town. This is built by th^- 

Side: 
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Side of the River, and is feparated from the 
high Town by a fingle Wall. It contain* 
fix Parifhes and two Convents ; a Seminary 
and an Hofpital. It is about 8 Miles from 
the Sea, and has a confiderabk Caftle. 

From Monireul to Franc is one Poft; 
from thence to Neucbatel is one Poft ; and 
from thence to Bologne is a Poft and a half. 

Bolagncj i s a Town of lower Picardyj and 
is leated a Cannon's fhot diftance from the 
Sea, when it is low Water. It is divided 
into two Towns, the higher and the lower* 
The firft is ftrong ,by Nature as well as 
Art, and the other is only furrounded with 
a fingle Wall. It is much frequented by 
the EngUJh and Flemijbj on account of the 
Eafinefs of the Paflage, ^nd their Nearnefs 
to each other. The rich Merchants inhabit 
the lower Town> where there are two large 
parallel Streets, which run along the River- 
Side. Thefe two Streets terminate at the 
largeft End of the lower Town, where 
there is the principal Church, and the Mar* 
ket-Place. The Walls of the high Town 
are ftrongly built» and it contains a large 
Square, which is adorned with a handfome 
Town-Houfe, the Palace of the Senelhalty^ 
the Town Clock, and the Priefts of the 

Oratory 
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Oratory. The Cathedral Church is in the 
principal Street. There formerly came Peo- 
ple in Pilgrimage to it from all Parts, on 
account of an oid Image of the Virgin Ma- 
ry^ which is ftill here. There are fevcral 
Convents here, as there are in all the large 
Towns in France. 

Before I conclude this Journal, I (ball 
make fome Obfervations, which may be 
of Ufe to thofe who (hall travel the fame 
Road that I have done. This will oblige 
me to recapitulate fome Circumftances al- 
ready mentioned. 

From Marfnlks to Lyons it coft me 103 
Livres ; from Lyons to Paris in the Dili- 
gence 108 LiVres^ and fot- half the Charge 
of the Journey^ from Paris to Biokgiu 123 
Livres, including a Livre and a half p6r 
Poll: for the Hire of the Chaife. But then 
it muft-be obferved, that in this laft Part of 
the Journey I lived high. The Diftance of 
each Poft as was mentioned above, is fettled 
by an Ordonnance of the King, which pre- 
vents all Fraud and Impofition on this Ac 
count. An Account of thefe Pofts with a 
Map of all the Poft-roads in the Kingdom 
is contained in a little Book called Ltjle ge- 
Iter ale des Pofies de France. You arei only 

found 
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found Horfcs and a Poftilion at a fettled 
Price, which Cuftom has determined : But 
as for the Chaife you muft agree for it as 
well as you can. When two Gentlemen 
travel in a Chaife together, attended by 
one Servant, their Expences will be as fol- 
lows, reckoning four Livres and a half for 

each Poft,

However^ it will be proper to obferve, 
that though the Charge is fixed between 
Marftilles and Lyons ; yet when you travel 
farther Northward the Price varies. But as 
the Officers pay according to the Rate fet 
down, I was not willing to enlarge the Sum. 
After alt, as Gentlemen from India^ feWom 
are confined to a frugal Way of Living, it 
cannot be expeftqd they fhould live fo cheap, 
as is mentioned in this Account 5 and to fay 
the Tinttb, it will be beft to fuppofe it confi- 
df rably more, that their Expc<3:ations may 
HQt ^ baiked^ Thus my Charge ftom 

Paris 
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'Paris to 'Bologne^ after deducing the Chaiy 
for the Chaife, Poft-Horfes, Poftilion and 
Eating was 97 Livres ; whereas by the a- 
bove Calculation it ought to have been no 
nxwe than 77 Livres \ and it ii a Wonder 
it was not more, for Englifh Gentlemen are 
fo generous upon the Road, that they have 
advanced the Prices of every Thing. 

At Bologru I waited a Day for the Veflel, 
in which I paid a Guinea for my Paflage. 
On the 23d, at Sunfet we fet out» and 
reach'd Dover about one in the Morning, 
At four I took a Poft-Chaife for London^ 
where I arrived the lame Night, being that 
of the '24th of November J after a Journey 
of one whole Year, wanting fiveDays, 

A Journey of this Length through fo 
many Countries and People, muft have 
been infupportable, if I tuul not met with 
fo many EngUJb Gentlemen, whofe good 
Nature and Hoipitality, made me almoft 
forget the Hardfhips I had undergone. 

This I mention by Way of grateful Ac- . 
knowledgment for their generous Treat- 
ment, and unmerited Civilities, as in Juf- 
tice I ought, as well as to encourage my ^ 
Friends in Indii^y who fhdl have Courage > 
and Reiblutk)n enough to travel b far hf 

Land 
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Land, for they will doubtlefs meet with 
the fame, or the like hofpitable Gentlemen 
that I have done, which will be fome Sort 
of Compenfation for their having undergone 
the various Hardlhips and Fatigues which 
are almoft unavoidable, in a barren, dreary 

Defert, among a difhoneft, unhofpi table 
People. I was forty five Days with Mr. 
Savag€j at Gombroon 5 fifty four with Mr. 
>P4fmfret^ at Buffer ab 5 feven Days with Mr. 
Pollard our Conful at Aleppo ; and eight 
with Mr. IVakeman Conful at Cyprus ; du- 
ring which Time I enjoyed all the PIcafures 
that Heart could wi(h, was infpired with 
frcfti Vigour and new Life 5 neither refleft. 
ed with Pain on paft Dangers, nor dread- 
ing any I might happen to meet with here- 
af^r. But I mull not forget the Ufe I had 
of the Pro-confuls Houfe and Table at 
Be^re^ nor yet the Politenefs of Mr* 
HHbatley at MarfMleSj who furni(hed me 
with Letters of Recommendation for Lyons 
and Faris^ as before obferved. 

All thefe, indeed, are Englijbmen\ but 
thole of other Nations have not been want- 
ing in good Nature and Civility 5 for Myn- 
heer Kmphaufen^ the D«/r^ Refidcnt at Buf- 
ftrab^ did me many Favours, and his Ta« 

blc 
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Ue was always open to me : Likewise the 
f r€»^i-Confuls, both at Aleppo and Cyprus^ 
behaved with great Politenefs, there being 
a good Underftanding between the Confuls 
erf" the two Nations at both Places. 

I might conclude the whole, with a ge- 
ral Account of my Expences, Lofs and 
Gain, but the Money made ufe of was in 

ftich different Species and Coins, that it is 
rendered very intricate. I had Lpfles by 
Exchange, and I gained by Refpondentia ; 
and therefore I fliall only obferve, that I 
brought with me from Bengal 2 1 00 AB*s, 
and had 15 per Cent for 2000 of them. I 
had alfo 15 per Cent crofs the Defert for 
that Sum. But then the Lofs by Exchange 
was fo great, that all the Profit was fwal- 
lowed up, and more. The Money which 
I brought into France in Specie, yielded no 
more there, than 33 Livres for a golden 
Rupee, of which I brought fifty to Paris. 
Now as 33 Livres is no more than 27 Shil- 
lings, one Penny, you will perceive I muft 
have been at a very great Lofs. 

I brought an hundred and two Pounds 
SterKng to London^ and at Aleppo I left the 
following bad Debts to be recovered, viz. 

K 50 
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50 Fundeklees taken from me by the Sheik 
ii the Defert. An Error in my Bill of Ex- 
change of 156 Dollars. An Error in my 
Account with Mn Pomfret 84 Dollars :. due 
for the Non-performance of my /Irab^ 40 
Dollars. All whiclu if they were recovered 
would reduce my Charges to about one. 
hundred Pounds Sterling. 

Thus did I come to the End of my very 
long Travels without any Guide and with- 
out any Directions ; and I think I managed 
exceeding well with regard to Expences 5 and 
yet could have retrenched a good deal more 
were I to travel the fame Road over again. 
And therefore for the fake of thofe who 
ihall pafs this way, I fhall make a general 
Review of all that I have undergone, and 
make fome farther Refledions, to the End 
that thofe who want any Advice, may judge 
how neceflary proper Information is for 

fuch as undertake fo long and tedious a 
journey; 

And firft by my going on board a Gom- 
iroon Ship, though we had a quick Paflage 
to that Place, yet I was from November the 
29th to April the 20th before I got to 
Buferab, My long Stay at Gombroon ob- 
liged me to take a Trankey which coft me 
180 Rupees more than if I had gone direft- 
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ly in a Bujferab Ship. However if there is any 
Veffel bound up as high as Bujheer I (hould 
prefer that, if (he fets out early, becaufe 
you may reach Bujferab at that Time of 
the Year in fix or feven Days, From 
thence the beft Way will be by Bagdad^ 
Maufuh &c. as there is little Probability 
that a Caravan will be ready to fet out juft 
on your Arrival. And you will probably 
arrive at Aleppo as foon as if you were to 
wait for a Caravan, though the Journey is 
longer, if you reckon the Time you are to 
ftay before one begins to march. Befides 
there is a vaft deal of Difference between 
paffing through an inhabited Country where 
you may have frejQi Provifions every four or 
five Days, and travelling over the Defert in 
the Manner I have defcribed at large. But if 
any one (hould think proper to take the 
Road of the great Defert, let him carefully 
obferve the Diredions which I have laid 
down, and be fure not to take any Goods 
or Merchandifes to trade or traffick with, 
if he has n6t a mind to put himfelf under 
the Power of the Sheik, who will not fail 
to excife him, when there are any Afleff- 
ments to be made 5 nor will there bef any 
Means of efcaping^.for ^very Arab will be 

K 2 your 
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bring away any Money out oi 'Turkey m 
Specie ; but always to take Bills of Ex* 
change, for had I done fa, I fhould haye 
faved ten per Ceni. by tlie fifty Gold Ru- 
pees, which I was obliged to fell in Frana 
for thirty- three Livres a Piece. 

Perhaps you might have expeifted a 
more accurate Account of fpn^ Things 
obfervable in this Journey, but I am not 
confcious of omitting any thing material^ 
and if the Journal is not in the Form you 
could have, wifhedjc ;y9u muft coijfid^ 
that 1 9m more ufejdfto keep one -by Sea than 
ito write one by Land. And if I have 
bden too 'ptx>lix in fome Things,, you muH 
confider that my chief Intention was to 
be ferviceable to. thpfe that come after 
me.

H E Expences on the Road in 
Turkey are no where fo much 
in the Choice of the Traveller 
in this Country •, however there 
arefome things ^hichEur^cpeans 
are obliged to provide when they pafs from 
one large To Wn to another, for every one 
iTiufl: carry their Kitchen Utenfils, and they 
^ill find a Tent highly neceflary. Thefc 
in ay iii readily met With at Buffer ah •, how- 
cVer'ihe Tent wilj Apt be wanted till you 
ttmt to* Moufiil^ unites you take Horfe at 

j^martk'i for there is a Paflage from BmT' 

t- 5 ftrah 
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ferah to Mouful up the Tigris by Water. 
As to Drefs, a Turban and an outfide 
Coat will be fufficient, for it will be pro- 
per to conform a little to the Cuftom of 
the Country, lince an Hat will in fome 
Degree cxpofe you to the Infults of Chil- 
dren in the Towns which you pafs through. 
But with ^regard to grown Perfons yair 
being known will the rather command the 
greater Refpcft, efpccially as you will have 
Palles from the Bafhaws which are eafily 
obtained by Europeans \ their Regard for 
you will be ftill greater if yxni have a Ser* 
vant who can fpeak the Turki/b, Arabick 
or Perfian Languages* But then it wili 
not be proper to let the People of the 
Country know that you are Indian Chrif- 
tiansy becaufe this may give fome Trouble, 
and expofe you to the Hazard, of lofing 
your Servant if a Slave. 

You will generally find Servants at Buf- 
ferah who (peak the Country Portuguefe or 
Lingua Franca of the Mediterranean y but 
at Bagdad there are few or none who un- 
derftand any European Language.. On the 
Road you never ftop to bait in lefs than 
fix Hours, and fometimes not in twelve. 
They generatfy fet out on theiir Journey^ 

very 
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very early every Morning, and feldom tra- 
vel longer than three in the Afternoon. 

The proper Seafon for undertaking this 
Journey from Bujftrah is from the Beginning 
of January to che End of that Month ;. bc- 
cauic then the Streams of the Rivers SHgm 
and Euphrates are not fo rapid \ for the 
Swelling of thefe Rivers depends . more on 
the melting of the Snow than the Rain.. 
Your having the Spring before you, will 
alfo exempt you from the exceffive Heat 
of the Weather, and if it is thought dange- 
rous to travel alone, you will then: meet with* 
Caravans with; which you may joinCompany. 
Befides.if you defign to travel to England 
by Sea, you will probably meet with the 

Company's Ships, which at that Time of the 
Year are generally ready to faiL By this 
Means you will have an agreeable Paflage 
through the Mediterranean^ and the Time of 
performing Quarantine will then be the 
fhorter, as you will in all Likelihood have 
clean Patents when you fail from 4/ia., 

It will be proper to have a Fufee^ a- 
Pair of PiftoJs and a Sword upon the Road, 
which you had beft provide in India: 1 hefc 
will be neceffary for your Defence againft. 
Robbers, if you ftiould meet with any fuc^i,. 

fian 
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for thofc People have a very high Opinion 
of the Courage of the Europeans : And I 
am firmly perfuaded that the frequenq^ of 
Robberies is entirely owing to the Cowardice 
of Travellers. Befides if you arc on Horfe- 
l^ack and have a mind to go forward, as 
the Camels travel very flow, you will draw 
all the Horfemen after you. Or if it ihould 
be otherwife you and your Servant may 
pais by yourfelves along the Road we 
took in great Security, except fix Days 
Journey from Mouful % and then if no Ca^ 
ravans, offer you may have Soldiers to 
guard you over that Part of your Way, 
llowever you will always find the Dangers 
greatly exa^^rated by the Merchants of 
whom you enquire ^ and your Chriftian Ser- 
vants are in general very arrant Cowardis.^ 

It wiH not be amifs to provide yourfelf 
with a Box of Medicines, for if you Ihould 
have no Occafion for them yourfelf you 
will have frequent Opportunities of doing 
charitable Actions -, fince they have every 
where an high Opinion of the Skill of the 
Europeans in Phyfic. However I would 
advile every one to travel with as little 
Lu^ag^ as poffible ; for then you will be 
at lc& Trouble and Expence^ and may 

make 
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make greater Expedition ; to fay nothing 
of the aukwardnefs of your Servants. 

From Bufferab to Aleppo there are fevcral 
Roads, but you cannot avoid fome Part 
of the Defert, and the quickeft Paflage of 
all will take up a Month. Some Europeans 
have gone this Journey by themfelves \ and 
I am apt to think that the Rifque of Rob- 
bers, when you are provided with proper 
PafleSy is nothing but a mere Bugbear. 
If any will venture to travel in this manner 
I would advife them to carry nothing of 
value^but what their Occafions require, that 
they may have as little to lofe as pofllble. 

The common Method of travelling is on 

the Back of a Camel, but the Morion of 
this Animal is very fatiguing ; however . 
it is fomewhat more commodious in a Ca- 
Java, of which there are two, one on each 
Side of the Beaft. In on^ of thefe you ar^ 
Iheltered from the Weather, and if you 
have a Companion in the other, befides the 
Advantage of being balanced, you may have 
the Pleafure of his Converfation, provided 
you underftand each other \ hut if you have 
£0 Companioh you muft counterpoife your* 
felf with your Ba^;age, But if you do not

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likelhfe way of travelling you may gcneraliy 
hire Horfes m a Caravan. 

The want of good Water is the greateft 
Inconvenience an EuropeanyjiW meet with in 
moft Parts of the Road over the great Deferc, 
for fometimes you will be obliged to travel 
feveral Days without any but what is 
brackilh ; and^ as I am informed,, in three 
Days you will meet with none at all, eir- 
cept immediately after the Rains.. For 
this Reafon you muft take care to carry Wa- 
ter with you in Skins. 

There are generally two Caravans in a 
Year that pafs over the great Defert, the 
Time of the fetting out of one is very un- 
certain ; but the other, which confifts chiefly 
of Camels defigned for Sale at jU^po^ ge«- 
nerally begins to march in Mayor Juna. 
TheBaihaw of Bagdad, has prevented the 
Caravan of Goods from travelling this way 
for two or three Years paft. 

If it does not fuit your Convenience to 
wait for thfe Defert Caravan, the beft way 
iwill be to proceed to Bagdad^ but you muft 
take care ta be fur ni (bed: with a Pafs from 
the Bafhaw or MofTalem of Bujferab y which 
you may procure by^ means o£ the Refidehtx.

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mendatlon to one or more of the Sheiks. 
You may pafs up the Ei^hrates and Ttgrip 
to Bagdad in a very commodious Boat,, 
which they moore to the Bank of the 
River every Night r Nor will they leave ofF 
that Cuftom though they have never (a 
fair a Wind. This Boat is covered ovec 
to defend you from the Weather^ and th«

It will be the beft way to lay in all forts of 
Provifions for the Voyage, except Fowl$ 
and Kids, which you may meet with a& 
you pafs along. When there is a f^c 
Wind, they make ufe of their Sails ; b^if 
their general Method of proceeding for- 
ward is by tracking.

the Place where the two Arms part, we faw 
what we took to be the Ruins of an anticnt ' 
Town, near three* Miles in Compafs. 
The Walls that remain are fo large, that fix 
Coaches may pafs along them abreaft at the 
fame Time. They are made of Bricks burrit ' 
in the Fire 5 each of which ^as ten Feet 
fqtiare and three thick. We Cbok thift 
Branch of the ^gris which runs along th^ 
Side of Cbaldia^ for Pear of falling into the

«t War with the ^(ha# of Bagdad. W« 
irere ten Days in p^fllng fit>m Bi^dai » 
Biifferabj and lay every Ni^^ in the Bark, 
and tb^re drelfed our Vidhials. When we 
came to any Yiliage wt fent our Pedple t6 
purthafe Provifions, which they bought 
very cheap. The Names of the Villages 
by the Side of this River, are Jmt^at^ 
where there is a Fort conftruded of burnt 
Bricks. Safarat, with a Fort of the fame 
Kind : Manfury^ a large Town : MazOr^ 
Gazar and Gorno. This ftands on the Point 
at the Confluence of tht Euphrates and Tigris, 
It hath three fmall Caftks^ or Forts, one 

of 
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leave that Place till you come to Aleppo. As 
lor our Parts we found the Bread upon the 
Road pretty good. As you travel along, you I 
will oieet with Villages on the Road to lodge 
ID from Stzgit to Stage. But for the Apart- 
ments, they will be of little Uie, except 
io defend you from the Weather ; for there 
U no Furniture, and it will be a Rarity to 
£hd fo much as a little Stool. As for 
other Convertiencies you are not to expeft 
them. Ifowever you may probably tra- 
yd all along dus Road, as we did by ouf- 
ieli^ wkhout the leaft Intemipcion or 
bcivility. 

At J&ribr, ^hich is a ftroiig Ctty» it is 
(dual tx> reft a Day or two and replen|fli 
irour Panniers ; that is, you muft . lay in 
jProvifions fdr four Dayls at lcaft> which ik 
the Time you will fpend in going to AfoK* 
fiif^ as mentioned above. As for Wine 
you muft take care to fupply yourfeif at Buf- 
ferah^ and that for a Month or more. At 
Bagdad you may probably repleniih your 
Store as well as at Karkut ; and at Mm* 
Jkl you muft purch^fe Provifions of all 
kinds for fix Days ; as alfo at Cajemfar or 
Mardin for Orfa^ that is, for fix or eight 
Days I aAd afterwards at that Place for 

Aleppo^ 
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Aleppo, which is five Days more \ aftd among 
the Cbrifiians you will always meet with 
Wine or Brandy. 

The Place where you are nioft likely to 
be detained is Mcufuly becaufe you muilr 
either wait for a Caravan, or hire a Gon* 
voy ; which laft you may do at four Ru- 
pees a Man. If you will liften to thcm^ 
they will tell you that it will be unfafc to 
travel without twenty or thirty of thefe 
People for a Guard ; but I am perfuaded 
there is no-4uch Danger of Robbers as they 
pretend. However there are Caravan $ 
which fet out from this Place once in every 
ten or fourteen Days, unlefs in the 
Depth of Winter, and they take a Convoy, 
the Money to pay which is levied by the 
Caravan Ba(hi, upon all the People of the 
Caravan, generally in Proportion to the 
Goods which each Perlbn carries with him* 
but fometimes according to the Number 
of Beafts, and your Share will coniequently 
be but a Trifle. But it muft be remem- 
bred that in thefe Parts of the World they* 
look upon all Europeans to be as rich a$ 
Crafus^ and every one will be ready to im- 
pofc upon you if you will let them. 

-The 
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The ufual Time of travelling from Mou- 
fid to Madan or Mar^n is eight Days, and 
fix>m Mardin to Orfa i€vtti Days. The 
firft fix Days of the Journey is over a 
Defert almoft, without Inhabitants, and 
therefore your Fare will be good or bad 
s(^cording to the Quality of the Provillons 
you brought with you, and three Days 
after you leave the Tigris the Water be^ns 
to be brackifh, and therefore it behoves 
you to take care to fupply yourfelf with 
that which is good in time. When we were 
in thofe Parts our Servant cither drank or 
-Ipilt our good Water, and filled our leather 
Bottles with the bad, which threw us into vio- 
lent Fluxes ; and yet thofe who are ufed to 
fuch Water, as the People of the Caravan 
generally are, can drink it without any bad 
Effedt. However I cannot help taking 
notice that good careful honefi: Servants 
contribute greatly to the Pleafure of the 
Journey ; whereas thofe that are carelefs or 
difhoneft may occafion great Inconveni- 
cncies. 

The Caravan makes a Halt at Niftbin^ 
the next Town to Mouful^ where it is vifited 
by the Cuftom-Houfe Officers. But a Gen- 
tkmaa that travels only with his Baggage,' 

is 
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is Under no Neceffity of flopping on that 
Account, for he may proceed diredly to 
Cojenijfar^ or Cojafar^ which is a Day*s Jour- 
ney and an half farther. Mar din is a large 
Town, about four or five Miles out of the 
Roady but it is worth (eeing ; and, which is 
a greater Inducement,there is good Wine to 
be had there, to ferve you on the Road to 
Orfa^ which is five or fix Days Journey 
more; and there likewife you will meet 
with People to make up a fufKcient Cara- 
van for the fame Road. 

The mentioning Cojafar^ brings to my 
Mind the Carach 3, fort of capitation Tax, 
impofed by the Grand Signior on all his 
Chriftian and Jewijb Subjefts of five Cruize 
and two thirds per Head. This iscolleded 
by a Set of very impertinent People, who,' 
in Hopes of fqueezing fomewhat out of the 
Europeans often molcft them, though they 
have not the leaft Shadow of Right to do 
fb. But as this is a little Town, there is 
no Appeal to any fuperior Officers, either 
on Account of this Tax or the Cuftoms. 
Thofe Sort of Moleftations can hardly be 
avoided in thefe Places, But when you 
come to a Town of any note you will 
meet with nothing but Civility and Hofpi-

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tality. Therefore in the lefler Towns the 

beft way will be to put on big Looks^ and 

tp alTume the Air of a Man of Confequence^ 

for thefe People are eaGly impofed upon» 

an4 ttiat will command Refpeft. As we 

had a Pafs they could make no Demands 

upon us, but as our Servants were not in- 

<^uded they obliged u$ to pay for them. 

, From Mardin to Orfa the Road is fomc- 

times infefted with Robbers through the 

Negled of the Bafliaw. However in 

this PafTage there are a great many more 

fi;ight^fied than hurt. But you muft be 

greatly on your Guard . againft Thieves, 

for tlpje Pepple here- about are very expert 

PUfecefs.. Even the Robbers can hardly 

be placed in a higher Clafs, for they ride 

tip to the Caravan and fnatch whatever 

they j:an \ firft lay Hands upon^ and then 

retreat irf the faine manner. If the Peopk 

of the Caravan had but the leaft Courage 

and Condu6t, they niight eafily prevent 

Robberies of this Kind. When violent 

Rains fwell the JRiver, this Road i$ fbme* 

ti^e^ impafjfable forlbijir or five^Days^ till 
the Waters run off. 

We niuft fuppofe that at Moufut^ you . 
have hired Hories for Orfa j therdfote when 

you 
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yftu muft make a, fcefh , bargain for Al(^po. 
At Icaft you ought to take this Method, 
iecaufe it is better than hiring; them for the 
whole journey at once ; for if you have 
them from the Catarches of the. Caravary 
.which you have joined^ you wilJ be obDged 
.to travel their Pace, :and wait their Time j 
jiay, though you (hould make a Bargain td 
the contrary, you will be under a Neccffity 
of Haying at each Stage two or three Days

Upon tKe whole, I compute that from*

From Bagdad^ allowing for your Stay there 
by the Way of Ribeffa^ in four or five an(J 
fiwty Days» and by Moujfil about twenty 
inore.

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With relation to your Expenccs the 
quicker you' travel they are the Tefs ; but 
you muft often fubmit to Ncceffity \ thus^ 
a<] extraordinary fevere Spring retarded us 
for feveral Days. Befides we had more 
Servants than were neceflary, and were 
more extravagant in our Clothes than f 
fince have found there was occafion for : 
Infomuch, that including the Utenfils of 
the Kitchen, it coft us 400 Rupees apiece. 
If you* have good Gbld you may make ten 
pr Cent, of it, but oUrs was fo indifferent 
that it was reduced almoft to Pian . 

I have ftnt ^y Diary to Mr. Dorrily and 
propofe,. if r have Time, to fend him a 
Copy of my Expences with Remarks. TholS 
who can afford to be free ©f their Money 
on the. Rbacf may travel through thefe 
Cbuntries with' titt utmoft Eafe and Secu- 
rity, and will* meet with* the higheft Re* 
fpeft. We might have been introduced to the 
Bafhaws of all the Places which we pafled 
through, but We declined ir when we found 
it to be attended with Expence. They 
commonly prefent you* a Veft- upon the^ 
Occafions, burthen in return you. are to 
give thirty or forty Rupees to the Servant. 

The Gentlemen of Aleppo particularly 
recommended it to me to <¥ipe off the A A 
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_pcrfion of Inhofpitality, which has been' 
thrown upon them 5 which I can do witlt 
the greateft Juftfce from my own Expe- 
rience J and they wifh for nothing more thart 
to have thisRoad more frequented by Gentle- 
men from India. However, it will not be 
amifi to bring a Line from the Refident at 
Bufferab^ as the moft ready way to make 
yourfelf known, and then you need not fear 
meeting with the kindeft Reception.

. P: S^ When we were at Bujferah there 
were Poats^ to be hired for Bagdad^ which 
perform the Voyage in fifteen Days. The 
Boats ftop every Night, and the Paflengeri 
lie on Shore. But you muft furnilh youi> 
felf, with Provifions at Buffer ab for the 
whp^ Time. However it will be propcF 
befort r-you leave Bujferab to enquire when 
a Caravan will be ready to depart for Aleppo r 
us it will be more convenient to. wait for it 
at Bufferah than Bagdad. There is fettled 
Rules for the Payment of Cuftoms at Buf- 
firab^ for which you are to take a fealed 
Receipt^ fiar this will make them eafiej: at 
Aleppo. The beft Lodging at Bagdad is 
with the Padre^ and when you fct out from 
thence it will be neceffary to lay in upwards

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pf twenty Days Provifion to ferve you on 
your Paflage over the Defart, for there 13 
nothing to be had by the Way. A Camera 
Load of Water will be fafficient for pne 
Mafter and two Servants, and you will pay 
about thirty Rupees for each Camel. Wa^ 
ar muft be procured at the Charge of the 
Traveller. The Charge of Horfe-hire from 
l^gdad to Aleppo will be about Hxty Ru* 
pecs each Horfc.. bilt the Traveller finds 
his own JFurnkure. An yirmeman or Geffr- 
gian Servant is neceffary for a Guidelin or 
Gentleman Uflier^ to whom you muft pay 
lAout faty Rupees. One Rupee is Eve 
Mamoodies, and four Mamoodies and a 
half is one Zelot. One Venetian is twenty 
one Mamoodies and a half. ZcJotas are 
the beft Money to receive at Bujferdb ; as 
the Changi fbr€old is at four and a half 
fw CenP. advance. Gold in Spedc fe i)ettcf 
than Venetiani^ and is often to be bought 
at Bufferab. Re^ondenHa are at 20 to 25 
per Cent, by the Caravan from B^^dad to 
Aleppo. But Bills from Aleppo loofe by 
their Exchange to England 5 to Marfeilles 
Of Venice they are upon a Par. Silk is the 
beft Commodity that can be carried from 
Aleppo for France or Italy. *

"^Ti ENG AL and the Countries lying to 
VJj the North'tVe^^ were formerly govern'd 
^ by three Nabobs^ but they are now un- 

3er one ; the fame who lately did fo much 
Mifchief to our Setdements ia that Country. 
He mud needs therefore be a very powerful 
Prince, and pe.rhaps may find Work enough 
for the Mogul himfelf, before he is brought 

i under Subjeftion, efpecially as he is but little 
acquainted with the European Manner of 
going to War. And it is happy for the 
Eaji'lndia Company, that the Nabob himfelf 
is no better flcilled in this neceflary Art, 
' otherwife he would never have fuffered'C^/- 
^ cutta to be retaken ; and his own Tovfn Hug^ 
fy, and his Faftory fliere, to be plundered 
and burnt by a Handful of Englijh. 

The firft Place of Note we met with to the 

^ North' fFeft of Calcutta^ is Binares or Benares.^ 

It is feated on the Gattga or Ganges^ tipbn a 

jpleafant Spot, in a delightful and rich Coun- 

I try, and is a large City and well built, the 

I greateft Part of the Houfes being conftrufted 

with Brick and hewn (lone. They are much 

higher than in other Pares of the Indies^ but 

M th< 
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the Streets are very nerrow and incomrtlpdl- 
ous. There are fcveral Caravanferais^ one 

?f which is ftrong, large and well built, 
n the Middle of the Court there are two 
Galleries in which they fell Cottons, Silks, 
and other Merchandizes. They are fol4 by 
the Weavers themfelves, which makes them 
come very reafonable to the Purchafers. The 
principal Pagod of t\\tGentows is in this City, 
and a little to the Nortb-IVeft of it is a Ma- 
bometan Mofque, near which there are (eve- 
ral Tombs of a beautiful Architefture. The 
lineft are in the midft of Gardens indofed 
with Walls. 

Binares is the Athens of the Indies^ where 
all the principal Perfons come for Education. 
The Tutors are difperfed throughout the 
City and Suburbs, and have each from four 
to fifteen Scholars. Their firft Study Is the 
tlanfcrit^ which is a different Language frona 
that of the common Indian. This they pre- 
tend was the Language of God^ communi- 
cated by Brahma^ who lived I know not how 
many Hundred Thoufand Years ago. How-^ 
ever this Is certain, that it is very ancient, 
aiid all their facred Books are written therein. 
After whicli they learn Philofophy^ wte>(c 
J^rofefTors are divided into fix different Se^. 
All their Books fpeak of the firft Ptinciples 
of Things, but in a various Manner. Sofse 
are Atomifts, fome are for Matter and Form^ 
and fome again, are for thefbur Elements and 
Itching. Others affirm that Light and Dark* 

ncfe. 
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nefs are the firfl: Principles. Others refer all 
to Privation, which they diftinguifli from no- 
thing, while others affirm the World is com- 
pofed of Accidents. But all agree that their 
Principles are eternal. In Medicine they have 
a great many little Books, or rather Colle<Si* 
ons of Receipts, the principal of which is 
written in Verfe. They know nothing of 
^nacomy, for they look upon Difleftions with 
Abhorrence- They have Knowledge enough 
of Aftfonomy, to fortel Eclipfes, but their 
Qeography is not only imperfefi: but ri^icu^ 
lous. 

&efitira is leated at th^ Foot of a Mountain^ 
o^4r it is a gre^ Lake, wherein is an Iflandi 
yfit\^ a beautiful Mofque, in which the Na^ 
bob who built it lies buried. There is a hand-* 
ibflM Bridge to pafs into this liland, built with 
Free-ftonc. 

Patna is one of the largeft Cities in India^ 
and is feated on the Southern Side of the Ganf* 
ges ; but the Houfes are mean, being covered 
with Thatch and Bamboe Reeds, and are 
placed at a Diftance from each other. It is 
built on an Eminence to fecure it from the 
Inundations of the GangtSy in a very pleafant 
9nd fruitful Country, which produces great 
Quantities of Opium. It is adorned with fine 
Gardens, Pagods, and other publick Struc- 
tures ; as alfo Towers and Redoubts on the 
Land Side, which ferve more for Ornament 
than Ufe. They make Potter's Ware^ here 
of a particular Kind of Earth, which is very 

fragrant. 
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fragant, and the Veflels are almoft as thin aS 
Paper. The Dutch h?ve a Faftory here for 
Salt Petre and raw 5ilk ; befides which many 
other Merchandizes may be purchafed. The 
Enghjh had a Sort of a Faftory here, but it has 
been withdrawn feveral Years. 

Orixa on the SoutbWeft Part of the Map 
was formerly an independent Kingdom, but 
is now tributary to the Great MoguU and is 
governed by a Gentow Prince. Their Reli- 
gion, at leaft fome Part of it, is as extra- 
vagant as can poffibly be imagined. They 
worfhip an Idol called Gopalfamiy whofe Fi- 
gure nearly refembles that of Priapus. Around 
his Temple are the Figures of Men and Wo^ 
men in the moft obfcene Poftures, as alio on 
hisPalankin when he is carried about in Pro- 
ceflion. Virgins and married Women who 
have no Children, worfliip the diftinguifhing 
Part in hopes of Ifliie, and likewife prefenc 
him with large Oblations. He is adored 
.likewife by all the Gentows of both Sexes ; 
but not in fo peculiar a Manner. 

At Jagranauty there is a Pagod of another 
Kind, which is reforted to by Pilgrims from 
all Parts of India . It ftands in a Plain about 
a Mile from the Sea, and is built of Stone in 
the Shape of a Canary Pipe fet on one End. 
It has no Windows, but is illuminated with 
HuiKlreds of Wax Tapers, which burn Day 
and Night. The Idol is an irregular Figure 
-of Black Stone, with two rich Diamonds 
placed near the Top to reprefent Eyes, and 

Che 
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the Nofe and Mouth are not carved but painted 
with a red Colour. About the Middle of thd 
Pagod is the Image of an Ox, carved out of 
one entire Stone, and bigger than the Life v 
the back Parts are fixed in the Wall. All the 
Pilgrims are obliged to wafli in a Ciftern or 
I'ank^ which is forty or fifty Yards long» be- 
fore they enter the Pagod. 

There are about ^60 Priefts who officiate 
at this Pagod, and their Bufinefs is to boii 
vaft Quantities of Rice for the Ufe of the 
Idol as they pretend. Some Part of it is placed 
before liim, and the reft is either fold or given 
to the Poor. Thefe Priefts lodge in Houfes 
or Convents near the Temple. The Nights 
are fpent in beating on Tabors and Brafs Cym- 
bals, wiph Songs of Praife to the Idol. This 
18 never removed out of the Temple, but 
his Effigies is often carried about inProceffion, 
mounted on a Carriage four Stories high. Ic 
has about ten Wheels, and is large enough to 
contain 200 People. It is drawn through a 
Street ^o Yards wide, and a Mile and a half 
long, by a Cable of 14 Inches in Circumfe- 
rence. Sometimes 200 People draw the Car- 
riage with fmall Ropes faftened to the Cable. 
There are ra(h foolifti Zealots who fall flat on 
the Ground on purpofe to be crufhed in Pieces 
by the Wheels. They have a Tradition that 
about 4000 Yeari ago this Idol fwam over the 
Sea to the Shore near which his Temple ftands. 

TJie Country about Jagrmiaut is very fruits 
ful and produces Corn, Pepper, Mirobalans, ' 
Gum-Lack, Bees- Wax, Oil, Butter, Clcth^ 

Cattle' 
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Cattle, Deer, Antilapcs, Bears, and Mon- 
kics ; which laft are very numerous and bokJ. 
The Water- Fowls, Partridges and Pheafants 
are all tame, becaufe none dare kill them 
but the Prince, or who he orders. There 
are many fmall Rivers and Stone Bridges over 
them, near which ftand Multitudes of Beg- 
gars, who afk Alms in.the Name of the Idol 
Jagranaut^ from whence the Town has its 
Name. 

Between this Place and CcUak^ which lies to 
the IVeji^ is a very fine Road, whereon are 
feveral Monuments of zealous Pilgrims. One 
of thefe not long ago built himfelf a Tomb 
here, which *tis faid, he entered, and ftarved 
himfelf' to death. Near the River of Catak 
there is a fmall Pagod built in the Form^of 
a Cupola, with 500 Holes in it, in which were 
as many Skulls. Thefe were the Heads of the 
Cbnfpirators who intended to betray the Town 
to Aurmgzebe^ and who were all executed by 
the Command of the King pf Orixa. Catak 
is ftill a large City walled round, and has Can- 
non planted on its Walls, but jieither of them 
are keept in good Order. The Figure is an 
Oblong Square, three Miles long and one 
broad. A Quarter Part of this Town is not 
inhabited, but the Ruins of many lai^e Build- 
ings are a fufficient Proof of its ancient Gran- 
deur, when the Kings of Orixa kept their 
Court there. It has now a Garrifon of 5000 
Foot ahd 500 Horfe. The Eaft-India Com- 
pany had formerly a fine Faftory , here feme 
of the Walls of which were (landing about s^ 
Years ago. Half 
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Half Way between Catak and Ballafor is 
Badaruck^ a Town of about 1000 Houfes. It 
has a ftnall mud* wall Fort, but never a Gun» 
The Inhabitants are chiefly employed in Huf- . 
bandry, fpinning, weaving, and churning. 

Balafor Hands on the Side of a River, and 
is but four Miles from the Sea by Land, but 
by the River twenty. There were formerly 
very good Faftories hereof the Englijh^ Dutch ^ 
j^nd French^ but fince the Setdements in Hugly 
River they are come to nothing. However 
- they drive a pretty good Trade to the Maldivia 
Iflands with Rice and other Grain. The 
Country abounds in Rice, Wheat, Grain, 
Doll, Callavances, Tobacco, Butter, Oil and 
Bees- Wax. Their Manufaftures are various 
Sorts of Cotton-ftuflfs, and others made with 
a Sort of Silk-grafs, fuch as Ginghams, Pi- 
nafcoes, 6fr. 

The Kingdom of Jfem or Azem lies to the 
South-Eaft ofBengalj and was firft difcovered 
by failing up the River Lakia, which pro- 
ceeds from the Lake Cbemay. It is one or the 
fineft Countries in AJia^ producing every 
Thing neceflhry for the ufe of Man. It has 
Mines of Gold, Silver, Iron and Lead, 
Plenty of Silk, Borax, and Gum Lack-, with 
which they fupply their Neighbours. They 
have no Gold Coin, but make ufe of Ingots 
in their Way of Trade. They arc fond of 
Dog's Flefh as well as the Chinefe^ and make 
ufe^of it in their mod fplendidEntertainments. 
They have Plenty of Grapes, of which they 
make no" Wine, but Brandy or Arack. Tliey . 
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have no Salt but what they get by burning oi 
Herbs and the Leaves of a Sort of Fig-tree. 
Of thefe laft they make Pot-Aflies, and ufe 
them for blanching their Silk. 

The King has no Revenue but what pro* 
ceeds from the mines. Every man may 
have four wives, who have cacn a dtftinfi: 
employment, to prevent any disputes among 
them. Both men and women are well-fhap^,' 
but their complexion is dark tho' not black. 
They go quite naked, hiding nothing but 
what decency requires ; only they have a cap 
or hat on their heads, adorned with hog^s 
teeth. They have holes in their ears large 
enough for one's finger, in which they hang 
jewels of gold or filver. The Men let their 
hair, which is black, be long enough to fall 
on their (houlders, and the Women let it grow 
as long as it will. When any one dies, they 
bury all the jewels and bracelets in the fame 
grave with the corps. They have H6rfes as 
well as Camels, but they make the greateft 
ufe of Elephants for carriage. 

On the North Side of the Map is Lc^a^ 
the Capital of the Kingdom of Tittt. In 
the Jejuiis Maps it is called T^nker^ and in 
others Lajfa-tonker. But our Traveller, whofc 
Road is traced in the Map, and who has 
been at the Town, muft needs know the true 
Appellation. TV^if/ called by the Tartar^ 
Barantola^ has been but little frequented by 
Travellers, tho* it was known to Marco Pauh 
in the thirteenth Century, and who gave a 
diilinA Account of the religious Orders called 

Lamas 
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Lamas. The Inhabitants of the MogttV^ Do- 
minions give it the Appellation of Boutan^ 
and it is mentioned by Tav^rnter^ under that 
Name, but he had no Knowledge of it ex- 
cept by hearfay. The mod remarkable 
Cuftom among them is, that one Woman 
may have feveral Hufbands at a time, not 
only of the fame Family, but Brothers, and 
they excufe themfelves by faying, that Wo- 
men are very fcarce in their Country. 

Their Form of government finee the late 
Wars with the Elutb Tartars is very uncer^ 
tain; but before this the grand Lama wa^ 
Mafter of Tibet. However he concetns him- 
felf in no worldly Affairs 5 he did aft, and 
perhaps does now by a Deputy. • This Prieft 
or rather Pope, lives in a beautiful Pagod at 
Dam^ to the North of Lajfa^ where he fits 
crofs-legged on a large and magnificent 
Cufhion, placed on a Kind of Altar. In this 
Pofture be receives the Adoration, not only 
of the People of the Country but of vaft 
Multitudes of Strangers, who flock from 
all Parts to receive his Blefling. He never 
returns the Salute, even of Princes, nor geti 
off his his Seat, nor moves his Head. He 
only puts his Hand on the Heads of the 
Worfhippers, who believe by that Means 
they obtain Remiflion of Sins. 

His Followers believe th^t the God Fo live* 
in him, that he knows all Things, fees all 
Things, and is acquainted with the Secrets- 
of the Heart. They lifecwife affirm, that: 

he 
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be i* immortal, and th^t when he feems tx> 
to die, he only changes his Abode, and en- 
ters into a new Body. After this, it is ne 
Wonder if they afcribe to him the Power of 
working Miracles. Some of the fubordinate 
hamas dwell in Pagods, of which there are % 
vaft Number, befidesthofe who live in f^mi* 
lies, for almoft every Honfe haa a Lafmt* 
Thofeof the higher Sort cnjpy great Eafe, 
Plenty and Sj^endor, by Means of the Of- 
ferings whidi are made them. There are 
many Ijumas amcmg ^^^attars^ who preteod 
to the fame Ppweri and receive the fanfic Jio* 
mage as cbofe €ff tibH. 

The grand L(m^ wegrs i &arlet Closk wi 
# gilt H^(, and tho&of fome^f the infi^^ 
Sort, reftit)bl? Mitres, thwgh ihcy g©n?nJJy 
w^r yellpw H^ts, god their Ooak3 are made 
«)f ^ icind of yellow Friae. Their Head and 
Be^rd are fliaved Very clofe, and^ they always 
carry a great Chaplet of Beads of red Goral 
er Amber, which they turn inccffantly thro' 
their Fingers, as d^y mutter their Prayers. 
$ome make a Vow of Chaftity, and" they 
have alfo Nuns under the fame Vow. Thefe 
^re clothed mwh in the fame mamier, only 
they have Boanets edged with Fur inftead <m 
(lats. The grand Lama is now generally 
faid to be the Pn^r^Jobn^ fo often mentioned 
by variofus Writjers. They all believe the 
Traftfmigration of the Soul, bat we are not 
acquainted with any farther Particulars of 
their ^.eligion \ fatdiey either cannot or will 

not 
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not difclofe the Myfteries of their Worftip. 
Some Authors have concluded from the Si- 
ttillkude of their Ceremonies with thofeof the 
Romtft) Religion, that that of Tii?et is coly a 
Corruption oCtht Chrijtiany formerly propa- 
gated by the Neftbrians in thofe Parts. But 
\ this the Jefuiis will by no Means allow, for 
■which they give fome probable Reafons. 

The Language of Tibet is quite difierent 
fVom thofe of the Mongous^ and the Manchow 
*Iart<irs^ and that of their ancient Books varies 
from them all, infomuch that the Lamas can-. 
riot fo much as read them ; nor do they un- 
derftand the tharafters, as they them (elves 
have confefled. Some fay, there are pretty 
good Phyficians in Tibet ^ and that they have 
Aftronomers who can compute the Motions 
©f the Stars, and foretel Eclipfes. We have no 
Account of the Plants and Trees, nor even 
the Animals of Tibet^ nor what Advantages 
might be drawn from thence by Way of Trade; 
The only Way of coming at this Know- 
ledge is by the way of Bengal^ for the Road 
from riience to Laffhy ha's been known a great 
while. However, this is certain, that there 
is a great deal of Gold i^rought from 91?^^/ to 
China\ which is of much greater Value than 
what comes from any other Country. 

Tbww^' alarms, three are feveral Sorts of 
Drugs brought from thence to Pa(na^ and. 
particularly Rhubarb and Mulk. The latter 
he affirms pays 2^ per Cent, to the great Mo- 
gul, at Gt^ia, or Gurgispun^ the Jaft Town 

in 
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in his Dominions on the Side of Tibef ; and 
the Merchants carry back from Pafna yellow 
Amber, Coral, Bracelets of Tortoile and 
other Sea Shells. He pretends there are Ca- 
ravans which travel from Patna to Tiiet^ 
which fet out in December^ and that they 
reach Gurgia in eight Days ; that in eight 
Days more they come to the Foot of high 
Mountains, travelling through thick Woods 
full of wild Elephants. Fifteen Miles beyond 
Gurgia^ they enter the Territories of the Ra- 
jah Nupal or Necpal^ who refides at a Town 
of the fame Name, and then they march with 
great Difficulty over the high Mountains. 
But what he fays ofthe Women al Ways ready 
to carry Men on their Backs through the ditr 
ficult Paffes, is too ridiculous to mention, as 
well as of the Goats that carry the Baggage, 
On the other Side the Mountains, he affirms 
the travelling is eafy and pleafant, with Plenty 
pf all things. 

. He tells us, that the King of Tibet has a 
Guard of 8000 Men, and chat he has fifty Ele- 
phants about his Houfe. Then he fpeaks of the 
Adoration paid to this King, whom xhtBrabmim 
("he fhould have faid the Lamas) would per- 
fwade the People that he is a God upon Earth. 
We forbear to relate feveral other Circum- 
ftances,' which from later and better Accounts 
we know to be falfe. However, what has been 
faid, may ferve to (hew what little Regard 
ihould be paid to the Defcriptipn of Countries 
from the Reports oi Travellers in general.

After leading (he chan- 
nel we loft fight of our confort^, and the day fol- 
lowing faw feveral large (hips plying off fir^, which, 
as we were informed by his Majefty's (hip Dunkirk^ 
were Admiral BoJiaWit^s fleet, of il fail of the 
line. We mift wtfh nothing particular tillMay 14^ 
.when we made the'iflgpd Forta^Otntura^ and the next 
d^y fafkd between TVimt/jT^"^ the Grand Canariai 
on ASay 20« we difcovereda fail, which proved to 
be the HpugBton^ and prefently after made the iflahd 
Befktoifia. The next Day we got into Porto Pricr 
Bay, where we found the Petham and Streathanty 
who had arrived about two hours befote. Here we 
mad^ what Diipatch we could in watering, and on 
the a6th irf* Maj the Bd^court airived. The next

pay we weighed, anci made fail in Company with the 
Pelbdniy Hbughtouy and Streatham^ leaving the Edge^ 
court in the Road ; we kept Company wi^h them 
two bays, fleering S. by E. | E. which Courfe the 
Captain thought too far eafterly, and therefore or- 
dered her to be kept fouth, amf by that Means foon 
loft Sight of them. From this Time we had a Paf- 
f.ige of feven Weeks, and then made the Cape Land« 

July 8, We took a frefh Departure from Lqgulhs^ 
and run to the Eaftward between the Latitudes of35. 
30. and 36. 00. till we made 1 1 meridian Diftance, 
and*by a Medium of feven other Journals 13 Loa- 
gitude, and that Day at Noon had, by Obfervatibn, 
35. 00 S. at which Time the Captain ordered the 
bhip to be kept £. N. E. having fieered £• for 24 
Hours before. This Day had dirty, fqaaUy Wea- 
ther, with the Wind from S. S. W. to S. S, E. and 
a very large Sea, being under treble-reefed Main* 
top fail, ,and double-reefed Fore-top-iail, all the 
Stay -fails flowed, and I judged the Ship's Way from 
noon was about fix or feven Knot$ an Hour, there- 
Midnight had about 70 Miles on the Board. 

About a Quarter before one in the Morning, 
Thurfday July 17, 1755, the Ship ftruck, and went 
to Pieces immediately, fo that we had not Time to 
iecure any Thing for our Prefervation. The firfl: 
Stroke awoke me, being then afleep in my Cabin. 
I made all the Hafte I could to get upon D.eck^ 
wher^ I found every Thing, jn the. moft terrifying 
Condition in^gtnable \ the Ship breaking all to Pieces 
and every one crying out to God for Mercy, ^as they 
Wire daflied to and fro by the Violence of the Sea. 
I crawled over to the larboard Side of th? Qiiarter- 
Dcck, it then.b^ing the higheft P^rt out of Water. 
I here met with the Captain who, (aid little more 
than that we (hould aUperifli. Suddenly g.Sca came 
and fcpar^ted us, by Which I, w^ . pr^tQr much 
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bruifed, and had the lefler Bone of my left Arm 
broken^ I made a fliift to get upon the Quarter, 
where I remained fome Time; all the reft of 
the Ship being under Wat^, and gone to Pieces. 
Somebody then called Land/ upon which 1 looked 
about me, and faw fomething which appeared vf ry 
black, but I could not think it to be Land, as it 
feemed fo low ; but took it rather for the Range of 
the Sea on the other Side the Breakers, and expe^ed 
nothing but to perifli inftantly. The Sea prefeotly 
broke over me with great Violence, and forced me 
from my Hold, whereby I got a Blow on my Kye 
that quite ftunned me, and I lay fenfeUifs till after 
Day-light. Coming a little to, I found I was faft 
on a Plank with a Nail in my Shoulder, which I fooii 
cleared my felf of, and called out as well as I coiild, 
with what little Strength I had left. I was heard 
by fome of the People on the Rocks, who could 
not well come to my Affiftartce, fo I crawled on 
Shore as well as I could, being quite benumbed with 
Cold, having been above fix Hours in the Wind 
and Rain. When I got on the Rocks I met with 
Mr. John CottettyOVLT Second Mate, and five or fix 
People more, who had efcaped on Shore fome Time 
before me. PrefentJy we heard that Mr. Jones^ 
Chief Mate, with Mr. Powill, Fiftti Mate, the Car- 
penter, and feveral others were alive and on Shore. 
We then gathered ourfelves all together to fee who 
had beenfo happy as to efcape fo fudden a Death, and 
found only twenty-three left alive out of 270 Souls 'j 
namely,

Our firft Care was to feek for fome Cloathin^ 
to cover Mfiy in whick. we fuccced^td b^oad our £x- 
pe«5lation. Fjre was the next neceflary Article that 
offered itfelf to our Thoughts, being all in a ^an* 
tier benumbed after being fo long expofed to the 
bleak Winds and Raui; but how to procure any» we 
\vcre quite at a toTs. Sboie trkA what^ might Jbe 
done by rubbing two Sticks together, but without 
Succe&. One of us happened to pijck up. 9. Watch^ 
wrapt in Cofton; gnd upon' farther Search found a^ 
fmiaU Ifox with two Guo-]piints and a Piece of a File 
in it. This was a joyful Acquifi^tioo, though we 
were ftiU unprovided oi Tinder. Some little while 
^fter, a Ca^ of Gua-ppwder was. difcovered^ but 
one End being out, it waa wet ; yet Part was dry to-, 
wards the Bottom, We bruifed alittle>ian.d laid it 
on a Linen Rag, and foofik firuck Fire. In the Af^ 
ternoon a Box of Wax Candles was brought m, and 
at the fame Time a Canteen^Cafe <A French Brandy, 
thap both which nothing could be more welcome* 

We all thought itadvifeablc to take a Pac^k «ni 

fee 
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fot my own Part I believe I drank near half a Pint, 
without the leaft enlivening Effeft. We then Ibught 
for Water, and found a Butt in Part full. The 
bruifed and v^ounded Men all got round the Fire, 
whilft Mr. CoUett and moft of the reft were em- 
ployed in making a Tent to cover us who were not 
able to walk. Mr. Jones went among the Rocks to 
try what he could difcover^ and foon returned wi th/bme 
Pieces of fait Pork m his Hands. He likewife (aw fome 
Cafks of Beer, Water and Flour, but it was now 
too late to get them up over the Rocks; and all that 
could be farther done this Day, was to get up fome 
Ganvafs, £5f^. for compleating the Tent, which, 
however, was not large enough to hold us all, and 
we were obliged to ere<Si it on the higheft Part of 
the Rocks, though covered with Gannets Dung, 
for fear of being overflowed. All the Night we had 
fuch continued bard Squalls and Rain, that we ceuld 
get no Reft ; and to the great Increafe of our Dif- 
trefs, we were funk a Foot deep in the Fowls 
Dung, and our Fire was quite beat out by the Wind 
and Rain. 

Friday y Jtdy ift,dthc Wind cafter!y, with Se- 
quent hard Squalls of Rain. All diofe that were 
able went upon the Rocks in order to fave what 
Proviflons they could for our Subfiftence, during the 
Stay that Providence (hotiki allot us in this barren 
Place, which wedefpaired of being lefstban a Monthf 
were it only on Account of the Recovery of thebruifed 
and wounded among us. They vilked the Water-fide 
to look for thofe Things which were feen the Day be- 
fore; but to their great Mortification found the Sea 
had ftove them all, except aCa(k of Beer, and one of 
Flour, which were got fafely up. Likewife fomc 
Butts of Water were difcovered, but Strength waa 
wanting to raif^ them, and the Tide flowing up, put 
aStop 10 thia Day's Work at the Water-Side j we 

N 4 there- 
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therefore, went to Dinner all together upon broiled 
Rafhers of Pork ; but had no fooncr fat down than 
every one began to lament his miferable Condition, 
which, with the Groans of the fick and wounded, 
deftitute of fkilful Afliftance and Medicmes, was to 
me one of the moil afFeAing Scenes I ever was 
concerned in. However, miferable as our Condi- 
tion' tertainly was, we had the good Fortune to have 
the Carpenter among us, which gave us fome Hopes 
that we might be able to build a Boat if we Could 
but find 'fools* The Carpenter, on his Part, pro- 
mifed to endeavour the beft he could ; and from 
that Hour the Boat engroffcd our whole Conver- 
fation, and every one thought it would be the tike* 
Mtji Method of getting to fome Port or other, either 
the Cape or Delagoa. Some therefore went imme-^ 
diately in Search of Tools, and others to mend the 
Tent. 

Saturday^ July ig, Wind wefterly. Early 
this Morning muftered all the Strength we could 
in order to fecure the Water we difcovered yefter- 
day, and fucceedcd fo'well, asfafely to get up four 
Bnits before Dinner; and afterwards one Calk of 
Flour and a Hog(he«d of Brandy, with fome other 
NeceflTarics. In the Mean Time every Body was 
Very diligent in Search of Tools, but found none 
except a Scraper. In great Hopes of being more 
fuccefsful to-morrow, having had a prodigious Surf 
rolling in all Day. found one of our litde Bo^ts, 
very much damaged. At low Water went dn the 
Rocks to gather Limpits and Mufcles, of which 
there is great Plenty, tho^ they are very bad eating. 

Sunday 2c, Wind and Weather much as yefter- 
day. Found myfelf, by God's Bleffing, much bet- 
ter, and able to walk out ; went with our People 
in Search of more Neceflaries, and had the good 
Fortune to find two of Hadley's Sea -quadrants, which 

gave 
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^^e,u9 firefhlSpiirits^ as w^ took k for a kind ofEar* 
neft, that we inereonee molten fo ufc them to goo^I 
pAirif>ofe. We alft> difcovcmd a Hamper, kt which^ 
were Fileis^ Sail-medley, Giinhlel9, atid afn Azimuth 
Compafs-card. We alfo found a Cheft of Treafurc* 
ai Carpenter's Adze, a Cbikf, three Sword.b!ades> 
m^ two or three Books of Navigation ; all which 
coniribjutedflill .more to enliven us. But our next 
Diicov^ry bad a qvute contralry £ffe£^ ; it was a Fe* 
mate Qorps, the Body of poor Mrs. C$//ety oU 
iecond Mate's Wife, who happened to be at fome 
Diftance ; Mr, Jffnesy our firft Mate, in order t^ 
conceal from him a Sight which he knew would 
moft fenfibly and perhaps fatally aiFe£l him, went 
to Mr. Caliiity and, under Pretence of Bufiftcfs, 
|oo]c him to the other Side of the Rock, whilfi }, 
and the other. Mate, with the Carpenter and three 
others, digged a Grave in the Birds Dung, and 
burled her, reading the Burial Service out of a 
French Common-Prayer Book that was drove on 
Shore from the Wreck; Some Days after we by 
degrees difclofed the Matter to Mr. Cgllet, which, 
however he hardly could believe, till Mr. yoKes 
gaiKe him her Wedding-Ring^ taken off her Finger. 
After this, Mr* CaJUt^ who had ever a moft tender 
AfFedJion for his Wife, fpent many Days in r^iifing 
a Monument over her, by piling up the fquarelt 
Stones he could meet with, and throwing in the 
Birds Dung bj way of Cement On the Top he 
Jaid an Elm. Flank, and thereon with a Chiflel cut 
her Name, Age, and the IHme o£ her Death, witli 
fome Account of the unhappy Calailrophe. 

At ten o' Clock we all ailembled in Prayer and

Day ovr Carpenter itniflied a Saw^ 

Tuefday%2. Wind thefame,^ widi pleaiknt Weafr- 
ther.^. This Morning found no lefs than five Butt» 
of Water,^ two Hogfheads of Brandy, and half a 
Kogihead of Vinegar ; but our chief Look-out is 
for Carpenter's Tools^ A fmall Saw made this 
Day out of aSwerd-BIade. Our huvt Peopieare won- 
derfully recovered, confidering they have had no* 
thbg to df efs their Wounds with. 

fVidmfday M. Wind in the S. W. Quarter, wid* 
frequent hard Squalls and Rain.. Our People were 
employed in bringing up Timber^ Piank, Cordage, 
&r. the Carpenter is getting 'what few Tools he 
has in Readinefs to begin the Boat as foon as he is 
able to ftand, hsTving ^ ugfy Wound in hi& Foot \ 
and the Smith in building a Tent, and making a 
Forge. In the Evening all Hands employed in fe- 
curing our Tent from blowing down. ■ '\ 

Thurfday%j^. Moderate fireesesweft^riy^ and- fair

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penter and Nathaniel Cbifi>alm yftnt to work upon 
the Boat's Keel, and the Smith finifbed his Forgr. 
Our next Care was to procure Cpals, which we did by 
burning Fir. Overhauled our fait Pork, and found 
fome of it very bad, therefore hung it up in the 
Tent to fmoke it. Agreed; our Boat fhopld be a 
Sloop, thirty Feet Keel, and twelve Beam. 

Friday 2^, The major Part frelh Breezes wefterly. 
The Carpenter hard at work. We have a moft 
difmal Profpedtof dead Bodies lying on all Parts of 
the Rocks, and no Place to bury them.

• her. Juft as we were going to Dinner, two People 
' came running; over the Rocks crying out,, Thi BMil 

the Boat ! which rejoiced us much, being in great 
Hopes of Succefs ; but were extremely furprifed to 
fee only one Man rowing with both Oars, therefore 

^imagined the other two were detained : but pre- 
fently afterwards another got up and took an Oar, 
whom we imagined to have laid himfelf down, being 
faint and overpowered with the Heat of the Sun. In 
about an Hour's Time only Rofenbnry and Taybr 
came in ; who, as foon as they ftepped out of the 
Boat*, fell on their Knees, and returned God Thanks 
for their fafe Return to this difmal Place.. T^«y 
were very much fatigued with Heat and Rowing, 
. having no Water nor Provifions : we helped thm 
over tsi the Tent, and drcffcd fome Fiih for them : 
we^ did oovchuie CO aik them any Queftions, as they 

- * appeared 
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appeared to want Sleep very much. After they a* 
woke, t)iey gave us the following Account, vi%. A- 
bout thrcje oV Clock they got round a Point to the 
eaft^jrd aix>ut fix I^cagues^ wfiere we were in 
Hopes there, waf a Harbour from making like a 
double Point ; but it did not prove fo j they found 
a large Surf all along Shore. About five o' clock 
they pulled in for the Shore, which proved fatal to 
s , poor BothwiU\ for as foon as they got into the Surf 
. the Boat overfet, and they were ail driven from it 
by the Surf, and poor B^ibwellw2LS drowned. The 
, other two got on Shore with hardly any Life ; hav- 
• ing loft all their Provifions except a fmall Keg of 
Brandy. The firft Thing they did was to feek af- 
ter the Boat, to cover them in the Night ; but 
. when they found her, they were too weak to get 
, her up, Darknefsfoon coming on, they Were ob- 
J^ed tQ.Ue upofithe Sand under a Tree all Night*. 
Tl)ey faw no Inhabitants- the iirft Day except one». 
when rowing along Shore^ As foon as Day-light 
, appeared th^ went to look for the Boat^ and found 
th^ Surf had nnoved her from where (he was be« 
. for^. They wsAi^ci atong the Beach tiil they founct 
h^r,. and at the fame Time they faw a Man, and 
ladv^nced towards him^ upon which ^e ran into the. 
Woods, which were very thick there, Afterwardft 
ihey found the Body of Bothwell dragged a Ion; 
Way up the Sand, ai^ torn to Pieces by fome wild 
^Beaft: this, terrified them exceedingly, expe^Ing to 
*ihare the fame Fate i fo they endeavoured to re- 
turn, but the Wind blowing freih wefierly, they 
could not :. befides the Boat overf^ with them a- 
gatn, and drove on Shore a^ongwith them* Soon 
after they were got fafe on Xand they met Dfith a 
.Fruit muQh. like an Apple,, which they gather'd and 
eat. Then they whelm'd the Boat over them, ta 
fl^pyn^r, and ibyelte;t: them from. the Sun an^ 
• . wud 
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wiWBeafts, fome of which they faw in the Nighty 
as they chanced to look out, which, by their Dc- 
fcription we take to have been Jackals irather than 
Tigers, as they thought them. In the Morning 
they faw a Man's Feet, and got from binder the 
Boat. The Man ran up to two more Men and a 
Boy : they all made Signs for our People to go a- 
way, which they endeavoured to do, but could 
move but flowly. The Natives then ran down 
upon them with their Launces. Refenberry im- 
prudently ran up to them with the Boat** Maft, 
and a Piftol, which were" wafbed on Shore, in herpes 
of frighting them: but he was miftaken, for they 
immediately furrounded them, whetting their 
Launces : at which Rofenberry ran into the Water, 
and Taylor h\\ on his Knees, and cried out pitifully. 
However, xhiy pulled off his Shoes and Shirtf, and 
wanted his Trowfcrs jkut he made fome Refift- 
ance, and begged of them, as weU as he could by 
bis Geftures, not to flrip him ; whereupon they 
deiifted^ They then made Si^ns for Rofenberry to 
come to them, which he fcrupled to do; making 
Signs to them that they would kill him. They then 
pointed to Taylor^ fignifying that they had not 
killed him. Upon this he fiiS threw the Piftol and 
Trowfers, and every Thing but h'xi Shirt to thert, 
and then ventured himfelf in their Hands. They 
did not hurt him, but held the Boat's Maft and 
Piftol to him, to (hew him his Folly in attempting 
to fright them. They appeared much pleafed with 
the Cloaths, and fhared them among onie sino^r. 
Then they took every Bit of Rope out of the Boat, 
and the Pintle of the Rudder, and endeavoured to 
"break the Boat's Stem to pieces for what little Iron 
was in it : but our People both cried and begged 
cf them not to io it, upon which they left off.* 
Then they made Signs to Ae . Natives that th^ 

wanted 
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wanted fomething to cat. They gvrt them a Par- 
cel 6f Roots, and waved their Hands for them to 
begone, but the Wind being flrong wcl^erly they, 
could not put off'; which the Natives being made 
fenfihle of, covered them with the Boat to fleep 
under, and left them. (Thefe Natives* are Hotten- 
tots.) The next Morning, being fine Weather, 
and theWindcaftcriy, they launched the Boat, and 
returned to the Rock again. This Morning the 
fmaiil Cattamaran went out and caught twelve Fi(b. 
In the Evening the Boat went out and caught a fevv 
more. This Morning we obferved the Sun to be 
eclipfed from eight o' Clock till eleven, 3-4ths be* 
ing obfcured. In the Evening killed a Hog. 
. Sunday 7. Frefh Gales wefterly, cloudy Weather. 

Mondays, Light variable Breezes. Carpenter 
employed on the Timbers. People carrying round 
Plank. Smith making a Handle for a Cutlafs, and 
fome Launces to defend ourfelves upon Occafion. 
To-day had great Succefs in Fifliing, caught 75 
large Piih; but to our Misfottune, have no Salt to 
cure them, therefore intend to . try fmoking of 
them.

This Day oh a P^rt of the Rock which 
bad hitherto been overlooked, we found, to our 
great Surprife, Deal-boards, and feveral Pieces of 
rttfty decayed Iron, as Tackle-books, Bolts, and a 
JStauncbeon ; whence we conjeflured that fome 
other unfortunate poor Souls had been wrecked on 
thefe Rocks before us ; and that this Iron was 
burnt out ^of the Remnants of their Veffel, which 
they had made ufe of for Fire-wood.

Monday 26, Moderate breezes wefterly, with hard 
rain. Two Men went a fifhing, and* caught two 
Dozen and a half.

Men went to Egg Ifland,. and g^t only nine Fggs. 

Wednesday 28, The firft Part a moderate breeze 
wefterly, the latter eafterly and> clgud j weather^

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Carpenter finifhed the Lining. Smith mending the 
the Pots to drefs our Visuals. 

Thurfday 29, Frefli Gales eafterly and hazy wea- 
dien Carpenter fitting Knees. Soiith as before. 

Friday 30, Wind and weather as pir Day paft. 
Carpenter employed on the Stern. People making a 
Kiln, and clearing die Channel. 

Saturday y,^ Wind wefterly, and fair weather. 
The Carpenter making a Rudder. People brmgtng 
round Iron for Ballaft. 

Sunday^ Ftb. i, 1756, Moderate breezes and fair 
weather in the morning. Went among the birds, 
but got few or no eggs, which is a great lofs to us. 
Three Men went out a fifhing, and caught three 
JDozen and a half of fifh, and a large Salmon. 

Monday a, Moftly a firefli Gale eafterly, and fm 
weather. Carpenter about the Stern and Rudder. 
People brin^g over Iron for ballaft for the boat. 

Tuefday 3, A frefli Gale eafterly with hazy wea- 
ther. Carpenter about the Pumps. People bringing 
over Fire- wood. 

Widnefday 4, Moderate breezes north weft^ and 
unfettled weather. Carpenter cadking the Stem. 
Smith making another pair of Rudder-irons. 

Thurfday 5, Light breezes wefterly. Carpenter 
sUid Sitrith as before. Three Men went out a fiih- 
ing, and caught a dozen Fi(h and a Shark. 

Friday 6« A moderate Gale eafterly, fair weather. 
Carpenter fitting and nailing on the Rudder Irons, 
and People watering the boat to fee if Ihe is tight. 

Saturday 7, Cahsi weadier. Carpenter employed 
as before. 

Sunday 89 Moderate breezes, fair vreather in the 
Afternoon. Three Men went out a fifliing, caught a 
fiin^-ray, and two doa^en Rock Fi|b.

In the-Moming three Men went a fifhing, and caught 

ten Fifli and ten Penguins Eggs, 
' Sunday 15. Light variable Breezes, fair Weather.- 

Carpenter pay*d the ftarboard Side, and got the Vef- 

fel ready for launching to-morrow. Three Men 
went a fifliing, and caught three Dozen of Fifli. 

Monday i6» Frefli Breezes wefterly, ^fair Wea- 
ther. Laid the Ways to launch the Boat, and. 
about ten o'Clock got her into the Water, and got 
the Maft in, and fome Water and Ballaft, and 
named her TAf Happy Deitvenmce. 

Tuefday 17. Moderate freezes wefterly, foir Wea^ 
ther. People employed all Night in getting theiv 
Things into- the Boat, and at high Water hauled her 
outint6 the Stream. Wheni^ got to the Moutb 
of the Channel, the Grapnarls came Home, and 
the Boat drove on the Rocks, and jftruck feverat 
Times very hard, which we were afraid would have 
demoliflied her; but, thank God, with the Lift of 
the Sea got her ofF, and run her over the Bar. An- 
chored in four Fathom Water. Left the barren 
Rock, which we named Bird IJlandy having on 
Board two Butti and four Hogfticads of Water^ two 

live 
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live Hogs, one Firkin of gutter, about four Pound 
of BifcuitaMan, and ten Pays fait Pxpvifions at 
about two Ounces a Day per Man, but quite rottea 
and decayed. 

Wedmfday li. At one in the Afteraoon weighed 
with a light Breeze wefterly, and ftood to the £aft* 
ward in order to make the River St. Lucia oi|r fir ft 
Port. For twenty-five Days together we laboured 
under a continual Series of EKftr^fs, fuch as having^ 
Tittle or no Provifions to eat; and met with ftron£, 
Ctirrents, ietting at the Rate' of a. Mile and 
a half per Hour ; fo that when we bad a fair WiQfL 
and pleafant Breeze we: could barely flent the Cur* 
rent, yv^hich made us very uneafy, not knowing w^f 
to do: therefor&.as we found the Current fetfo ftrong. 
to the Weftwardandmoftly cafterly Vinds, tbougliK,* 
proper to put back and try for the Caps* Accoid- 
ingly, on Tuefday^ March 2, bore away to the Weft* 
ward in order to proceed to the Cape ; but to our 
Mortification, the next Day the Weather looked 
as if it promifed a very hard Gale from the Weft- 
ward, and b^un to riie apace^ 

Thurfday March 4, Thle Wind and Sea increafing: 
we endeavoured to lay to, but ibipped fuch heavy 
Seas, that we expe£led eVAFy one 'would da(h hoc. 
to Pieces; therefore were obliged once more to bear 
away and feud under our Top-fail. Sometimes the^ 
Squalls were fo violent, that the Sea appeared lik^ 
CJifts over the Stern. The Gale continued till about, 
three o'Clockon Friday Mornings and then we had 
fine Weather. Nothing material happened after- 
wards till Sunday^ March 7, when falling calm, we 
anchored about three Quarters of a Mile ofi^ Shore, 
and foon after perceived feveral of the Natives coming. 
db;wn from the Mountains, which encouraged us 
to try to land. Accordingly fent three Men on 
Shore- m the Boat^ one of which w^ Thomas Jlr- 
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nold^ a black Servant of the Captain's: we gav6 
them a String of Amber Beads with them; When 
the Boat returned, we were told that the black Fel- 
low had jumped overboard and fwam to Shore. 
When he got Sight of us, he waved for us to run 
along Shore, which we did ; and he and the Na- 
tives, in Number about forty, followed him. When 
. we had ran about a League, we found a very con- 
. venicnt Place to land ; and fent three Men in the 
fmall boat to fetch Arnold ofF, which they foon did- 
He and they were very defirou& of^ going on Shore 
again, faying, the Natives had fent up in the Court- 
try for Sheep, Bullocks, fsfr. We fent only the 
three Men, who brought on Board Wood enough 
to )aft us four Days. In the interim Thomas Armkd 
gave us the following Account ; that when he firfl: 
got on Shore they feemed very fby of him ; but he 
followed them, and when he came up to them, they 
all fat down, and defired him to fit down by them> 
which he did. Upon prefenting the String of Am- 
ber Beads to the oldeft Man among them, which, 
feemed to be their Chief, he received it very kindly. 
Then he made Signs to them that he wanted to eat, 
they brought him fome Indian Corn and Fruit, and 
when he had done eating, gave him feme Water 
in a Callibaih to drink, then direfled him to the 
Place where we got him off. The Wind continuing 
wefterly, at two in the Afternoon, Mmdaj March 8, 
made Sail along Shore, and nothing remarkable hap- 
pened till March lo^ when the Wind ihifted to the 
Eaftward, therefore anchored in twelve JFathom, 
half a Mile off Shore. In the Evening feveral Na- 
tives come down to the Water-fide hallowing to 
us, which made us endeavour to land, but found it 
impracticable. In the Morning the Natives repeated 
their Signals again^ at the fame Time driving dowa 

gre^ 
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great Numbers of Cattle, fuch as Goats and Bul- 
locks ; but ftill we could not find a Place to land. 

Thurfday ii. The firft and latter Parts ftrong 
Gales eafterly, and a very large Sea in the Mom* 
ing. Four Men went in the fmall Boat to try to 
Jand, but could notj (o returned on board agam 
without Succefs. 

Friday 12. Wind and Weather as per Day paft. 
In the Morning weighed with a light Air wefteriy, 
and ran about a Mile farther to the Eaftward. Then 
anchored again, being calm. Tried to land again, 
but found no Place fit to attempt goii^ aihore. Our 
Spirits begin to fail us much, having no Bread left 
nor could we catch any FiOi 5 therefore were obliged 
to reft contented with about half an Ounce of ftink- 
ing rotten Pork per Man a Day« 

Saturday 13. The firfl Part ftrong Gales eafterly. 
Middle 'and latter calm. In the Morning two Men 
went in Shore to try to catch Fifh, but returned 
without Succefs. At the fan^ Time aflured us, 
there was to fmall a Surf the Boat might land. 
Then four Men went in the Boat 5 two of them 
landed, and the other two returned with the Boat*

Sunday 14. The firfl and middle Pacts moderate 
and fair Weather. Two of our People having bad 
nothing to eat thefe two Days, begged the^ might 
be put on Shore, and they would live among the 
Natives, According!]^ we fent the Boat with them, 
and landed them fafe. J u ft as they got out of the 
Boat, a Shark took the Blade of one of the Oan ia 
his Mouth, and ahnoft wrenched it from the Man's 
Hands. Towards Evening it grew little Wind, zsH 
feemed likely to (hift to the weft ward, which made 
^ very imcafy for the Men that were on Shore ; 

fearing 
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fearing it might blow too hard for us to ride till 
Morning; therefore kept repeating Signals all Nighty 
by (hewing Lights in Hopes to bring them to the 
Water- fide, and get them off before the Surf rofe too 
high. However we faw nothing of them till about 
fix o'Cbck in the Morning, when it was too late, 
there being a frefli Gale erf Wind and a large Surf. 
Therefore we waved them along Shore, in Hopes, 
to find a more favourable Place to get them off; 
and by the Confent of every Body, bore ^way and 
made fail along Shore. We had fcarce run twa 
Leagues before we came ta'a very good Place, and 
immediately worked dofe in Shore, and anchored 
in five Fathom. Got the fmall Boat out, and fenC 
four Men in her, two to go to meet the four Mea 
that landed yeflerday, and two to found fhe River*s 
Mouth, being in great Hopes we fliould fi,nd Water 
enough over die Bar for our Boat. In about three 
Hours the twx> Men returned with, the other four, and: 
tailed to us, but were afraid to attempt to come to 
us, there being too great a Surf to launch the Boat. 
Monday 15. The firftParta frefli Gale weftcrly^ 
Hvith Squalls and Rafti, Middle and hitter Calms, 
and light Airs eaflerly. Were very uneafy all Night: 
for our People and Boat not coming on board. At 
Daylight weighed and ftood clofe to the Shore ; and 
feeing them ftill loath to venture, we called to them, 
that if they did not come ofFinomediately, and give- 
as fome Advice or other whether there was any 
Poifibiliry of getting into the River, we mufl be- 
^tiged to leave them, being without Provifions, or 
iny Likelihood of getting any there. Our Threat- 
inings had its defired Effed, for two of them ven- 
tured off in the Boat, although there was a large 
Surf. When they came on board they informed us. 
that the Natives received our Men very civilly, and 
^Ve them B^ and Fiih to cat aud Milk to drink,, 

and 
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and conduced them over the MouAtains'from where 
they landed till they met our Pepple. The Wind 
now eafterly, which made it .bad R-ididg here ; and 
a fair Wind into the Rivcr^ whence they faid there 
was Water enough for us.- We all then agreed to 
wait till High-Water, and run the Rifk of the Bar. 
Therefore at eleven in the Morning weighed and 
flood in for the River, The fmall Boat fournkd 
a-head. When they came the Length of the Bar 
they waved us back agaip. Wore and Anchored 
again; and when the Boat came on bqard they told 
ifS) they (lad but eight Feet water on the Bar, 
therefore intend waiting till High water. At two ia 
the Afternoon weighed and made fail for the River,. 
and got in very well, without (hipping any water, 
and anchored in two and an half Fathom water. 
Have here at Spring Tide High- water three Fathom, 
and at low ditto eight Feet. 

Upon our Arrival on Shore, our firft Care w^ 
to confult in what Manner we might, proceed to 
trade with the Natives for what Provifions and other 
Neceffaries wd were in need of, not having heard 
of any Tra'de being carried on, on that Part of tbo^ 
Coaftasyet; however this did not take up mqciv 
Time, having- but few Commodities for that Ufe, 
fuch as Brafs Coat- Buttons, fmall Iron Bolts, Nails^ 
and fome Copper Hoops, which we made into Brace* 
lets for their Arms and Legs, what the People ift 
India wear commonly in great Numbers, and call 
them Bangles. Thefe we took on Shore and flbewcd 
them to the Natives; at the fame Time, makinj 
Signs to them as well ajs we could for what we 
wanted to exchange ©ur Commo4itics> by kneeling 
down and gnawing the Grafe, and hiding our 
Hands up like Horns, and making a Noife like that 
of Bullocks, Sheep, ^c. which they foon under- 
flood, and were very expeditious in driving dowa 

two 
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two fm^U Bxillocks, wht^h we foon agreed for, and 
purchafed for about one Pound of Copper and three 
or four Brafs Buttons, each Bullock weighing about 
five or fix Hundred, very good Meat 5 and they 
feemed very well fatisfied with their Bargain, and 
promifed to bring more Bullocks down when we 
wanted them. They likewife brought down Milk 
in great Quantities, which we ufed to purchafe at a 
very cheap Rate> giving only a Brafs Button for 
about two or three Gallons. LikeWife a fmall Gram 
like Guinea wheat, which we purchafed at the fame 
Rate, and ground itl)etween tv^o Stones, and baked 
•it upon fome Embers for Bi-ead, in Hopes it would 
'keep till we could get better ; but this did not fuc- 
ceed, for it grew mouldy in three Days, therefor^ 
we afterwards boiled it with our Meat and found it 
very good Food. We ftaid here about a Fortnight, 
dufing which Time we often went up in the Coun- 
try to their Towns about ten or twelve Miles, 
where they lived iilHuts covered with Rufhes like 
a kind of Thatch, which were very neat within, and 
they aVways offered one for us to lie in if we ftaid 
on Shore all Night, and were extremely obliging. 
At thefe Times we ufed to eat with them, and they 
liked our way of dreffing ViSuals, though they 
are particularly fond of the Intrails, fuch as the 
Paunch and Guts, which they moftly eat raw, only 
■Ihaking out the Excrement. They were pleafed at 
iComingon board our Boat, often went up the River 
in the fmall Boat with us, and behaved very fo- 
ciably. They were no ways fliy of their women, 
but frequently brought their own Sifters and-Dajugh- 
tersand left them for a whole Day with us, when they 
were going into the woods which are very plenty 
hereabouts. Their chief Exercife is hunting, and 
their only Arms arc Launces and two mart Sticks 
with a Knob at the End, with which, after having 

wounded 
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wounded their Game with the Launce, they kociclc 
it down. 

The River here b veiy full of Manattes or Sea- 
COWS) which we found no ways mifchievQus: They 
jnoftly come on Shore in the Night, and their chidF 
Food is Grafs ; the Natives fometimes catch them 
afleepand kill them to eat. Thev have a few Ele- 
phants Teeth, which they offered very cheap, but 
we had no Room to flow them in our Boat. They 
wear little or no Cloathing in the Day-time» and in 
the Night only a Bullock's Hide, which they dry 
thoroughly and make them very fupple. Their 
chief Ornaments are a Piece of a Bullock's Taili 
^which hangs dangling down from their Rump Id 
their Heeb, with a tew fmall Sea* Shells tied to it ; 
they alfo wear fmall Pieces of the Skin tied round 
their Knees, Ankles and Arms. Their Hair th^ 
plaifter up with a great Quantity of Tallow or Fat 
mixed with a kind of red Earth, and they rub their 
Bodies all over with Greafe. They are prodigious 
a&ive and dextrous wi.h their launces; weoftea 
faw them throw a Launce thirty or forty Yards^ and 
hit a fmall Head of Corn. They have another 
Method of exercifing tbemfelves in the Day, and 
commonly when they meet or part from one ano- 
ther, and that is by dancing and jumping all round" 
a Ring, and n>aking a moft hideous Noife, fometimes 
hallowing and fometimes grunting like a Hog; then 
running backwards and forwards as hard as they can, 
flouriOiing their Launces. Another Circumftance 
I forgot to remark, whicb perhaps may be a little 
furprifing ; which is, that among thefe Natives, who 
are entirely black and all woolly haired, we met 
v/ith a Youth j feemingly about 12 or 14 Years of 
Age, quite white, and his Features had the true Re- 
femblance of an Eurcpeany having £ne light Hair, 
not in the leaft refemblingthat of the other Natives. 
3 We 
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We fardier obferved, that this Boy Was made ufe of 
as a kind of Domeftic ; for they fent him on Er« 
rinds, and fometimes would not let him eat with ' 
them, but made him ftay till they had done ; tho* 
I muft do them the Juftice to fay, I never law a 
more amicable Sort of Folks among themfelves than 
they are ; for if they have any thing to eat, be it 
ever fo little, the Perfon who has it divides it equally 
as far as it goes with a feeming Pleafure. For 
about two or three Days before our Departure the 
abovementioned ^oy was not to be feen, they 
being under fome Apprehenftons of his going away' 
with us, as we imagined ; and the Morning we came 
away we could not fee one of the Natives* 

Monday 29, Fine pleafant weather, and wind 
down the River. Having by the Bleffing of Pro- 
vidence laid in a comfortable Stock of Provifions, 
we at five in the Morning weighed and foon got on 
the Bar, where we found a very ugly Surf break- 
ing quite over the Boat, and becalmed our Sail lb 
that we had little or no Head- way , and were in great 
fear of driving on the Rocks ; however we had the 
Happinefs to get fafe out and made fiul for the Ri- 
ver St Lucia, 

Tuefday 30. Light variable Breezes ^ith fqually 
Weather and Rain. At one in the Afternoon the 
Table-land over the River bore weft by fouth fix 
I^eagues. At Sun-fet the Extremes of the Land from 
north-eaft by eaft to weft by fouth Diftance off Shore 
four Miles. This Evening, while we kept turning, 
found we got ground, therefore were in Hopes the 
Current was more favourable than ufual; found 
ourfelves 1^0 Miles to the northward of Account. 
Courfe N. 50 E. Dift. 108 Miles, N. DJ- 
ilance 5.

As we were 
irunnins up the River to look for an anchoring Place^ 
grounded upon a Sand in the Middle, but got off 
next Tide without Damage. Moored in three Fa« 
thorn Water, 

We went on Shore, and foon found the Inhabi* 
tants to be quite another fort of People from thofe 
we laft parted with ^ for when we (he^ed theni

what we hkd to trade with, they figaified totis tbi^ 
they wanted fomefmall kind of Grain, asweimagined^ 
by their taking up (bme Sand gX the Beach, and 
running it out of one Hand into the other, which 
we were entirely at a Jo6 about* However, upon 
ibewing them Brafs Buttons, they immediateljr 
brought down fome Bullocks, Fowls, Potatoes, 
Pumkins, &c. The Bullocks we coald not agree 
ftbout, they wanting (bme Brais R4ngs tng enough td 
go round the Colhr. The Fowls, Piunkins, fsV. 
we bought great Plenty of at a very dieap Rate: 
Five or fix grown Fowls for a fmali Piece of Bun- 
ten, which we make our Colours of, not worth 
above a Groat in England. As we ftaki hcfe three 
weeks, we fpent moft of our Time in walking about 
the Country, and- feeing their Towns and Method 
of living, and endeavoured to carry on a petty 
Trade for what we wanted. They feennng to have 
a great Veneration for Brafs, we carried a &aft 
Handle of an old Cheft with us, and (hewed it them, 
for which they immediately offered us iwoBultocks, 
which we readily agreed to ; and they drove them 
down to our Boat. We found dlefe a haughty^ 
proud fort of People, and not altogether fo honeft 
* as the former, having deteAed the principal Go* 
vernor, who we had already paid for a Lodging in 
<Jne of their Huts for the Night, ftealing fome Pieces 
of Iron we had with us io a Baflcet, to' defray our 
Expences till pur Return to the Boat. We ftaid two 
of three Days with them in the Country, in which 
Time we never could get them to eat with us, nor 
would they let us eat with them. They likewife 
differed greatly from the other People aforementioned 
in their Cookery, as they drefs all their ViAuals 
in a very cleanly Manner, and are Kkewife very 
cleaiily in their Bodies ; for the firft Thing they dd 
in the Morning is to walh themfelves all over;

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tben lhe;r goto fome Kin4 of Devotion, which «re 
never obfcrved in the others. Neither havie thefe 
any of the feme Ornaments the others ufe. I'hey 
pride themfelyes much in thrir Hair, vrhich they 
^refs up Very neatly ; and ttey are extremely (hy 
in reg^d to their \Vomen. Thtir Arms are the 
&me as the others, and alfo their Diverfions. We 
found a few Men here who came from Dekigoa^ an^ 
had &me Ambei;greare and Elephant's Teeth ta 
difpofc of. The latter in great Plenty. 

Sunday 18, A pleafant Gale wefterly and fair 
Weather^ At feven in the Morning being all on 
board, weighed and made fail ; about a Quarter be- 
fore High -water, when we were got almoft to the 
Bar, our People very imprudently hauled the SaiU 
down and let go the Grapnail clofe to the brake of a 
Sand, and nine of them got the Boat out and wejit 
6n Shore, fwearihg bitterly that th^ would foonor 
take their chance of living among tl^ Natives tbafi 
be drowned in attempting to go over the Bar ; fo 
the reft of us who remained on board, were eithtr 
to venture over the bar, or to go on Shore, the Vef- 
£bl not heing able to get back, the wind and tide 
letting both out of the River, fo that before half 
ebb [he would ground and 'beat to Pieces. There- 
fere, in Hopes to fave ourfelves and the boat, we 
weighed IB God's name, andfoon got to the breakers;. 
Aere we lay beating in a difmal condition, having, 
no more than eight foot water, and th^ veflel draw- 
ing five foot. After half an hour's- conflict had a 
kind of fmooth oa the fiirface, and by the Al- 
mighty's providence wse got-fiife e\A of the river St. 
Lucioi The poor creatures who had left us, fomo 
with only a fhirt and a pair of drawers, travelled along 
ftore, and we made the beft of our way to the 
northward. At noon the river St. Lmia borafouth- 
weft 6 leagues, from whence J tajoe my departure

Monday 19* A fine plea&ntgale in the fouth-weft. 
quarter ami fair weather. At Sun-fet the extreams of 
the Land from north-eaft by north to foudi-\reft b^ 
fouth, diftance off Shore one mile and- a half. At 
Sun-rife the extremes of the Land at fouth-weft hal£ 
Ibuth to north north-eaft, Diftance two mtles^ find 2^ 
current feven miles in our Favour^ this Da/scourfc 
north 15 eaft> diftant 1 18 m. long, at Rwer St. £m^ 
^/tf 32 E. Mer. dif. 28 eaft, lat. obf. 25. 19% 

Ttiofday 20, A pleafant Gale in the (outh-weftr 
quarter, and fair weather. From Noon till Five 
o'clock fteered north-eaft by north, about five Knots 
an hour ; at that time the fouth point of Delagoa^ 
bay was weft- north- weft diftance two miles. Bore 
away for the River, intending to wait till our People 
fliould come, up with us, whom we expe£bd would 
reach us from the river St. Lucia in four or five days.' 
At Sun-fet the fouthermoft Point of Delagoa^bay bore 
fouth one league, the body of the ifland St. Mary*%^ 
S. W. two milesj the extremes of the land tothenorth-' 
ward in fight from N. to N. W; by W. dift. three 
leagues. In the ievening ftood on under an eafy Sail^ 
waiting for moon light to run in, which would be at 
ten o'clock. At feven in the evening founded ground 
four fathoms ; then hkwl'd to the northward,; iit 
hopes of deepening our water, but foon flioaPd 
to two fathoms and a half ; therefore immediately 
anchored at half an hour paft eight. Mr. Jona and 
I were upon the watch, and he perceived the fea ta 
bceak a little way a-ftern of us, and afked my opi«*. 
ttion of it. I looked very ftcdfiaftly at it ; and per- 
ceived it came nearer to us. I was pretty nuicb 
terrified finding we were almoft furrounded with 
breakers, and advifed Mr. Jones to weigh and try to 
V^ c^lear of them» and called Mr. Collet and the reft,

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"who Feadily^ affifted in getting under fail, tho' we 
had but an indifferent opinion of moving, as the 
wind blew right in, and we w«re^aid.of ihoaling 
ouf water ia going nigher in ; but we had no. time 
to lofe as it was almoft low water. However, our 
fpirits were foon cheered^ by finding that we had 
deepened to four fathom, and foon after made a. 
board to^ the ibuthward, and had from five to fix and 
a half and feven fathoms ; and imagining, there was^ 
no £ear of breakers in fix fathoms, came to an an-* 
chor. At Sun-rife the fouth point of the bay,.fouth^ 
eaft direemiles,^the iflandSt. Marfz fouth- weft dift- 
tant one mile, the extremes of the brake on a fpit 
on the north-eaft end of St. Mary*s at north- weft^ 
by u'cft, diflant two milesi* At high water there is a- 
rplling fea upon it, and increafes breaking gradu-r 
ally as the water falls, and dries on fome parts at 
low water fpring tides. At noon weighed with the:: 
fca. breeze, and fleered out the fame way. we ?ame 
in,, till we got without all the breakers ; then haul- 
ed to the northward for the river. When a-breaft 
of the break, had but ten feet water, but foon after 
deepened to fix fathoms ; which depth^we carried 
about two miles, fteering norths weft, then deep- 
ened to nine &thom, which we kept about one 
mile ; then prefently fhoaled* at. once to twp fa-} 
Ihoms,^ fleering the fame courfe, but foon deepened 
to thr^e and four fathom again ^ then came to five 
fathom^ which depth we carried about four league^* 
fteering weft and weft-by-north, then flipped i& 
gradually to three fathom^ At four, in the after- 
noon anchored in Dehgoa river, in nine fathon^ 
where we found the Rofe galley fnow, Capt. Chan^ 
kfy trading for beef and teeth, of whom moft of u^ 
begged a pafTage to Bombay, After ftaying about 
three weeks, we faw a fmall country boat coming w^ 
th^ aver, which brought three of our people, wh#

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krft ui at rhrer St. Lutia^ w^ they ifrfbraied us the 
other fix were remainoEig on ^ othcir fide of the 
bej of Dilag^ay waiteng the opportunity of a boat 
to bring tbem orer. Her« Mr. J^imy Cpiktf aad 
myfelf, thought this^ wooid be the pnopereft place to^ 
iecure tfaetreaiiire,. paoketf, and other eSe^. In 
order to wbkh^ we enticed four or fire ^ our aiea 
on Aiore, and focured two more on bcMtrd the fnow. 
Thb ^ne» Mr. Jmn went wMi Qqpr. Gmndkr^ ^ 
pinnace manned sad armed, and tooic all the money,, 
plate, and packets he could find, and brought them 
on board the Smw, in order to deliver them on qu» 
arrival at Madrafs. The people left in the floop,. 
being afraid we &ouid pay them another unwelcome 
vifity Cook an opportunity of getting away in the- 
%ight« May the 2r5th, we weiebed in the Roft gai- 
ly, in order to proceed to Ma£fgaf€Mry to compleat * 
^e cargo, on die account of a <KSerence bel»v«ea 
Capt. Gfondkr and the natives, who had firft fold 
htm upwards of loo head of cattle, and afterwards 
ftole them all away. The dvf me l^tbe land wei . 
iaw a Ail, which proved to be our iloop, irtiich im« 
medialbly bort down to us, and two of the people 
came on board the fnow, one of whom was the 
Cai^nter ; who prevailed on Capt. Chandler to buy; 
tiie floop "ifor 500 rupees, which he gavie his note, 
for. They told us they had taken in tiie otjber fix 
iften who were left bdimd at the river St. Lu^ia^ 
three of vrhom were now dead, and two more vjcry 
91 ; and thefe in two or three daya after died fike- 
wife of the ^tigue of trav^iiiaff over iand. T3ie» 
we proceeded for Madagafcar^ in^xompany with th& 
floop, and in about 22 dtays aitde the iflaad, anil 
anchored at Morondavay Junt the 14th j and on the 
iGlh arrived there the Gamarvon^ Nirtm Hutcbht^ 
fin, commander^ from Sw^spe for C&ina, 
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Therefore, as our packets and trcafure were di- 

Tcfted for Madrafiy we took a paflagc in ^e Car- 

Ttarven^ and leaving Aiartndava, ywy the ift, we, 

by God's great providence, arrived at Madrafiy
